The  Possessive  Case  is  considered  by  the  Inland  Revenue 
Commissioners  to  involve  medicine-stamp  dut}'.  We  show  on 
p.  567  cases  in  which  that  should  not  apply. 

Cambridge  Chemists  have  broken  the  early-closing  arrange- 
ment (p.  576) ;  Blackpool  chemists  have  extended  theirs  (p.  578). 
Teesside  chemists  are  also  closing  early  (p.  552). 

The  Minor  Examination  will  not  be  divided  until  there  is  a 
compulsory  curriculum,  so  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  decided 
on  Wednesday  by  nine  to  eight  (p.  561  and  p.  567). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  Ireland  has  had  a  satis- 
factory response  to  the  Council  circular  regarding  compounding 
in  hospitals  and  the  use  of  poison-bottles  (p.  563). 

The  Inland  Revenue  Authorities  have  lost  two  more  actions 
against  chemists  who  declined  to  pay  penalties  for  alleged  illegal 
non-stamping  of  medicines.  The  proceedings  are  reported  on 
p.  671. 

Messrs.  A,  S.  Campkin  (Cambridge),  C.  E.  Pickering  (London), 
and  J  W.  T.  Morrison  (Tringi,  are  the  new  candidates  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  in  addition  to  the  seven  retiring  members 
(p.  561  and  p.  566). 

The  Privy  Council  has  called  the  attention  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  to  the  fact  that  Dr.  Thos.  Stevenson  recommends 
Minor  candidates  to  prove  that  they  have  had  instruction  in,  at 
least,  chemistry  and  pharmacy  (p.  560  and  p.  567). 

The  features  of  interest  in  the  markets  this  week  are  a  further 
advance  in  cod  liver  oil,  an  advance  in  "official"  quinine, 
Japanese  crude  camphor,  shellac,  Japanese  wax,  and  almond  oil. 
Hydrastis  is  firmer,  and  menthol,  castor  oil,  and  lemon  oil  are 
lower  (p.  584). 

In  the  case  Evans  v.  Jones,  heard  in  Liverpool  this  week, 
Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.,  asked  for  a  statement  of  account  by 
Mr.  W.  A.  Jones  respecting  profits  on  a  throat-pastille  paid  to 
him  on  behalf  of  a  hospital.  The  defendant  counterclaimed,  and 
asked  the  Court  to  declare  that  plaintiffs  have  no  longer  the  right 
to  manufacture  the  pastilles,  but  judgment  was  given  against 
him  (p,  572).

At  Burnley  on  Wednesday,  April  9,  a  medical  herbalist 
named  William  Mason  was  fined  10s.,  includirg  costs,  for 
selling  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  which  contained  only  a 
twentieth  of  the  e'hjl  nitritt requisite. 

On  April  2  J  hn  Steadman  was  sent  by  the  Stoke  Magis- 
trates to  the  Quar'er  Sessions  to  be  tried  for  stealing  a 
quantity  of  lead  piping,  the  property  of  Mr.  Arthur  Sant, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Longton. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Cambridge  Board  of  Guardians  on 
Wednesday,  April  9,  Mr.  A.  Sidney  Campkin,  J.P.,  was 
thanked  for  the  courteous  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he 
had  discharged  the  duties  of  Chairman  during  the  past 
year. 

At  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  London  Sanitary  In- 
spectors'Association  held  in  Carpenters' Hall,  London  Wall, 
E.C.,  on  April  5,  the  principle  of  a  scheme  of  federation  with 
the  National  Union  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  (North- Western 
Counties),  the  Si)Uth  Wales  Association,  and  the  Scottish 
Association  was  adopted. 

There  was  a  big  window-smash  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  John 
Billington,  chemist,  Metropole  Buildings,  Blackpool,  the 
other  evening,  a  horse  crashing  into  it  and  doing  a  lot  of 
damage.  Mr.  Billington  finds  it  necessary  to  advertise  that 
the  business  is  being  carried  on  as  u>ual,  and  offers  the 
goods  in  the  window  at  a  25-per  cent,  reduction. 

Kenneth  McDonald.  "  chemist,"  was  fined  40.v.,  and  bound 
ovt  r  to  keep  the  peace  for  six  months,  at  Marlborough  Street 
Police  Court,  on  April  5,  for  using  insulting  language  in  Hjde 
Park.  McDonald  wanted  the  JIagistrate  "  to  state  a  case 
for  a  higher  Court,"  and  was  directed  to  apply  in  writing 
stating  upon  what  questions  of  law  he  wanted  a  decision. 

The  Governors  of  the  Yorkshire  College,  Leeds,  after 
discussing  the  proposed  dissolution  of  the  Victoria  Uni- 
versity at  a  meeting  on  April  9,  passed  a  resolution  authoris- 
ing the  Council  of  the  College  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
desirable  to  obtain  the  appointment  by  the  Crown  of  a 
Royal  Commission  or  other  suitable  body  to  inquire  into  the 
whole  subject. 

resides  the  advertising  on  tram-tickets  by  Mr.  Tirrell,  of 
Hanley,  referred  to  in  last  week's  Potteries  Notes,  a  cor- 
respondent informs  us  that  this  popular  method  of  making 
business  is  indulged  in  by  Mr.  Edmund  .Tones,  Hanley,  Mr.

Milburn's  (Limited),  High  Street;  J.  N.  Robinson,  Mill 
Lane  ;  W.  Salmon,  High  Street ;  T.  W.  Sudlow,  High  Street. 

Public  Vaccinators'  Pees. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph,  Bishops- 
gate,  held  last  week,  the  Bishop  of  Kensington  presiding, 
objection  was  raised  to  the  public  vaccinators  having 
vacoinated  in  some  of  the  warehouses  in  the  City  as  many 
as  300,  400,  and  even  500  emplojos  consecutively,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  suburban  vaccinators.  The  Guardian  of 
the  Poor  for  the  Parish  (Mr.  R.  Evans)  said  the  City 
Guardians  had  reduced  the  fees  from  7s.  6d.  a  head  to  Zs.  6d. 


a  head.  The  vaccination  officers  had  protested,  but  they  had 
had  to  content  themselves.  Many  of  the  people  could  have 
afforded  to  pay  their  own  doctor.  The  City  ratepayers 
ought  not  to  be  held  liable. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  City  of  London  Board  of  Guardians 
on  Tuesday,  the  General  Purposes  Committee  reported  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Local  Government  Board  the  re- 
vaccinaticn  by  the  public  vaccinators  of  persons  at  the 
places  at  which  they  were  employed  (they  being  non- 
residents in  the  City)  did  not  come  within  the  terms  of  the 
public  vaccinator's  contract.  But  the  Board  had  expressed 
their  willingness  to  sanction  a  special  fee,  equal  to  that  paid 
for  re-vaccination  "  at  places  other  than  at  the  home  of  the 
person  "  in  respect  of  such  cases.  The  Committee  were  of 
opinion  that  the  application  suggested  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  should  be  made,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that 
the  re-vaccination  of  persons  at  their  several  places  of 
employment  had  undoubtedly  prevented  the  spread  of 
smallpox  in  the  City.  The  report  was  adopted  after  the 
last  words  from  "  should  be  made"  were  deleted. 

Mineral-makers  Merry. 

Quite  a  record  gathering  was  the  sixteenth  annual  banquet 
of  the  London  Mineral-water  Bottle  Exchange  and  Trade- 
protection  Society  (Limited),  which  was  held  in  the  Grand 
Saloon  of  the  Hotel  Cecil  on  Thursday,  April  3.  Mr.  Mark 
Beaufoy  (the  new  President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  Mr.  W. 
Ad^iaT  Jones  his  els- d-vis  ;  and  amongst  the  principal  firms 
represented  were  Stevenson  &  Howell,  the  "Saccharin  Cor- 
poration, the  Anglo-Continental  Chemical  Company,  W. 
Barnard  &  Sons,  Barnett  &  Foster,  Barrett  &  Elers  (W.  W. 
Robinson),  J.  Bourne  &  Sons,  Breffiit  &,  Co  ,  British  Syphon 
Company,  W.  J.  Bush  Sc  Co.,  Carbonic-acid  Gas  Company, 
Dawson  &  Sons,  Durafort  &  Fils,  Foxon,  Robinson  &  Co  , 
E.  Geraut  k  Co.  (Mr.  Hewitt),  C.  H  Glover  &  Co.  (Limited), 
Hancock  &  Corfield,  A.  Hassall,  Hay  ward- Tyler  &  Co., 
J.  Kilner  &  Sons,  London  Essence  Company,  Moore.  Nettle- 
field  k  Co.,  Clayton  &  Jowett,  and  the  Manchester  Chemical 
Company.  The  programme  was  a  particularly  agreeable  one, 
the  Society  having  brought  from  Yorkshire  a  dozen  vocalists 
who  sang  in  solo  and  concert.

Mr.  R.  H.  Durant 
proposed  "  The  Chairman  and  President,"  and  Mr.  W.  Adpar 
Jones  proposed  "The  National  Union  and  Kindred  Socie- 
ties.' Mr.  J.  M.  Dowden  responded.  "The  Guests  and 
Visitors,"  proposed  by  Mr.  Jas.  Johnson,  was  responded  to  by 
Mr.  W.  Warren,  and  the  Mayor  of  St.  Pancras  (Mr.  Edward 
Barnes,  J.P.). 

Boyal  Agricultural  Society. 

Prince  Christian  presided  over  a  meeting  of  notabilities 
on  April  9,  comprising  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Agricultural 
Society  The  Society's  consulting  chemist  reported  the 
raising  of  the  standard  of  pure  linseed-cake.  A  conference 
between  representatives  of  the  Society  and  the  Highland 
and  Agricultural  Society  of  Scotland  is  to  be  arranged  as  to 
the  testing  of  farm  seeds.  The  report  of  the  Society's  con- 
sulting botanist,  Mr.  W.  Carruthers,  F  R.S.,  gave  details  of 
cases  of  clover  sickness  caused  by  attack  of  the  parasitic 
fungus,  Sdcrotinia  trifoliorum,  which  still  continued  to  do 
serious  damage  to  fields  of  red  clover.  The  zoologist  (Mr. 
Cecil  Warburton)  stated  that  the  beetle-mite  Oribata 
orhicvlaris,  reported  for  the  first  time  last  year  as  apparently 
injurious  on  limes  and  other  trees,  had  recently  been  dis- 
covered on  the  twigs  of  apple-trees,  where  it  seemed  to  be 
doing  barm.  Professor  McFady  can's  report  to  the  Veterinary 
Committee  stated  that  during  the  last  four  weeks  for  which 
returns  had  been  issued  there  had  been  55  outbreaks  of 
anthrax,   95  cases  of  glanders,  and  4  cases  of  rabies

Three 
medical  gentlemen  have  written  to  advise  them  as  to  what 
are  '•  expensive  medicioes,"  according  to  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, giving  estimates  for  the  same  for  the  year  as  an 


appfndix.  The  Guardians  have  deddfrd  that  the  doctors 
i-hall  furnish  vouchers  for  all  medirines  of  this  "expensive" 
tiature  which  shall  have  been  actually  supplied,  and  be  paid 
for  accordingly. 

The  Chnirman  of  the  Portsmouth  Board  of  Guardians  (Mr- 
E.  H  Davis),  by  whose  cas'ing-vo'e  the  drug-contr^.ct,  repre- 
sent ing  nil  expenditure  of  about  6001  a  yenr,  was  given  to 
Messrs,  Walker,  Troke  &  Co.,  though  Messrs  T.  Ilodgkin- 
son.  Prestons  King  ha.^  submitted  a  lower  tender  (fee 
C.  tj'  JJ.,  March  29,  page  485)  has  been  subjected  to  so  much 
criticism  in  this  connection  ihat  he  has  published  an  ex- 
planation. He  says  he  proposed  that  the  aocrprance  of  the 
drug-contract  should  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  experts 
to  select  films  fiom  whom  tender-i  for  drugs  should  be 
accepter!,  either  through  local  chemists  or  direct  from  the 
firms  fh- mselves.  The  commi'tee  included  Messrs.  Brewis 
and  Blackailar  (both  chemists)  and  Dr  Knott  (the  Medical 
Su  jennteiideiit).  The  reason  tor  his  making  such  a  propo- 
sition was  that  he  considered  the  qaestion  of  purchasing 
drugs  such  a  serious  matter  for  the  pnor  th^tt  no  considera- 
ti  n  whatever  except  the  one  of  quality  should  be  taken  into 
account,  and  his  contention  was  that  only  experts  were  able 
to  decide  a  question  of  such  overwhe'm'ng  seriousness.  His 
suggestion  however,  was'  not  adopted,  and  the  Board  voted 
upon  the  two  tenders  submitteri,  wlien,  the  voting  being 
equal,  he  gave  his  castihg-vote  for  the  firm  who  for  over 
twenty  years  had  proved  tte  quality  of  their  drugs,  and  had 
given  perfect  satisfaction. 

Stealing  from  Chemists. 

The  shop  and  house  occupied  by  Mr  M  Adcook,  chemist, 
at  Dowing  Street,  Smethwick,  were  broken  into  during  the 
holidays,  and  a  quantity  of  jewellery  and  money  stolen. 

At  Birmingham  Quarter  Sessions  on  April  3,  two  brothers, 
named  Taylor,  were  each  sentenced  to  two  months'  hard 
labour  for  breaking  into  the  shop  of  Boots  (Limited)  in 
Broad  Street,  Birmingham. 

At  the  Cinque  Ports  Sessions  at  Margate  on  April  7,  two 
girls,  named  Henrietta  B'ax  and  Edith  McDonough,  were 
charged  with  stealing  two  bottles  of  perfume,  value  2s.,  the 
property  of  Mr.  Wm  E.  Kirkman,  chemist  and  druggist, 
m^h  Street,  St.  Peters,  Thanet  In  the  course  of  bis 
evidence,  Mr.  Kirkman  told  the  Bench  that  since  July  last 
he  had  had  perfumes  and  sprays  to  the  value  of  between  31. 
and  4Z.  stolen  from  his  pharmacy,  and  he  prosecuted  the 
defendants  in  order  to  ttop  what  had  become  a  pest.  As  he 
did  not  press  the  case,  the  girls  were  discharged  with  a 
caution. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Half  of  the  twelve  fatalities  reported  as  having  taken 
place  during  the  past  week  were  caustd  by  articles  not  in 
the  schedule.  Hydrochloric  acid  killed  three,  liquid  ammonia, 
phosphorus  (in  the  shape  of  match- heads),  ai  d  an  embroca- 
tion are  alleged  as  the  cause  of  three  others.  The  scheduled 
poisons  were  laudanum  (two),  morohia,  chloroform,  carbolic 
acid,  and  arsenic  (in  the  form  of  Cooper's  sheep-dip).  The 
hydrochloric  acid  was  taken  by  a  Cover. try  bicycle-repairer, 
by  a  Hackney  gasfitter,  and  by  a  woman  at  Cianleigh.  In 
the  ammonia  case  the  evidence  seemed  to  show  that  cloudy 
ammonia  had  been  mistaken  for  cascara  by  a  woman  at 
Sutton-in-  .4shfieId. — At  an  inquest  held  by  Mr.  Braxton  Hicks 
at  Wandsworth,  on  April  8,  on  the  body  of  a  lady  named  Dyer, 
Dr.  Edwin  Smith  said  deceased  had  no  doubt  poured  the  whole 
contents  of  a  bottle  of  EUiman's  embrocation  into  a  tumbler 
atid  drank  it.  An  empty  EUiman's  embrocation -bottle  and 
a  tumbler  were  found  near  the  body,  and  the  jury  returned 
a  verdit-t  of  suicide  while  insane — A  man  named  Martin 
Morris  Frank  died  at  Wille.sden  from  an  overdose  of  chloro- 
form. The  evidence  showed  that  deceased  was  in  the  habit 
of  inhaling  chloroform  to  induce  sleep  He  bought  small 
quantities  from  various  chemists  and  mixed  them  together 
in  a  big  bottle.  Five  bottles  were  found  in  the  bedroom. 
The  Coroner  (Dr.  Gordon  Hogg)  said  the  case  was  not  at 
all  unusual,  as  the  drug  was  a  very  fascinating  one. — A 
servant  girl  at  Brentford  tried  to  poison  herself  by  taking 
a  quantity  of  eye-lotion  containing  nitrate  of  silver.  She 
tCMvered,  and  was  bound  over  at  the  Police  Court  on 
April  7.  —  A  market-gardener  at  Twyning  swallowed  a 
quantity  of  carbolic  acid  in  mistake  for  cider,  but  recovered. 
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Business  Change. 

Merrin's  !lledical  Hal),  Lower  Camden  Street,  Dublin,  has 
changed  hands.  Ttie  new  proprietor  is  Mr.  Danlop,  L.P.S.I., 
late  of  Dr.  Starkej's  Medical  Hall,  Rathmines.

The  Clerk  said  that  Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd  (Limited), 
chemists  and  druggists,  had  also  written  him  on  the  same 
subject,  saying  that  they  did  not  think  that  the  Local 
Government  Board  would  sanction  the  contract  being  given 
to  Mes-rs.  lliyes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson  (Limited),  and 
asking  that  the  completion  of  the  bond  might  be  delayed.

A  Boots'  Humour. 

A  rumour  has  been  prevalent  in  Edinburgh  for  the  past 
ten  days  that  Boots  Cash  Chemists  (Limited)  had  resolved 
to  invade  Edinburgh,  and  the  premises  were  located  in 
North  Bridge,  a  few  doors  from  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart 
&  Co 's  pharmacy.  On  inquiry  it  has  been  ascertaineci  that 
whether  the  rumour  has  any  foundation  or  cot  the  location 
is  entirely  wrong. 

Licences. 

At  the  Edinburgh  Licensing  Court  on  Tuesday,  Mr.  David 
Brown  was  granted  a  grocer's,  licence,  for  the  sale  of  wines 
only,  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  J.  &  F.  Macfarlan  &  Co.,  wholesale 
chemists,  111  Abbey  Hill.  This  was  the  only  new  licence 
granted  by  the  Court.  The  licence  held  by  the  Scottish 
Drug  Depot  (Ijimited)  for  the  premises  at  140  High  Street 
was  granted  in  the  name  of  the  new  manager,  Mr.  G.  Graham 
Davidson. 

In  Three  Purchases. 

A  man  named  George  Baillie  committed  suicide  on  April  3, 
in  his  house  in  Edinburgh  by  dtinkirg  laudanum.  Baillie 
appears  to  have  purchased  the  drug  in  three  small  b  attles, 
the  contents  of  which  he  mixed  together  and  took  in  one 
dose.  He  then  went  to  bed,  where  he  was  found  in  an 
unconscious  condition,  and  he  died  before  the  arrival  of  a 
doctor. 

Preceptors'  Honours. 

At  the  professional  Preliminary  examination  held  by  the 
College  of  Preceptors  in  March  only  four  candidates  obtained 
a  place  in  the  honours  division.  One  of  the  successful  candi- 
dates was  Miss  Margaret  A.  Beaton,  who  is  apprenticed  with 
Messrs.  H.  Mitchell  \:  Son,  chemists,  Inverness.  In  order  to 
obtain  a  pass  in  the  six  subjects  necessary  to  qualify  for 
regi>tration  as  an  apprentice  or  student  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  a  candidate  must  obtain  400  marks.  Miss 
Beaton  took  seven  subjects,  and  obtained  765  marks,  gaining 
distinction  in  four  subjects. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

According  to  a  report  from  the  Hebrides,  the  kelp-industry 
is  on  the  point  of  extinction.  It  was  at  one  time  a  principal 
source  of  alkali  for  soap-making,  as  well  as  of  iodine. 

A  Glasgow  chemist  who  once  courted  the  Muses  now 
cultivates  philosophy,  and  has  discovered  the  secret  of  the 
universe.  He  alleges  that  he  got  the  clue  when  he  was 
stirring  an  emulsion. 

The  new  fai-ades  of  several  chemists'  shops  now  being 
refitted  in  various  parts  of  the  city  are  in  striking  contrast 
to  the  staid,  old  style.  For  weal  or  woe,  glass  and  glitter 
are  becoming  the  distinctive  decorative  notes. 

The  chemists  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ibrox  Park,  the 
scene  of  the  terrible  accident  at  the  International  Football- 
match  last  Saturday,  were  kept  busy  supplying  dressings 
and  giving  first  aid  to  many  of  the  sufferers  from  minor 
injuries. 

-1  2"'opos  last  week's  note  on  the  contemplated  Glasgow 
Pharmacy  Athletic  Club,  it  is  noteworthy  that  a  good  many 
local  chemists,  including  the  President  of  the  Glasgow  and 
West  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  are  ardent 
"  gowfers, "  of  whom  the  caddies  are  not  ashamed. 

A  Glasgow  assistant,  who  has  just  returned  as  a  time- 
expired  man  from  medical  compounders'  seivice  in  South 
Africa  is  indignant  at  the  treatment  to  which  the  military 
authorities  subjected  him  and  his  fellow-dispensers.  He  was 
one  of  many  who  refused  to  "  sign  on  "  for  another  year. 

Quite  a  number  of  ladies  turned  up  to  Mr.  Lothian's 
lecture  on  "  The  Eternal  City,"  the  newspaper  advertise- 
ment ot  which  ended  with  "  Ladies  particularly  in- 
vited." The  committee  have  now  a  ghastly  suspicion  that 
the  "  dear  creatures  "  came  expecting  to  see  Hall  Caine's 
notorious  novel  illustrated  by  limelight.  If  the  ladies  were 
disappointed  in  this  respect,  they  had  ample  compensation 
in  the  fine  lecture  to  which  they  were  treated. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Philosophical  Society,  Dr. 
R.  FuUerton,  late   acting-sujerintendent  of  the  Glasgow 
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Smallpox  Hospital,  read  a  paper,  prepared  by  Professor  R.  S. 
Thomson  and  bimself,  on  the  statistical  aspects  of  the  cases 
of  smallpox  admitted  to  the  hospital  between  April,  1900. 
and  Jane,  1901.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  results 
in  1,810  cases  : —

One  ciioic's  comment  upon  these  figures  is  that  they  seem 
to  show  that  it  is  more  dangerous  to  be  doubtfully  vac- 
cinated than  not  at  all,  and  that  whereas  before  the  advent 
of  vaccination  the  mortality  from  smallpox  was  18  per  cent., 
it  has  now  risen  to  51-64  per  cent.

Obituary  — The  daath  is  announced  from  infliienza  at 
the  age  of  27  of  M.  Francis  Kigaud,  son  of  the  late  M.  F. 
Kigaud,  of  the  well-knoiva  firm  of  Rigaud  &  Clermont, 
manufacturers  of  pharmaceatical  preparations,  rue  Vivienne, 
Paris. 

Foucault's  Pendulum. — A  movement  is  on  foot  among 
the  asiroDomical  authorities  in  Paris  to  arrange  for  the 
repetition  of  Foucault's  famous  experiment  at  the  Panthe-n 
which  was  innerrupred  in  1851.  In  the  demoEstration,  to 
show  the  rotational  movement  of  the  earth,  all  modern 
improvements  in  instrument- construction  will  be  taken 
advantage  of. 

After  Many  Years,— On  May  10,  1873,  a  pharmacist 
named  Danval,  of  12  rue  de  Maubeuge,  Pari^,  was  sentenced 
to  hard  labour  for  life  at  the  Assizes  of  the  Seine  Depart- 
ment for  poisoning  his  wife.  Since  then  he  has  hien  incar- 
cerated at  the  Agricultural  Convict  Settlement  of  Bourail, 
which  has  been  recently  visited  by  a  representative  of  Lo 
Journal.  This  gentleman  had  a  long  interview  with  the  ex- 
pharmacist,  with  the  result  that  a  campaign  has  been  started 
in  that  Paris  newspaper  in  favour  of  Danval,  who  iuspiied 
the  journalist  with  the  belief  that  he  is  an  innocent  man. 

Nineteen  Years  op  Catalepsy. — For  nearly  nineteen 
years  a  Mile.  Bouyenval  has  been  in  a  state  of  catalepsy  with- 
out taking  nourishment,  and  to  all  appearances  dead  except 
for  the  almost  imperceptible  beatings  of  the  heart.  Renewed 
interest  is  now  being  bhown  in  the  case.  The  patient  lies 
in  her  mothers  cottage  in  Thenelles,  near  Sr..-Qaentin,  and 
is  over  37  ytars  of  age.  She  has  been  visited  by  a  number 
of  medical  celebrities,  and  all  sorts  of  theories  have  been  put 
forward  by  way  of  accounting  for  her  condition.  The 
local  physicians  are  or  opinion  that  the  trouble  was  caused 
by  some  violent  emotion,  and  this  view  was  also  given  by  an 
expert  in  his  report  to  the  Ss.-Qaentin  court,  which  years 
ago  inquired  into  the  matter.  Now,  hov^ever,  the  idea  is 
started  that  Marguerite  was  probably  magnetised,  and  not 
having  afterwards  been  properly  aroused  may  thus  have  re- 
mained in  a  state  of  hypnotic  catalepsy.

Registering  Nurses. — New  Zealand  is  the  first  in  the 
field  with  a  Nurses'  Registration  Act.  The  Act  passed  last 
Session,  and  is  creating  somewhat  of  as'irin  nursing  quarters. 
Prcivi.^ion  is  made  for  registration  of  existing  nurses  and 
examination  of  future  candidates.  The  examination-fees 
are  expected  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  working  of  the  Act. 

A  Staff  Dinner. — The  members  of  the  staff  of  Messrs 
Feiton,  Grim  wade  &  Co,  Melbourne,  were  entertained  to 
dinner  on  February  21.  The  Hon.  F  S.  Grimwade  was  in 
the  chair,  supported  by  Messrs.  E  Norton  Grimwade  and 
H.  W  Giimwade.  Mr.  Cowley,  in  [jroposing  "  The  health  of 
the  Firm,"  mentioned  that  Mr.  Grimwade  and  his  family 
were  proposing  to  go  to  Europe,  and  wished  him  good  health 
and  a  safe  return. 

Pharmacist's  Wife  Registered  —As  mentioned  in  the 
C.  cj-  !>.,  March  15,  page  420,  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New 
Souih  Wales  decided  to  ask  a  lady  applicant  for  registration 
to  come  before  them  for  exammaiion.  Mrs.  Susau  Harris, 
wife  of  Mr.  C.  Harris,  Gulgong,  accordingly  attended,  and 
was  interrogated  on  oath  as  to  ber  txperience  in  pharmacy. 
The  answers  were  so  satisfactory  that  Mrs.  Harris  was 
registered  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board. 

Poisons  Laws. — The  paper  read  by  Mr.  Cowling  on 
"  Poisons  Laws  "  at  a  meecing  of  the  Pharmaceutiijal  Society 
of  So-ath  Australia  <5'  April  5,  page  543)  has  resulted 
in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  three  me  mb-^rs  of  the 
Socieiy  to  collect  data  for  a  draft,  Poi.«ons  Bill.  Mr.  Cowling 
has,  since  he  read  his  piper,  oritamed  some  measure  of  sup- 
part  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Brinish  Medical  Association 
(South  Australian  branch)  ani  the  City  Coroner. 

Federal  Customs. — The  discussion  on  the  Federal  Cus- 
toms duty  on  drugs  and  chemicals  came  oa  in  the  Federal 
Parliament  on  February  25,  and  resulted  in  a  reduction  of 
the  proposed  duty  of  25  per  cent,  t  j  15  per  cent.  The  item 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines  was  split  into  two,  the- 
former  being  taken  to  include  drugs,  like  trional,  which  are 
prepared  under  patents.  The  distinction  was  not,  however,  at, 
all  clear  in  the  minds  of  the  majority  of  the  members.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia  prepared  a  list  of 
patent  medicines  for  the  mover  of  the  reduction  of  the 
duties,  and  this  action  is  greatly  responsible  for  the  favour- 
able turn  things  took.  One  result  was  that  the  reduction  on  . 
prdtent  medicines  was  voted  for  separately  and  ob sained. 
The  Government  then  acceptred  this  vote  for  the  whole 
section.  A  new  item  was  added  to  the  medicines  sec- 
tion— medical  preparations  containing  opium,  3Qs.  per  lb. 
on  opium  cantained  therein  not  dutiable  at  higher  rate  under 
the  heading  of  medicines  Insecticides,  sheepwashes,  and 
disinfectants  n  e,i.  are  admitted  free  (in  place  of  the  pro- 
posed 15  per  cent,  ad  val.  duty).  During  the  debate  a  good 
deal  was  said  about  proprietary  medicines.  Sir  Edward 
Braddsn  mentioning  that  c'alnrodyae  is  one  of  the  most 
valuable  medicines,  another  speaker  adding,  "  And  Fellows's 
syrup."  Those  specially  interested  in  this  subject  should  get 
a  copy  of  CD  A.,  which  contains  a  full  report.

.sxm3  period  in  the  previous  year  the  value  was  i531,000/. 

Si'iRiT-DaA\VB\CK  I^^  Natal — By  a  new  R;gulation 
dated  February  25,  1902,  drawback  of  duty  is  authon^ed  on 
rec'.ified  spirit,  coio  nal  compoanis,  a  jd  liqueurs  deposited 
in  a  oonded  warelioasH  by  rectiders  or  compounders  in  the 
Cjlony.  The  drawoack  is  to  be  paid  oi  spirits  leaving  the 
Colony. 

Natal  Trade-.marks  — Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Com- 
pany (L'mited),  or  64  C-innon  Street,  E.C.,  have  applied  to 
the  au'horities  in  Nuiixl  I'^r  the  registration  of  the  trade- 
mark "  Creolin,"  surmounted  by  the  words  "  Jeyes' Fluid  " 
and  a  rising  sun,  in  resp-ct  of  chemical  substances  prepared 
for  use  in  medicine  and  pharmacy. 

Americans  can  do  most  things,  and  very  rarely  does 
one  hear  of  our  Transatlautij  friends  having  to  refuse 
busine.ss  owing  to  the  c<ill  bsing  beyond  them.  Such,  how- 
ever is  the  case  in  a  well-known  chemical  product  used 
largely  in  the  Cape  Colony  It  is  not  a  question  of  money, 
but  sheer  inability  to  till  contract-conditions  as  to  quantity. 

Shop-rents  show  no  signs  of  coming  down  in  Cipe  Town, 
A  firm  of  cliemists  there  recently  ap^jhed  to  the  owners  of  a 
building  now  being  put  up  in  Adderley  -Street,  the  main 
thoroughfare  of  that  city,  for  a  shop  therein  suitable  for  a 
pharmacy  and  were  a^ked  200/  per  moath  Toe  owners 
did  not  appear  over  anxious  to  do  business  even  at  that 
figure. 

The  Scholtz  Case— Oar  Cape  Town  correspandent  was 
inforratd  officially  just  before  the  departure  of  the  lasl  mail 
that  the  Colonial  Medical  Council  had  nothing  to  say  in 
connection  with  thi;  Scholtz  cise.  Notwithstinding  that  the 
Governor  in  Council  refuses  to  endorse  the  findings  of  the 
Council,  the  attorney  for  the  late  Dr.  SohoUz  wishes  to 
consider  the  matter  subjudice  for  the  time  being. 

Proposed  New  Steamship  Service. — Anew  service  of 
steamships  will  soon  be  tstablished  to  run  between  Liver- 
pool and  South  African  ports.  The  line  will  have  a  frequent 
service,  and,  in  addition  to  Liverpool  as  a  home  port  will 
also  have  sailings  from  Glasgow.  No  reduction  in  freights 
is  expected,  as  in  a  very  .short  time  the  trade  between  Great 
Britain  and  South  Africa,  will  supply  ample  work  for  all  the 
British  lines  now  engaged  in  it,  as  well  as  for  the  proposed 
new  line. 

Cape  Trade-marks  — Messrs.  Alfred  Fennings,  of  Cowes, 
Isle  of  Wight,  medicine-proprietors,  have  applied  to  the 
authorities  in  Cape  Town  for  registration  of  a  trade-mark 
(a  sleeping  child  in  a  bassinette)  of  which  they  are  the  pro- 
prietors in  resppct  of  meniumes  in  Class  3 — Messrs.  Lea  & 
Perrins,  of  Worcester,  England,  intend  applying  to  the 
Registrar  of  Deeds  for  the  Cape  Colony,  on  April  17,  to 
register  the  words  "Lea  &  Perrins"  as  a  trade-mark,  in 
respect  of  glass  bottles. 

Cape  Licences  and  F^oreign  Firms. — It  is  inters  sting 
to  learn  that  January  and  February  were  record  months  at 
the  Cape,  so  far  as  the  taking  out  of  licences  by  representa- 
tives of  British  and  foreign  firms  is  concerned.  Tbis  fact 
shows  a  feverish  activity  to  secure  the  coming  busines.s. 
The  major  portion  of  the  licences  naken  out  was  lor  agents 
of  Briti>h  firms,  who  have  evidently  made  up  their  mind~  , 
not  to  be  behind  when  South  Africa  is  generally  thrown 
open  again  to  trade.  The  25/.  bax  imposed  is  now  a  recur- 
rent source  of  income  to  the  Cape  Government,  who  appear 
to  look  particularly  keen  after  it. 

Cape  Town  Harbour  —  V  short  time  since  we  reported 
that  the  facilities  for  discharging  and  landing  cargo  a^ 
Cape  Town  had  greatly  improved,  but  it  would  appear  ihat 
the  improvements  made  in  this  direction  have  completely 


disorganised  the  delivery  between  the  docks  and  the  im- 
porters' stores.  No  fewer  than  half-a-dozen  serious  com- 
plaints have  been  lodged  with  the  C.  Sf  D.  representative, 
who  has  assured  himself  that  they  are  correct.  No.  1,  A 
chemist  has  only  received  fourtf  cn  packages  out  of  twenty 
as  per  bill  of  lading,  and  the  Harb  >ur  Board  can  give  no 
account  of  the  missing  ones.  No.  2  A  shipment  from 
America  consisting  of  four  cases  ;  two  wi-re  delivered  to  a 
wholesale-house,  who  could  not  persuade  the  Board  to  take 
them  away  ag^in,  while  the  remainder  went  to  two  other 
addresses:  the  consignee  did  not  receive  a  single  package 
until  he  found  them  in  various  parts  of  the  city  and  carted 
them  to  his  own  store  at  his  own  expet.se.  No.  3  is  exactly 
similar  to  No  2,  except  that  the  shipment  consisted  of  six 
cases,  out  of  which  the  B  lard  delivered  two  to  the  con- 
signers and  the  remainder  w^re  disrriouted  about  the  city. 
No.  4  consisted  of  two  cases  on  a  general  bill  of  lariing 
through  a  commission-hou-o.  The  documents  and  iostruc- 
tions  lodged  were  quite  in  order,  but  the  Board  has  not  the 
faintest  idea  where  the  goods  are.  They  have  been  lost  for 
nearly  a  month.  No  5  is  a  case  lost  after  leaving  the  ship's 
slings,  while  complaint  No.  6  would  hardly  look  well  in 
print.  In  every  instance  the  pacnages  have  gone  astray 
between  the  docks  and  the  destination  of  the  goods  in  and 
around  Cape  Town.  On  inquiry  at  the  whole'-ale  drug- 
houses  it  was  ascertained  that  th^y  are  not  treated  quite  so 
bad,  still  they  are  incensed  at  the  Kross  mismanagement.

Henry  Burn,  at  7  Gresham  Street,  E  C. 

Mr  G.  Williams,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  his  purchased 
the  business  lately  carried  on  by  Mr.  J.  S  Harvey,  chemist 
and  druggist,  at  II  Market  Jew  Street,  Penzance. 

Mr,  W.  E.  Wii>mams,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  taken 
over  the  drug-business  at  15  Dunraven  Place,  Bridgend, 
Glam.,  formerly  carried  on  as  Jipson's  Di-ug-stores. 

Messrs  Sanguinbtti  &  Stevenson,  chemists,  Ealing, 
have  acquired  the  business  at  High  Street,  Southall,  formerly 
belonging  to  Mr.  W.  Wooster,  chemist  and  druggist. 

Mr.  Charles  Skeat,  chemist  and  druggist,  formerly  with 
Mr.  Newton  Wright,  of  Ilford,  has  acquired  the  business  at 
609  High  lload,  Tottenham,  lately  carried  on  as  the  Williams' 
Pure  Drug  Company. 

Messrs  C.  Oppel  &  Co.,  proprietors  of  Friedrichshall 
mineral- water,  have  opened  offices  at  10  and  12  Milton 
Street,  London,  E.C.,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  G. 
Greiner,  as  their  headquarters  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Mit.  Robert  Parkinson,  Ph  D  ,  has  retired  from  the 
business  of  Harrison,  Parkinson  &  Co.,  chemists,  Bradford, 
which  is  continued  by  Messrs.  John  Jackson  and  Albert 
Wilson,  with  Messrs.  H.  R.  Jackson  and  W.  K,  Jackson,  as 
new  partners. 

Tun  Partnership  hitherto  existing  between  Mr.  T.  G. 
Forshaw  and  Mr.  C.  M.  Snow,  trading  as  chemists  and 
opticians,  at  138  Westgate,  Bra  ford,  has  been  dissolved. 
VIr  Forshaw  will  continue  the  Westgate  Pharmacy,  assisted 
oy  a  qualified  chemist,  while  Dr  Charles  Forshaw  has  entire 
charge  of  the  optical  department.  Mr.  0.  M.  Snow,  chemist 
and  druggist,  has  started  in  business  in  Filey. 

Early  Lap.oratories. — Professor  W.  Ramsay,  in  reviewing 
a  German  book  on  science- teaching  in  England,  says  the 
luthor  (Dr.  Karl  T.  Fischer)  has  been  wrongly  informed 
that  chemical  laboratories  in  Great  Britain  have  only  of 
■  ecent  years  been  open  to  students.  Professor  Thomas 
Thomson's  chemical  laboratory  at  Glasgow  and  Professor 
Hope's  laboratory  of  "natural  philosophy"  at  Edinburgh 
were  available  at  the  baginning  of  the  nineteenth  century; 
and  in  England,  Professor  Turner's  laboratory  was  advertised 
at  least  as  early  as  1834.  The  laboratory  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 
TTTEDNESDAY'S  meeting  occupied  three  hours,  when 
^'  many  important  matters  came  before  the  Council- 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  took  his  seat  on  the  right  of  the 
President,  between  Mr.  Carteighe  and  Mr.  Wcatton,  and  was 
suitably  welcomed.  Reference  was  made  to  the  deaths  of 
Mr.  W  B.  Randall,  Southampton  (a  former  councillor); 
D-.  Hamberg,  Stockholm  (an  honorary  member);  and 
i\lr  G.  H.  Hawtayne  (a  corresponding  member)  ;  and  suitable 
letters  of  sympathy  are  to  be  sent  to  the  relatives.  A  mild 
sensation  was  caused  by  the  covering  letter  from  the 
Privy  Council  which  accompanied  Dr.  Stevenson's  report. 
The  letter  called  the  Society's  attention  to  the  remarks 
about  the  necessity  for  a  compulsory  curriculum  in  at  least 
chemistry  and  pharmacy,  and  the  reply  of  the  Society  is  to 
remind  the  Privy  Council  that  for  years  the  Society  has  been 
asking  it  to  sanction  the  very  thing.  Messrs.  Campkin, 
Morrison,  and  Pickering  are,  in  addition  to  the  retiring 
members,  candidates  for  the  May  vacancies.  The  Benevo'ent 
Fund  granted  124^.  to  nine  applicants.  The  Library  report 
caused  an  instructive  discussion,  and  ended  in  the 
approval  by  the  Council  of  the  Scotch  University  education 
scheme  and  the  relaxation  of  the  rule  as  to  Preliminary 
certificates,  so  that  candidates  who  have  not  suflioiect 
"Leaving"  certificates  can  get  the  rest  from  one  of  the 
approved  examining  bodies.  Dr.  Symes  brought  forward  a 
motion  to  request  a  committee  to  look  into  the  question  of 
dividing  the  Minor,  but  an  amendment  by  Mr.  Hills  was 
passed  by  a  majority  of  one.  The  shilling-fee  by-law  has 
been  altered,  and  is  with  other  amended  by-laws  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  general  meeting,  as  also  is  an  alteration  in  the 
poison  regulations,  which  has  been  made  with  the  object  of 
including  liquid  disinfectants  in  the  bottle  section.  The 
Council  priz3-li3t  was  approved  of,  and  several  other  items 
also  came  before  the  meeting. 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  April  9 
at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.  There  were  present  the 
President  (Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme),  the  Vice-President 
(Mr.  C.  B.  Allen),  Treasurer  (Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins),  and  Messrs. 
Carteighe,  Cooper,  Cross,  Gifford,  Glyn  Jones,  Harrington, 
Hills,  Park,  Robinson,  Savory,  Storrar,  Symes,  Wootton,  and 
Young.  Letters  accounting  for  absence  were  received  from 
Messrs.  Corder,  Harrison,  Southall,  and  Taylor. 

Welcoming  Mr.  Robinson. 
The  President,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  his  colleagues, 
welcomed  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  to  a  seat  on  the  Council. 
Mr.  Robinson  was  not,  he  said,  a  stranger,  but  had  been 
known  to  them  both  as  a  very  loyal  member  of  the  Society 
for  many  years  and  a  hard-working  councillor  of  the  London 
County  Council.  The  large  amount  of  public  work  Mr. 
Robinson  had  done  made  him  a  very  desirable  addition  to 
the  Council. 

Mr.  Robinson  briefly  replied,  and  said  he  should  be  glad 
to  give  all  the  time  he  possibly  could  to  the  work. 

Deaths. 

The  President  then  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  B. 
Randall,  of  Southampton,  who  died  on  March  14,  aged 
80  years.  He  joined  the  Society  in  18^15,  and  served  on  the 
Council  from  1865  to  1869— a  period  that  covered  the 
historic  efforts  of  pharmacists  to  secure  legislative  recogni- 
tion, and  which  marked  the  establishment  of  the  principle 
that  sound  poison  law  must  be  based  upon  the  competent 
skill  and  knowledge  of  the  seller.  Mr.  Randall  had  acted 
as  a  local  officer  of  the  Society  for  many  years,  and  in  his 
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efforts  to  promotf  education  had  elevated  their  culling  and 
the  status  of  ihe  Society.  The  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  had  kindly  sent  him  (the  President)  some  further 
particulars  of  Mr  Randall,  in  the  form  of  an  autobiography, 
in  which  Mr.  Randall  spoke  of  the  pleasure  it  gave  him  to 
attend  the  Council-meetings  in  London,  and  associate  with 
such  men  as  Squire  and  Morson,  and  enjoy  the  hospitality  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Hjde  Hills  at  his  house  in  Queen  Anne  Street. 
The  President  proposed  a  resolution  of  sympathy  with  the 
family. 

The  Vice-President  said  he  had  not  the  pleasure  of 
knowing  Mr  Randall  personally,  but  had  had  an  opportunity 
of  going  over  the  business  premises  at  Southampton,  anq 
what  he  saw  showed  abundantly  that  they  had  been  in  th§ 
occupation  of  a  thorough  pharmacist. 

The  Treasurer  said  he  not  only  knew  Mr.  Randall,  buji 
he  was  his  life-long  friend.  He  (the  speaker)  had  been 
in  the  habit,  whenever  he  wanted  special  advice,  of  going 
to  Southampton  and  conferring  with  Mr  Randall,  and  more 
honest  and  sound  advice  he  never  had  When  attending 
Mr,  Randall's  funeral  he  was  impressed  with  the  large 
number  of  repre>entative  citizens  who  attended.  It  was  a 
great  thing  to  them  as  pharmacists  to  have  been  represented 
by  such  a  man  with  such  splendid  talents. 

The  resolution  w^s  earned  unanimously. 

Reference  was  also  made  to  the  death  on  February  13  of 
Dr.  Nils  Peter  Hamberg,  Insjjector  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Institution,  Stockholm,  aged  85,  who  was  elected  an, 
honorary  member  of  the  Society  in  1856.  Dr.  Hamberj^' 
contributed  a  paper  some  years  ago  on  the  influence  of 
arsenical  wall-paper  on  the  air  of  rooms. 

A  corresponding  member — Georj^e  Hammond  Hawtayne — • 
has  also  died,  at  Ramsgate.  Mr.  Hawtayne  was  foruierly 
Administrator-General  of  British  Guiana,  and  took  greafi 
interest  in  the  Society  museum. 

Letters  of  sympathy  are  to  be  sent  to  the  relatives  of 
Dr.  Hamherg  and  Mr.  Hawtayne. 

Mr  Robinson  was  placed  on  the  Library,  Museum,  and 
House  Committee. 

Examinations. 

The  report  of  the  Government  visitor  (Dr.  Thos.  Stevenson) 
on  the  examinations  held  by  the  London  Board  of  Examiners 
during  1901  was  then  presented : — 

Minor, — Tne  report  stated  that  there  was  a  falling-cfi  in 
candidates,  the  number  being  1,036,  against  1,357  in  1900; 
the  percentage  of  passes  was  276  Dr.  Stevenson  added 
that  owing  to  the  proportion  of  failures  having  been  so  great 
he  had  paid  great  attention  to  each  branch  of  the  e.xamina- 
tion.    The  result  of  this  investigation  showed 

that  no  less  than  509  candidates,  or  67  9  per  cent.,  failed  in  the 
practical  parts  of  the  examination — i.<\,  in  dispensing,  pharmacy 
(the  preparation  o£  pharmacop«ial  articlesi,  the  recognition  by. 
tests  of  ordinary  salts  and  the  detection  of  their  ordinary  , 
adulterants  (practical  chemistry),  and  in  the  standardisation  of, 
potent  pharmaceutical  wares.  Incom]petonce  in  these  matters — 
which  form,  or  ought  to  form,  part  ot  the  daily  routine  of  the 
chemist's  business—is,  rightly,  not  passed  over  by  the  examiners. 
The  safety  of  the  public  imperatively  calls  for  competence  in 
practical  pharmacy  and  practical  chemistry ;  and  candidates 
ought  not  to  be  passed  who  display  gross  ignorance  in  these  ■ 
subjects,  however  versed  they  may  be  in  theoretical  matters. 
Until  pharmacists  themselves  agree  to  require  compulsory  courses 
of  instruction  in  at  least  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  there  will 
continue  to  be  a  large  percentage  of  failures  at  this  examination. 

Major. — For  this  examination  80  candidates  presented 
themselves,  against  103  in  1900;  the  percentage  of  passes 
was  35     The  quality  of  the  candidates  presenting  them-  . 
selves  for  this  examination  was,  the  report  stated,  often  vety' 
unequal,  and  the  result  of  an  analysis  of  the  figures  showed 

that  pharmaceutical  education  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  and 
that  the  excellent  teaching  now  available  at  several  centres  is  too 
little  made  use  of.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
attendance  at  recognised  teaching  centres  will  be  made  com- 
pulsory. 

The  covering  letter  from  the  Privy  Council  which 
accompanied  the  report  contained  the  following  : — 

I  am  directed  by  their  Lordships  to  request  that  you  will  be 
so  good  as  to  draw  the  special  attention  of  the  Society  to  Dif. 
Stevenson's  remarks  in  the  report  with  respect  to  a  compulsory 
course  of  instruction  in  at  least  chemistry  and  pharmacy  being 
required. 
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Tne  h'ltlCslDEM"  oaid  ctie  maCti-r  was  ot  great  imporcauce. 
Dr.  Steveusou  had  often  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
a  curriculum,  nut  now  the  Privy  Council  had  emphasised  it. 
'Xbe  Coutjcil  had  been  for  years  urging  on  the  Prify  Council 
the  desirability  of  a  compulsory  course  of  siudy,  and  pro- 
vision bai  been  made  for  enforcing  some  curriculum  in  the 
draft  Bill.  lie  moved  that  the  Secretary  refer  the  Privy 
Council  to  the  efforts  the  Council  had  made  in  this  direction. 
The  Bill  which  the  Council  drafted  in  1881  after  the  House 
of  Lords  judt^ment  contained  the  first  curriculum  clause. 

Mr.  IIiM.s  hoped  the  letter  would  be  very  full  and  give 
chapter  and  verse  of  the  many  efforts  the  Society  had  made 
to  obtain  a  curriculum.  It  was  satisfactory  to  find  that  the 
i'rivy  Council  was  now  urging  upon  them  the  necessity  of 
iraposinji  some  course  of  study  on  their  cand'dates. 

Mr.  Cross  :  AVould  it  not  be  well  to  notify  the  Govern- 
mtnt  that  the  draft  Bill  which  is  now  in  their  pigeon-holes 
contaits  a  clause  to  give  the  power  of  enforcing  a  curriculum  ? 

Tlie  Secretary  is  to  reply  to  the  Privy  Council. 

Elections. 

Members  ar.d  student-associates  of  the  Society  were 
elected,  four  persons  were  restored  to  the  Society,  and  four 
to  the  regi^^ter, 

The  SECUETAitv  then  announced  that  there  were  ten  cac- 
clidates  for  ttie  seven  .seats  on  the  Council  which  would  be 
vacant  in  May,  and  that  all  have  signified  their  willingness 
to  serve  if  elect  jU.

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
?'"  camera,  after  which. 

The  Vioe-Phesiuent,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
.said  an  application  had  been  received  for  assistance  from  a 
diemist  who  had  died  between  the  time  of  makitg  applica- 
tion and  the  matter  coming  before  the  committee.  Under 
the  circumstances  the  committee  resolved  to  treat  the 
application  as  coming  from  the  widow,  and  she  had  been 
relieved.  The  grants  made  were  two  of  20/.,  four  of  13('  , 
one  of  12/.,  and  two  of  10/  —a  total  of  124/. 

The  Lii'.rary  REroRT. 
The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  and  House  Committee 
was  next  submitted.  The  first  part  dealt  with  the  details  of 
the  libraries,  museums,  schools,  and  spring-cleaning.  It  was 
recommended  that  permission  be  given  for  the  cup  of  the 
Inter-Pharmacy  Football  League— won  by  the  School— to  be 
kept  in  the  lioiary  during  the  ensuing  twelve  months.  The 
following  three  items  from  the  Council  were  considered:  — 

1.  A  letter  from  Mr.  Hagou,  of  Cardifl:',  asking  for  a  reduction 
oC  ll\o  annual  subscription  to  the  Society  in  the  case  of  merabera 
of  the  local  Association. — The  comniiltee  desires  it  to  be  pointed 
oat  that  the  Council  has  no  power  to  make  such  concessions,  and 
that  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  do  so  in  any  case. 


2.  A  resolution  from  the  Executive  of  the  N.B.  Branch,  sug- 
gesting that  candidates  possessing  Leaving  certificates  be  allowed 
to  complete  their  examination  by  passing  the  remainder  of  their 
six  subjects  under  any  one  of  the  examining  bodies  recognised  by 
the  regulations. — The  committee  recommends  that  this  sugges- 
tion be  adopted  by  the  Council. 

3.  A  draft  iforuarded  by  the  E.vecutive  of  the  N.B.  Branch) 
scheiEe  for  the  promotion  of  University  training  for  Scottish 
students,  and  for  instituting  a  degree  in  jiharniacy  — The  Com- 
mittee recommends  the  official  approval  ot  the  principle  of  the 
scheme,  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  degree  shall  not  be 
granted  to  any  person  who  does  not  present  a  certificate  stating 
that  he  is  entitled  to  registration  as  a  chemist  and  druggist. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  he  was  glad  to  find  that  the  School  had  been  succe-sful 
in  football,  and  thought  they  would  all  be  pleased  to  have 
the  cup  placed  in  the  library.  The  rpcmmendation  in 
regard  to  Leaving  certificates  was  perfectly  right  and  a  safe 
thing  to  adopt,  otherwise  the  youth  who  had  left  school  and 
had  not  taken  the  whole  of  the  subjects  would  be  under  a 
disadvantage.  It  would  be  convenient  to  the  candidates  to 
let  them  take  the  other  subjects  from  one  of  the  recognised 
examining  bodies,  and  no  disadvantage  to  the  Snciety.  In 
regard  to  the  University  training  scheme,  he  agreed  with 
the  recommendation  that  official  approval  be  given  of  the 
principle  of  the  scheme,  provided  that  the  degree  is  not 
granted  to  any  person  who  does  not  present  a  certifica'e 
stating  that  he  is  entitled  to  registration  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist.  The  committee  had  consirtered  the  subject  for  a 
long  time,  but  as  there  had  not  been  complete  agreement  be- 
tween Scottish  pharmacists  and  the  Executive  on  some  points 
the  committee  had  hesitated  to  recommend  the  Council  to  give 
their  oflScial  approval  to  the  scheme.  The  President  then 
gave  an  outline  of  the  principal  suggestions  in  Mr.  Tocher's 
university  scheme,  and  said  that  the  principles  laid  down 
wfre  worthy  of  the  Society.  Pharmacy,  mcreover,  owed  a 
considerable  amount  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Tucher  for  blinking 
forward  this  scheme  and  elaborating  the  details.  There 
were  some  who  did  not  agree  with  advanced  education  in 
pharmacy,  but  he  (the  President)  believed  that  the  more 
education  they  had  the  better  it  would  be.  The  Council 
had  been  aiming  for  a  long  time  to  get  a  better  system  of 
education,  and  had  endeavoured  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
Universities  and  schools  wherever  possible  in  carrying  out 
their  educational  plan.  This  utilisation  of  the  universities 
was  the  very  essence  of  Mr.  Tocher's  tclieme,  and  therefore 
the  Council  approved  of  it.  University  training  was  bound 
to  improve  the  status  not  only  of  the  individual,  but  of  the 
craft  itself. 

Mr.  Storrar  said  it  was  almost  unnecessary  for  him  to 
say  anything  in  favour  of  the  scheme,  but  there  had  been 
criticisms  outside  the  Council  which  he  should  like  to 
answer.  The  aim  of  the  scheme  seems  to  have  been  mis- 
understood. The  object  was  to  give  pharmacy  students  a 
chance  of  a  University  training  and  the  hall-mark  of  a 
University  to  their  studies.  If  they  could  do  this,  it  would 
be  the  greatest  advance  made  in  the  training  of  pharmacists 
since  the  time  of  their  charter.  Pharmacy  was  a  craft  as 
well  as  a  calling  that  required  business  training,  but  the  only 
chance  the  chemists  had  of  retaining  legitimate  pharmacy 
was  through  their  own  personality  and  efficient  traiijing. 
This,  he  was  sure,  was  the  only  way  to  meet 
illegitimate  competition,  and  he  thought  they  were 
more  likely  to  turn  out  successful  men  as  a  result 
of  this  training.  They  had  been  told  they  v^'ould 
never  have  thought  about  a  degree  in  pharmacy,  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  Carnegie  Trust  being  instituted,  but  he 
would  remind  them  that  it  was  the  money  provided  by  the 
Carnegie  Trust  that  made  the  curriculum  possible.  As 
regards  a  degree  in  pharmacy,  it  was  not  necessary  for  him 
to  say  a  single  word  to  that  Council  in  defence  of  a  degree : 
the  principle  had  already  often  been  admitted.  By  this 
scheme  they  were  placing  a  degree  within  reach  of  every 
student  who  passed  the  qualifying  examination  of  the 
Society.  The  Society  will  not  ask  any  more  from  students, 
and  the  University  curriculum  will  be  purely  optional  for  the 
student.  It  had  been  objected  to,  again,  that  tha  scheme 
was  a  purely  provincial  one,  but  he  contended  they  were 
quite  entitled  to  do  the  best  they  could  for  their  students, 
and  to  get  their  fees  paid  for  them  if  they  could.  He  would 
remind  the  critics,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  University 
courses  would  be  open  to  all  students,  so  that  everybody 
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could  thus  in<iirect.ly  get  the  benefi!;  of  the  Trust.  It  was 
on]^'  possible  to  carry  out  the  scheme  if  they  could  establish 
tie  leoture-hips.  wiioh  would  taks,  as  far  as  he  could  see, 
from  30.000Z  t,o  40.000^. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jonks  had  tried  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
it  would  b3  quite  safe  for  thera  to  approve  of  the  scheme, 
but  had  been  unable  to  do  so.  The  Society  is,  through  a 
brat  ch,  fjoicg  cap  in  hand  to  the  Universities,  and  asking 
them  to  set  up  a  degree  in  pharmacy.  They  were  told  tbM 
it  would  place  a  hall-mark  oa  their  students  ;  but,  as  far  as 
he  could  see,  no  case  had  been  made  out  for  the  Univer- 
sitie-i  as  trainers  of  pharmacists.  As  it  is,  to-day  any  phar- 
macist can  get  a  science  degree.  Their  duty  was  to  l3ok  at 
this  question  quite  apart  from  the  Carnegie  Trust.  If  a  de- 
mand had  existed  for  a  degree,  he  could  have  understood  it ; 
but  here  they  had  the  question  tacked  on  to  another  scheme  of 
free  pharmaceutical  education.  He  was  not  quite  sure  that 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  Society  to  seek  to  get  free  education 
for  its  students.  As  far  as  he  could  see,  anyone,  whether  he 
needs  it  or  not,  can  claim  the  benefits  of  the  Carnegie  Trust. 
Surely  their  members  might  have  got  the  benefits  of  the 
Trust  without  bringiug  up  the  question  of  a  degree  in  phar- 
macy. The  promoters  admitted  that  there  will  be  no  rush 
for  the  degree,  whici  he  took  to  mean  that  there  was  really 
no  1  eed  for  it.  If  they  approved  of  this  scheme  it  was 
tantamount  to  admitting  that  the  Major  was  not  to  be  a 
sufficient  hall-mark  of  pharmacy.  Not  only  had  the  need  for 
the  degree  not  be^n  establibhed,  but  he  saw  in  its  establish- 
meot  a  source  of  danger  to  pharmacists,  for  here  a  man 
might  have  satisfied  the  more  stringent  examioation  of  an 
outhide  body,  and  yet  not  have  passed  the  Minor.  The 
condition  about  the  Minor  was  not  one  they  could  put 
before  any  university;  either  the  universities  must  throw 
over  that  condii ion  or  else  take  over  the  Minor.  He  asked 
that  the  subject  be  referred  back  to  the  committee  so  that 
they  keep  their  hands  free  to  deal  with  anything  that  may 
turn  up.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  proposed  an  amendment  in  these 
terms,  but  it  wa>.  not  seconded. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said,  stripped  of  all  its  surroundings,  the 
scheme  was  the  result  of  an  opportunity  which  had  presented 
itself  of  getting  through  the  Uuiversity,  which  in  Scotland 
is  rightly  regarded  as  the  highway  to  all  professions.  They 
need  not  fear  for  their  examinations.  He  was  even  prepared 
to  give  up  all  their  examinations  if  he  thought  they  could  be 
effii'-iently  conducted  elsewhere,  and  let  the  Society  be  only 
a  registeiiog  body  like  the  G-^neral  Medical  Council.  Mr, 
Glyu-Jones  remiuded  them  that  if  the  Carne=^ie  Trust  had 
not  been  available  they  would  not  have  heard  of  the  scheme  ; 
but  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  Carnegie  Trust  the  Universities 
would  not  have  had  the  money  to  start  the  necefsary  faculty. 
The  Trust  is  op^n  to  all  classes  in  Scotland,  and  the 
Scotch  very  wisely  encouraged  everybody  to  go  through  a 
systematic  training  wherever  possible.  Would  to  Gi  d  they 
did  the  same  here  1  The  Univeisities  could  not  do  anything 
in  the  matter  unless  there  was  a  faculty.  Every  man  under 
the  scheme  would  have  an  opportunity  not  only  of  being 
examined  but  of  getting  thorough  training.  If  the  scheme 
acted  as  a  stimulus  to  those  in  the  Wjuth  to  get  the  same 
sort  of  thing,  >o  much  the  better.  He  did  not  fear  that  the 
Society  would  lose  by  any  scheme  such  as  had  been  proposed 

Mr.  Hills  said  he  was  unable  to  be  at  the  committee- 
meeting  owing  to  his  presence  at  Whitehall,  so  that  he  was 
glad  to  have  the  opportunity  to  say  that  he  approved  of  the 
scheme.  In  regard  to  the  condition  of  recogoising  the 
Minor,  he  bad  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  University 
would  accept  it.  That  remained  to  be  seen.  As  regards 
the  question  of  Scotch  y  English,  he  hoped  the  scheme 
would  serve  as  an  object  lesson  to  philanthropists  south  of 
the  T"feed  to  devote  some  of  their  money  to  those  who  had 
the  misfortune  to  live  south  of  the  Tweed.  There  was  no 
reason  why  all  should  not  make  use  of  the  scheme,  as 
everyone  would  be  able  to  go  in  for  the  University  course 
and  take  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  science  in  pharmacy 
He  hdiled  with  delight  any  means  of  getting  a  curriculum 
recognised  on  University  lines.  The  fact  of  their  students 
coming  in  contact  with  stu'lents  preparing  for  other  pro- 
fessions in  the  University  was  a  training  in  itself.  Their 
thanks  were  dus  lo  Mr.  Toiher  for  putting  the  scheme  into 
shape,  and  he  wished  it  every  possible  success. 

Mr.  Caeteighe  :  I  should  have  said  how  grateful  we  are 
to  Mr.  Tocher  for  bringing  the  scheme  forward.  Mr.  Tocher 


has  shown  wonderful  ability  and  great  tenacity  and  knoTO- 
ledge  of  education  which  is  rare  amongst  our  members.  He 
is  a  very  brilliant  man,  and  I  hope  he  will  not  overworli 
himself  and  so  render  himself  less  useful  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Storrar  said  there  seemed  to  b3  doubts  expressed  as 
to  whether  tue  University  would  accept  the  condition  of  tbe 
Minor,  but  in  a  letter  Mr.  Tocher  assured  him  that  all  the 
individual  members  of  the  University  he  had  .spoken  to 
agreed  wit.h  the  condition. 

The  Tre  ISURER  said  he  would  have  liked  to  have  ha:l 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  support,  but  it  seemed  like  reversing  the 
order  to  require  a  man  to  pass  the  Minor  after  going 
through  a  higher  examination.  Were  they  to  regaril 
the  Major  as  equivalent  to  the  BSo.Ph.?  or  was  tbe 
degree  to  be  something  beyond  the  Major.  He  was 
a  (jreat  admirer  of  the  Scotch  educational  systera, 
by  which  men  from  the  lowest  walks  of  life  could  attain  by 
merit  the  highest  positions.  A  friend  of  his,  the  son  of  .a 
humble  farmer  in  the  Isle  of  Skye  had  by  the  system  Cf 
bursaries  attained  a  very  high  posirion  in  the  Civil  Service. 
Here  he  would  like  to  say  that  however  they  regarded  Cecil 
Rhodes,  they  could  not  but  admire  the  splendid  form  ia 
which  he  had  bequeathed  his  weahh  for  education.  It  waa 
much  better  than  spending  absurd  sums  on  mansions  an-;! 
works  of  art,  to  contribute  to  the  real  uplifting  of  the  natior. 

Mr  Glyn-Jokes  explained  that  his  objection  was  to  iiE- 
posing  conditions  precedent  to  the  Minor. 

The  Vice-President  said  he  was  heartily  in  syirpatby 
with  the  aspirations  of  Scotch  pharmacists.  He  share*! 
with  his  colleagues  in  the  warm  appreciation  of  the  ability 
Mr.  Tocher  had  shown  in  drawing  up  the  scheme, 

Mr,  WooTTON  said  that  some  months  ago  when  he  asked 
a  question  abnut  the  scheme  he  dul  it  because  he  was  .Vraid' 
it  was  being  shelved,  or  tha'.  there  was  some  jealousy  ia 
regard  to  it  He  was  glad  to  find  that  the  scheme  had  bees 
so  heartily  endorsed.  Scotch  pharmacists  would  have  been 
neglec'ing  their  duty  if  they  had  not  taken  advantage  oi" 
the  Carnegie  Trust.  As  he  read  the  scheme  of  the  Trust,  ifc 
aimed  at  giving:  the  advantage  of  a  university  education  to 
as  large  a  number  as  possib'e,  and  did  not  aim  at  simply 
getting  people  to  pass  examinations.  The  trustees  had,  he 
feared,  put  obstacles  in  the  way  of  obtairing  tbe  benefits 
of  the  Trust,  but  any  money  obtained  would  be  of  consider- 
able value  to  education  not  only  in  Scotland  but  to  the 
world.  It  appeared  to  him  to  be  ungracious  to  make  the 
condition  of  passing  the  Minor  too  prominent.  The  degree 
could  not  possibly  be  a  qualification  according  to  the  Act  c? 
Parliament,  and,  besides,  it  was  expres-ly  stated  in  the  scheme 
that  it  was  not  intended  to  ba  a  qualification.  Thfrefore  he 
saw  no  reason  for  emphasising  the  condition. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  it  was  necessary  to  put  it  so  in  the 
rep  Tt  so  that  those  who  had  not  read  the  scheme  wonlA 
understand  the  resolution. 

The  President  :  The  idea  runs  through  the  sc'oeme. 

Mr.  WfjOTTox  :  Yes  ;  that  is  why  I  say  it  is  a  liStle  unnecej,-- 
.'ary  to  emphasise  it 

Mr  StokraE:  Perhaps  we  coul  1  modify  the  re.solutioo 
to  make  it  simply  refer  to  the  condition-^  of  the  scheme. 

Mr  GiFFORD  thanked  the  Secretary  for  the  full  report  of 
the  committee  He  was  also  pUa'-ed  at  the  rereption  the 
University  scheme  had  met  with,  and  hope')  it  would  cement 
good  fellowship  between  Eni,',land  and  Scotland 

The  President,  in  putting  the  report  in  the  form  of  two 
resolutions,  said  he  wished  to  emphasise  that  he  saw  no 
disadvantage  in  trying  to  get  a  degree  in  pharmacy.  It 
would  elevate  pharmacy. 

When  the  resolution  referring  to  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion was  Dut, 

Mr.  Hills  explained  the  steps  which  led  to  the  relaxing 
of  the  cr  nditions  first;  laid  down.  They  started  by  requir- 
ing six  subjects  to  be  passed  in  one  examination  under  one 
b  >dy.  But  difficulties  arose  which  led  them  to  make  it  b, 
condition  that  the  subj-^cts  hs  taken  at  not  more  than  two 
examinations  of  the  same  body.  They  had  now  learnt  by 
experience  that  still  a  little  more  latitude  mu  t  be  given  to 
make  the  conditions  the  sime  as  are  required  of  medical 
sf.udents  at  the  Scotch  Universities. 

A  Poison  Question. 
Mr.  Young  asked  the  President  whether  his  attention  hid 
been  directed  to  articles  published  in  various  papers  which 
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profet-sed  to  give  particulars  as  to  the  procsedings  of  the 
Poisons  Committee,  and  whether  those  reports  give  a  proper 
acaount  of  such  proceedings. 

The  President  :  My  attention  has  not  been  specially 
'  callei  to  the  reports.    Of  course,  I  have  seen  some  of  them, 
but  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  answer  the  question.  Perhaps 
Mr.  Hills  f;an  tell  us. 

Mr.  Young  :  I  understood  the  proceedings  are  supposed  to 
be  private 

Mr.  Hills:   I  always  understood  that  the  evidence  is 
private,  therefore  whatever  is  published  is  a  m-itter  of  specu- 
.iation,  and  any  deductions  from  such  speculations  would 
consequently  have  little  weight. 

Preparing  for  a  Fight. 

Dr.  Symes  here  asked  that  a  notice  of  motion  standing 
in  his  name  on  tbe  agenda  be  taken  before  the  consideration 
of  the  new  by-laws,  because  the  resolution  might  require  some 
alteration  in  the  by-liws. 

Permission  was  given. 

Retiring  Divisional  Secretary. 

,    Mr.  Frederick  Andrews.  Division il  Secretary  for  South 
Paddington,  a.sked  to  be  relievei  from  his  secretaryship.  Mr. 
Andrews  was  formerly      auditor,  and  was  a  membsr  of  the 
Council  from  1880  to  1834. 
He  was  thanked  for  his  services. 

Dividing  the  Minor. 

Dr.  Symes  then  moved  the  following  resolution  : — 

That  this  Council  approves  of  dividing  the  Jlinor  or  Qualifying 
•examination,  and  requests  the  Library,  IMuseum,  and  House 
•  Oommittoe  to  consider  and  report  on  cue  bast  ni!ansof  carrying 
.the  same  into  effect  under  the  existing  Actis  of  Parliamjnt. 

•The  Council  had  on  several  occasions  sho  wn  their  approval 
of  dividing  tliH  Minor,  and  had,  he  was  a^vare,  introduced  a 
'  clause  in  the  draft  15ill  giving  po  ver  to  do  that.    The  clause 
had,  ho*ever,  been  introduced  into  a  Bill  which  contained 
Controversial  matters,  and  he  was  of  opinion,  with  Mr.  Hills, 
lhat  measures  for  consolidatiug  the  Society  should  be  sepa- 
rated from  m  ttters  of  controversy.    The  Council  had  been 
told  that  the  Privy  Council  had  laid  it  down  that  they  could 
not  impose  conditions  precedent  to  examination,  but  this 
was  only  when  tne  suggestion  of  a  curriculum  was  made, 
not  dividing  the  ex-imination.    The  Act  t-ays  very  little 
about  examinations,  excep'.  that  examinitions  are  to  be 
held,  and  that  they  can  be  varied  from  time  to  time  by  by- 
law.   The  question  of  dividing  the  examination  was  thus  a 
matter  of  by-law  only     They  had,  moreover,  for  thirty-two 
years   f\iv',ded  the  examination,  as  the  Preliminary  had 
'always  been  regarded  as  part  of  the  Minor.     He  thought 
there  was  no  questi  'n  but  tbat  they  had  the  power  to  alter 
the  examination  by  by-law.    A  large  number  of  persons  had 
pointed  out  to  him  (the  speaker)  the  desirability  of  the 
change,  and  it  would  be  bet'er  for  the  candidates.  The 
•habit  of  study  acquired  at  school  would  be  continupd  if  their 
young  men  had  an  examination  to  look  forward  to  in  a  short 
time.    At  present  the  examination  did  not  come  on  till  a 
young  man  was  twenty-one  yrfars  of  age,  and  he  consequently 
•got  out  of  the  habit  of  study,  as  the  examination  was  such  a 
way  off.    If  the  theoretical  part  of  the  examination  could  be 
taken  during  apprenticeship,  it  would  be  something  to  work 
for,  and  would  b^  a  test  of  the  pupil's  progress  and  show 
how  far  the  master  was  doing  his  duty.    He  (Dr.  Symes) 
would  like  to  give  the  examiners  an  opportunity  not  only  of 
finding  out  how  much  a  candidate  knew,  but  of  ascertaining 
how  far  he  was  capable  of  applying  his  knowledge.    He  was 
certain  they  would  get  b^^tter  results  if  the  examination 
were  divided  as  he  proposed. 

Mr.  Young  seconded  the  resolution.  It  was  safe  to  say 
that,  after  the  total  abolition  of  company-pharmacy,  the 
question  of  dividing  the  Minor  was  the  most  popular  item  in 
pharmaceu'.ical  reform.  He  was  not  prepared  to  abandon 
what  opportunities  they  at  present  had  of  getting  the 
examination  divided,  and  did  not  see  that  they  should  wait 
till  they  could  get  a  curriculum.  It  was  no  new  idea:  in 
1871  a  divi-ion  existed  in  the  examination,  when  a  candidate 
could  be  re-examinel  in  such  subjects  as  he  ha'i  failed  in. 
This  was,  moreover,  the  custom  in  all  other  bodies,  and  if 
some  such  practice  existed  in  pharmacy,  the  anomalies  which 
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they  often  saw  at  present  of  a  candidate  alternately  passing 
and  failing  in  particular  subjects  would  be  done  away  with. 

Mr.  HiLES  said  he  had  often  been  asked  the  question, 
'  Are  you  in  favour  of  dividing  the  Minor?"  His  answer 
had  always  been.  Yes,  but  under  certain  conditions,  and  at 
th3  same  time  as  the  establishment  of  a  compulsory 
curriculum.  He  moved,  as  an  amendment  to  Dr.  Symes's 
motion — 

That  this  Couacil  approves  of  dividing  the  Minor  or  Qualifying 
examination,  but  is  not  prepared  to  consider  the  question  apart 
from  the  institution  of  a  compulsory  curriculum. 

There  were  reasons  why  the  question  should  not  be  con- 
sidered at  the  present  time.  Ojc  was  that  the  committee 
now  sitting  were  considering  some  part  of  their  Act,  and  the 
report  may  lead  to  a  general  reconsideration  of  the  laws 
affecting  their  calling.  The  Council  ought  to  use  every 
effort  to  get  the  powers  that  be  to  see  that  they  thought  a 
proper  training  for  candidates  of  even  higher  importance 
than  any  specific  examination.  The  older  he  got,  the  more 
he  saw  that  proper  evidence  of  training  was  the  best  evidence 
of  fitness. 

Mr.  Park,  in  seconding  the  amendment,  said  he  could  not 
say  from  his  experience  that  young  men  who  gave  time  to 
their  studies  saw  any  necessity  in  dividing  the  examination. 
Parents  should  take  the  precaution  when  apprenticing  their 
children  to  see  that  time  for  study  was  allowed. 

Mr.  Caeteighe  said  he  hoped  Dr.  Symes  would  not  press 
his  motion.  Dr.  Symes  was  very  emphatic  about  their 
powers,  bat  they  had  been  told  very  plainly  by  the  legal 
advisers  of  the  Privy  Council  that  they  had  no  power  to 
impose  such  by-laws.  The  legal  advisers  of  the  Privy 
Cuuncil  were  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown,  and  unless  the 
Council  could  persuade  the  Privy  Council  that  a  divit-ion  of 
the  examination  was  within  the  Act  it  was  useless.  The  Privy 
Council  naturally  could  not  go  back  on  what  they  had  been 
advised  on  a  former  occasion. 

Mr.  Cooper  said  he  agreed  with  dividing  the  Minor,  but 
only  if  a  curriculum  was  imposed. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jonks  supported  Dr.  Symes,  and  said  that,  in 
the  face  of  the  clause  in  the  draft  Bill,  the  Council  could 
not  ,s  ly  they  did  not  approve  of  the  division  of  the  M'lior. 
The  only  effective  argument  to  Dr.  Symes  would  be  that  they 
have  no  means  of  dividing  the  Minor.  It  was  as  illogical  to 
say  they  would  not  have  division  till  they  got  a  curriculum 
as  to  say  they  would  not  protect  their  title  till  they  had  a 
curriculum.  The  two  things  do  not  necessarily  go  together. 
The  whole  question  was,  Have  the  Council  power  under  the 
present  Acts  to  divide  the  Minor?  This  was  met  by  a  de- 
claration of  the  Privy  Council  that  there  was  no  power  to 
impose  conditions  precedent  

Mr.  Carteighe  :  Or  to  divide — these  words  are  always 
left  out. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  I  have  never  been  able  to  make  quite 
clear  whether  that  covered  both  the  curriculum  and  the 
division  of  the  Minor. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  It  does. 

Mr  Glyn-Jones  proceeded  to  say  that  they  need  not 
impose  any  conditions,  only  give  a  candidate  the  option  of 
taking  the  exanaii  ation  all  together  or  in  parts.  If,  as  he 
heard  for  the  first  time,  a  division  of  the  examination  existed 
in  1871,  it  was  clear  that  it  could  be  done  without  any 
alteration  in  the  by-laws.  He  hoped  the  committ'^e  would 
see  whether  th-y  could  not  do  this,  and  if  not,  why  not  

Mr.  Carteighe  :  In  fact,  find  a  way  round.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones:  Well,  put  it  so  if  you  like. 

The  Treasurer  supported  Dr.  Symes  in  principle,  but  it 
was  a  good  thing  at  the  wrong  time.  He  supported  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Hills,  as  he  look-d  upon 
training  as  of  more  importance  than  examination,  and  in  the 
draft  Bill  the  curriculum  is  made  a  cardinal  point. 

Mr.  QlFFORD  sai  1  the  present  was  an  inopportune  time  to 
press  Dr.  Symts's  principle.  Mr.  Y^oung  said  it  was  a  popular 
proposal,  but  that  did  not  have  the  slightest  effect  on  him. 

Mr  Young  :  I  don't  think  anything  would.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  GiFFORD,  continuing,  said  they  should  not  deal  with 
the  question  unless  they  insisted  on  the  foundation  of  the 
personal  qualification. 

Mr.  Harrington,  in  supparting  Dr.  Symes,  could  not  see 
wihy  they  should  not  support  the  division  without  a  curri- 
culum. 
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Mr.  Robinson  said  the  question  was  without  doubt  an 
important  one,  but  ic  seemed  to  be  largely  one  of  expediency. 
The  division  of  the  Minor  was  wanted  from  an  tduc^tioual 
point  of  view,  but  he  was  not  prepared  to  say  they  would  not 
do  something  good  uultss  they  got  something  else.  He 
pointed  out  also  that  the  Privy  Council's  letter  only  urged 
the  desirability  of  a  curriculum  in  one  or  two,  and  not  at),  of 
the  subjects.  There  is  no  examination  with  a  greater 
element  of  chance  in  it  than  the  Minor.  In  medicine,  where 
the  examination  is  taken  in  parts,  the  percentage  of  failures 
is  much  less. 

Mr  WoOTTON  suggested  that  the  opinion  of  the  Boards  of 
Examiners  as  experts  should  be  asked.  Both  Boards  should 
be  asked  to  expressly  consider  the  question  and  send  their 
reports  to  the  Council.  He  would  be  glad  if  the  Council 
would  postpone  consideration  of  the  subject,  as  there  was  a 
great  deal  to  be  said  on  both  sides.  He  was  more  inclined 
to  take  the  subject  separately,  and  not  mix  it  up  with  a 
curriculum. 

The  S-cretary  sent  for  the  minute-book,  as  the  examiners 
had  previously  given  their  opinion  on  dividing  the  Minor. 
In  the  meantime, 

Mr.  Young  asked  if  the  practice  of  1871  was  stopped 
through  interference  by  the  Department. 

Mr.  Caetkighe  expiained  that  the  practice  was  to  allow 
candidates  who  only  obtained  25  per  cent,  of  marks  in  one 
subject  to  be  re-examined  in  that  alone.  But  it  was  found 
that  they  could  only  make  up  the  marks  with  difEcuUy,  and 
that  they  did  better  if  they  took  the  whole  of  the  subjects 
together. 

The  Pbesident  said  he  saw  no  reason  to  alter  his  often- 
expressed  opiuion  that  the  examination  should  be  divided 
only  when  a  curriculum  was  imposed.  Tne  medical 
examination  was,  it  was  true,  taken  piecemeal,  but  then  the 
students  had  to  follow  a  curriculum.    He  apptaltd  to  Dr. 

mes  not  to  press  his  motion  to  proceed  with  it  would  De 
almost  fatal  at  the  pre.sent  time. 

The  Vice-President  said  that  if,  like  Mr.  Robinson,  he 
had  only  come  on  the  Council  that  day  he  would  tave  sup- 
ported Dr.  Symes,  but  having  been  on  ihe  Council  tor 
eighteen  years  he  was  steeped  in  the  necessity  of  a  curri- 
culum. He  had  never  heard  any  opinions  from  candidates 
that  thf  y  wanted  the  examination  divided. 

Mr.  Robinson  :  They  are  very  strong  on  division. 

The  Vice  President  said  the  two  principles  have  been 
embodied  in  the  oratt  Bill  and  to  press  the  resolution  would 
be  one  of  the  most  disastrous  steps  the  Council  could  take. 

The  Secretary  here  read  the  minutes  ot  January,  1900, 
from  whic'i  it  appeared  that  tha  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Scotland  expressed  the  view  that  division  was  desirable,  but 
that  when  the  questii  n  was  put  to  the  London  Board  the 
reply  was  they  were  not  prepared  to  discuss  division  apart 
from  a  curriculum. 

Dr.  Symes,  in  reply,  said  the  way  candidates'  opinions 
varied  was  well  expressed  in  a  letter  which  appeared  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  a  few  weeks  ago,  ia  which  a 
candidate  did  not  think,  when  he  got  through  the  Minor 
alter  three  tries,  that  there  was  any  necessity  lo  divide  it ;  in 
fact,  he  had  no  interest  in  the  matter.  His  resolution  said 
nothing  about  a  curriculum,  but  the  discussion  left  the 
impression  on  him  that  its  advocates  were  afraid  of  it  being 
left  to  strugfjle  in  the  cold  if  the  support  of  the  division  oi 
the  Minor  was  taken  away.  This  seemed  to  show  that  the 
curriculum  was  not  so  necessary  as  it  was  made  out  to  be. 
There  was  nothing  new  in  Dr.  Stevenson's  recommendations 
of  a  curriculum  

The  President  :  But  there  is  this  time  the  Privy  Council 
letter. 

Dr.  Symes,  continuing,  said  anyhow  it  seemed  absurd  to 
say  that  because  they  could  not  get  two  goud  things  they 
would  have  neither.  There  was  no  other  examination  in 
which  tbere  was  so  mu  -h  uncertainty  • 

Mr.  Oarteighe:  Except  the  Civil  Service. 

Dr.  Symes  said  he  had  been  told  over  and  over  again 
that  passing  the  examination  was  a  matter  of  luck.  He 
only  asked  that  the  subject  be  sent  for  consideration  to  a 
committee.  It  was  s  arcely  fair  to  quote  what  the  P/ivy 
Council  said  about  two  things,  conditions  precedent  

Mr.  Carteighb  (emphatically):  '  Periods  of  time  between 
portions  of  examination."  I  do  not  want  to  quarrel  with 
you,  but  jou  must  give  your  quotations  correctly. 


Dr.  Symes:  Well,  anyhow,  whatever  remark  was  made  it 
does  not  apply  here. 

Mr.  Carteighb:  What  I  say  is  that  the  Privy  Council 
have  expressed  an  opinion  that  it  is  not  legal 

Mr.  Robinson  :  And  we  have  got  to  get  them  to  change 
their  mind.

A  Candidate's  E.i'pcTienci'. 

The  forty  two  candidates  in  London  for  the  April  Wajor  were 
■divided  into  two  sets  for  purposes  of  examination— half  of  the 
•lumber  had  to  attend  on  April  1,  3,  and  5,  and  tlie  remainder  ou 
the  2nd,  4th,  and  5th.  This  fact  was  the  occasion  of  some 
technical  jesting,  comparisons  being  drawn  with  the  "8ymm"tri- 
cal"and  "asymmetrical"  positions  in  the  tri  hydroxy-benzene 
compounds.  The  papers  set  in  the  examination  I  need  not  coin 
»aeDtupon;  but  I  have  thought  that  a  short  description  of  the 
jiractical  work  might  interest  readers  of  the  C.  (C  D.  The  first 
day's  work  is  devoted  to  practical  chemistry,  which  lasts  from 

II  A  M.  to  5  P.M.,  under  the  supervision  ot  both  the  proFes 
jioriftl  examiners  in  the  subject.  The  Society  provides  ham 
iia-ndwiches,  claret,  and  soda  water  tor  the  candidates  at  aboui. 
half-past  1.  I  have  never,  I  thinl;,  even  in  the  City,  seen  twenty 
)i\en  eat  their  lunch  in  so  abort  a  time.  One  youthful  student 
vas  observed  to  put  away  six  sandwiches,  but  most  men  cannot 
npare  lime  for  more  than  two,  wdiile  scarcely  anyone  avails 
li.imsclf  ot  tlie  permission  to  emoke;  this  from  an  idei,  probably, 


that  tobacco-ash  does  not  improve  a  gravimetric  precipitate. 
All  apparatus  in  any  way  requisite  or  useful  is  provided,  and, 
as  the  examiners  do  not  "  sniff  round  "  the  men  as  they  work, 
the  unhappiness  of  the  Major  candidate's  lot  becomes  to  a  great 
extent  alleviated.  On  the  day  that  I  was  in,  quite  three  men 
had  the  bad  luck  — or  bad  management— to  upset  the  funnel  con- 
taining the  all  important  gravimetric  precipitate,  due  pirobably 
to  nervous  hurry.  Of  the  two  examiners.  Professor  Midar 
Thomson  is  an  old  friend  of  pharmaceutical  examinees,  while  his 
colleague,  Professor  Smithells,  ot  L' o'ls,  has  already  earned  a 
good  name  among  the  or.aoles  of  Cralen  Place.  Both  are  very 
obliging,  and  do  not  apparently  conceive  it  a  part  of  their  duty 
to  snub  a  mm  who  asks  for  a  I'eagent  which,  with  less  nervous- 
ness, he  might  perhaps  have  found  for  himself. 

The  "  salts"  set  were  only  double,  not,  as  we  had  expected, 
treble  mixtures ;  they  included,  if  we  are  to  believe  candidates' 
communications  to  each  other  a'tenvard*',  barium  nitrate  and 
strontium  sulphate,  barium  carbonate  and  lead  chrnmate,  copper 
iolide  and  lea'l  borate,  "  fern  ammon.  cit."  and  nickel  chloride, 
and  many  other  combinations.  In  the  quantitative  work,  though 
all  have  tho  same  paper,  there  would  appcir,  from  the  results 
bbtained,  to  be  a  number  ot  mixtures  of  quite  different  propor- 
tions. This,  ot  course,  is  a  sure  way  ot  preventing  collusion,  and 
renders  dote^-tive  work  on  the  examiners'  part  unnecessary. 

For  the  second  day  candidates  arc  warned  to  bring  razors  with 
them — not  for  the  purpose  suggested  by  some  cynically  despondent 
persons,  bat  for  practical  materia  m^dica  (histology)  uudHr  Mr. 
Harold  Wilson,  and  for  practical  botany  under  Professor  Potter, 
wlio,  I  believe,  is  not  the  gentleman  from  Texas.  In  histology 
arnicx  rhi;^om?  wis  given  to  investigate,  while  the  natural  orders 
sot  in  the  botany  included  llannncnltirecc  (anemone),  Liiiacccr, 
Amnrijliidacca',  Compositw,  Boraginaccce,  £c.  Chestnuts  and 
almonds  were  given  tor  dis.section ;  various  leaves  to  examine 
microscopicilly,  and  branches  bearing  prickles,  etc.,  for  morpho- 
logical description. 

An  avtic'e  on  a  pharmaceutical  examination  wonld  hardly  be 
complete  without  the  statcineot  ot  a  grievjnce.  Many  candidates 
were  heard  to  complain  ot  having  to  attend  all  Saturday  after- 
noon;  with  a  little  mmagement  this  could  easily  have  baen 
difterently  arranged,  as  all  the  candidates  had  two  off-days  in  the 
examination- week.  (194;'74.)

The  President  said  a  number  of  replies  had  been  received 
in  response  to  the  circular  letter  which  the  Cjuncil  had  s;nt 
out  on  the  above  subje  cts. 

The  Registrar  read  the  replies— viz.,  one  from  Mr.  J.  P. 
Condon,  Cleik  of  nhe  Soush  Dablin  Union,  sta'ing  that  the 
Guardians  at  their  meeting  on  March  26,  hai  marked  the 
memorandum  "  read  "  ;  from  Mr.  John  Robinson,  Registrar 
of  Mercers'  Hospital,  statins;  that  the  Governors  had  referred 
the  circular  to  their  Medical  Boar.l  for  their  information,  and 
that  as  far  as  the  Governors  were  aware  none  of  the  practices 
alleged  in  the  letter  applied  to  that  hospital  ;  from  Cork 
Sireec  Hospital  seating  that  the  letter  would  bs  laid  before 
the  c  immittee,  and  that  ia  that  liospital  they  hal  no  extern 
department,  and  that  they  had  an  intern  and  a  visiting 
apothecary  fully  qualified  ;  from  Dr.  Lx  v,  Hon  Secretary  of 
the  Dabdn  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  stating  that  no  medi- 
cines were  dispensed  from  that  hospital,  as  lbs  patients  took 
th'^ir  prescripnioas  to  whom  they  pleased ;  from  the 
Superi  )res3  of  S ..  Michael's  Hospital,  Kingstown,  stating 
that  she  would  bring  the  letter  under  the  notice  of  the 
Medical  B  >ard  of  the  Hospital;  and  from  the  Rjgistrar  of 
the  Riyal  Victoria  Bye  and  Ear  Hospital,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Royal  City  of  Dublin  Hospital,  stating  that  the  letter 
would  be  brought  before  the  respective  Council  and  Board  of 
those  institutions. 

The  Vice-President:  I  think  the  action  of  the  South 
Union  Guardians  in  marking  our  letter  "  read  "  is  very  dis- 
courteous. We  are  doing  a  public  duty,  and  they  have  also 
a  public  duty  to  discharge,  and  they  should  have  received 
our  letter  in  the  spirit  that  one  public  bidy  should  show  to 
another.  Marking  the  letter  "read"  was  not  doing  their 
duty  to  the  public,  and  I  say  without  fear,  and  am  prepared 
to  prove  that  they  are  the  biggest  offenders  in  their  dispen- 
saries in  the  matter  of  dispensing  poisonous  liniments  and 
other  things  in  beverage-bottles,  not  alone  to  adults,  but  to 
children 

Mr  Kelly  :  I  know  that  in  Mercers'  Hospital  the 
Govern'>rs  visit  the  place. 

The  President  :  I  think  the  Vice-President  is  quite 
justified  in  his  remarks. 

Mr  Simpson  :  It  was  very  discourteous  in  a  public  Board 
to  merely  ma  k  our  letter  "read  " 

'J  tie  President  :  As  if  it  did  not  concern  them  at  all. 

The  Registrar  read  a  letter  from  the  Assistant-Secretary 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  March  25,  which 
contained  the  following: — 

I  am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Boivd  for  Ireland  to 
acknowledge,  with  thanks,  the  receipt  of  your  cominunication  of 
March  20  enclosing  a  memorandum  drawn  up  by  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Societj-  of  Ireland,  relative  to  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines  by  unauthorised  persons  in  hospitals  and 
public  dispensaries ;  and  in  reply  I  am  to  inform  you  that  the 
Board  do  not  sanction  any  such  practice  in  any  of  the  institu- 
tions under  their  control.  Article  16  of  the  Board's  General 
Rules  for  the  government  of  dispensary-districts  prescribes  the 
qualifications  which  the  Board  require  for  any  person  appointed 
by  a  Board  of  Guardians  as  compounder  of  medicine  in  a  dispen- 
aary  district  If,  as  stated  by  your  Council,  there  are  cases  of 
evasion  of  the  above-mentioned  regulation,  the  Board  would  be 
obliged  by  your  supplying  specific  information  as  to  the  iilaoes 
and  the  individuals  referred  to.  I  am  at  the  same  time  to  inform 
jou  that  the  Board  are  fully  in  sympathy  with  your  suggestion  as 
to  the  necessity  of  dispensing  po'sonous  liniments  and  lotions  in 
proper  poison  bottles,  and  that  they  have  provided  in  their  pre- 
scribed list  of  medicines  such  bottles  for  the  use  of  medical 
officers  of  dispensary  districts,  who  can  requisition  them  as 
required. 

Article  16  of  the  Local  Government  Board's  General  Rules 
for  the  government  of  dispensary-districts  is  a?  follows  :  "  The 
qualification  of  every  compounder  of  medicine  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Gutrdians  for  the  service  ot  any  dispensary-district  shall  be 


as  follows:  (1)  lie  shall  have  obtained  the  licence  of  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall,  Dublin,  or  from  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  London, 
or  a  certificate  ot  competency  to  compound  medical  prescriptions 
from  the  Pharmiceutjical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland. 
(2)  He  shall  have  reached  the  age  of  21  years." 

The  PitBSiDENT:  The  letter  of  the  L  ical  Government 
B  iard  is  very  s-atisfactory. 

The  Registrar  r^ad  the  following  extract  from  the 
Medical  Press  ot  April  2  : — 

Dispensing  in  Hospitals. 

Attention  has  been  recently  drawn  by  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  [rflind  to  what  tliey  consider  the  lax 
manner  in  which  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medicines  is 
carried  ou'in  hospitals.  They  "regret  to  koovv"  thit  medicines  are 
compounded  by  students,  nurses,  and  other  unqualified  persons, 
and  that  regrettable  accidents  have  b^en  the  result.  They  point 
out  that  it  is  important  to  have  medicines  comjiounded  and  dis- 
pensed by  "duly  quilified  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  by 
licentiates  ot  the  Apo'jhecaries'  Hall."  They  further  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  extreme  danger  of  the  practice  of  supplying  poisonous 
liniments,  &c.,  in  common  battles.  The  Council  of  the  Society 
have  performed  a  very  proper  duty  in  caUing  attention  to  these 
errors,  which  have  been  allowed  to  persist  in  some  hospitals  from 
one  generation  to  another.  It  is  not  proper,  or  wise,  that  any 
hospital  should  be  without  a  qualified  dispenser,  and,  it  possible,  a 
resident  dispenser,  unless  there  is  a  qualified  medical  man  whose 
duty  it  is  to  compound  and  dispense  And  it  is  certainly  most 
wrong  tha*}  a  dangerous  liniment  should  be  given  to  a  patient  in 
an  old  beer-bottle.  Ot  course,  tlie  root  of  the  evil  is  want  of 
funds.  Small  ho5pita!s  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  a  qualified  dis- 
penser, and  few  hospitals,  large  or  small,  care  to  undertake  the 
duty  of  providing  out-patients  with  bot'les  for  their  medicines  and 
liniments.  It  should,  however,  be  a  rule  th*t  poisons  will  not  be 
supplied  unless  the  recipient  is  provided  wiih  a  proper  poison- 
bottle  of  a  recognised  shape.  Surely,  however,  a  duly  qualified 
medical  practitioner  is  legally  capable  of  dispensing  and  com- 
pounding m=)dicines?  Why  then,  should  he,  unless  he  is  an 
L..'^.H,,  be  excluded  from  the  Council's  lint  of  persons,  who,  one 
would  gither,  are  apparently  alone  entitled  to  compound  ?  " 

The  Vicg  Preside.^T  movel  tha".  all  thi  letters  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Law  C  mmittee.  Waat  the  Council  wanted 
was  to  have  the  work  done  by  properly  qualified  men.  There 
was  no  wish  to  attack  the  qualificatio  is  of  general  medical 
practitioners  as  compounders,  tau*;  it  was  advisable  that  they 
should  be  required  to  sbow  in  som>a  way  that  they  had 
practical  experience  in  compounding  before  they  undertook 
to  do  it. 

Tbe  President  said  that  notices  of  the  memorandum 
had  appeared  in  the  IrisJi  Tunes  and  the  Independent  news- 
papers, and  also  a  comment  had  been  puoiished  by  the 
Eoening  Telegraph. 

The  Registrar  read  a  paragraph  which  appeared  in  the 
Dablin  livening  Telegraph  of  March  26,  as  to  which  the 
President  remarked,  "  fhis  shows  that  we  have  had  the 
matter  as  thoroughly  ventilated  as  poi-sible." 

The  Vice-President's  motion,  with  p  iwer  to  the  Law 
Committee  to  answer  the  letters,  was  then  unanimously 
passed. 

Education  in  Belfast. 

A  letter  from  the  Principal  of  the  Municipal  Technical 
Institute,  Belfast,  applied  for  the  rec  ignition  by  the 
Council  of  the  materia  medica  and  botany  classes  held  there. 

The  President  :  Mr.  Tate  and  Mr.  M.iffitt  can  throw 
light  on  this  application.  We  held  it  over  fr^^m  the  last  meet- 
ing for  their  comments.    Are  ths  suhje^its  properly  taught  ? 

Mr.  Tate:  I  think  they  are.  and  they  will  be  taught  on 
better  principles  than  heretofore,  for  we  hope  to  make  the 
institution  one  of  the  fine.st  in  Ireland.  The  teaching  of  every 
subjeict  will  be  conducted  on  the  best  principles,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Society. 

The  application  was  granted. 

Examination  Matters. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  James  Henry  on  the  subject  of 
the  conduct  of  the  Preliminary  t-xaminatiim. 

The  Registrar  stated  that  the  Preliminary  examination 
held  on  the  preceding  day  commenced  at  11  A.M.  and  finished 
at  7  30  P.M. 

The  President  said  the  strain  caused  on  the  candidates 
by  such  long  hours  was  too  great.  The  Council  would  ba 
acting  wisely  in  extending  the  exjimination  over  two  days. 
It  would  fall  in  with  Sir  George  Daffey's  ideas,  and  it  would 
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be  an  advattage  to  the  students,  and  tend  to  thtir  being 
better  qualified. 

The  Vice-President  said  that  he  and  the  Presidf  nt  had 
a  conference  wi  h  the  examiner  on  the  previous  day  as  to  the 
regulations  that  should  be  adopted  with  a  view  to  rendering 
the  Preliminary  examination  more  convenient  and  tfficie'it. 
They  thought  ihat  ii  should  extend  over  two  days,  the  tirst  of 
which  should  be  devoted  to  p-tpers  and  the  second  to  vira 
voce  examination.  Both  Dr.  Henry  and  Mr.  O'Sullivan  said 
they  entirely  approved  of  such  an  arrangement.  They 
thought  that  the  examination  in  Euclid  should  be  alrot(ether 
viva  voce;  and  they  also  thought  it  desirable  that  there 
should  be  a  small  committee  to  confer  with  them  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  examination.  With  regard  to  the  Licence 
examination  the  first  day  should  be  for  papers,  the  second 
for  viva  rorr  examiuaiion,  and  the  third  for  examination  in 
practical  chemistry  and  piactical  pharmacy.  He  (the  Vice- 
President)  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  ccnfer 
with  the  examiners. 

This  was  seconded  and  agreed  to. 

Pharmacy  Prosecutions  by  the  Police. 
Messrs  Casey  &  Clay,  solicitors  to  the  Society,  forwarded 
the  following  letter  which  they  had  received  from  the  Clerk 
of  the  Privy  Ocuacil  of  Ireland  : — 

11th  March,  1902. 
Gentlemen,— Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  11th  of  January  last, 
and  enclosures  on  tlio  subject  of  the  detection  and  prosecution  by 
the  police  of  offences  under  ilic  Pnarmacy  Acts,  I  am  directed  b' 
the  Lordj  Justices  to  inform  you  that,  the  matter  having  been  laid 
before  the  Law  Ollicwrs  of  the  Crown,  their  Excellencies  are 
advised  that  the  police  may  prosecute  for  offences  under  these 
Acts.  Instructions  have  accordingly  been  issued  to  them  to  do  so 
in  future  in  all  proper  cases.

The  President  :  I  think  i ha.  letter  is  very  satisfac  ory 
We  have  been  r-tnvir.g  for  a  k  ng  time  to  gain  this  point.  It 
will  be  a  material  help  to  us,  and  a  saving  of  the  tnnds  of 
the  Sjciety. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  complaining  of 

iNACCUUACItS  IN  THE  llEGTSTEES, 

and  making  sug=f>-sii.)ns  for  their  cjrrection. 

The  PUESIDKNT  :  We  are  very  much  obliged  to  Mr.  Gibson 
for  his  letter.  ll:e  matter  is  one  that  can  be  easily  dealt  with. 
We  can  send  a  circular  to  our  liceniiates  in  each  town 
asking  them  to  state  how  many  pharmaceuiical  chemists 
and  registered  druggists  are  there.  But  it  is  hard  to  be 
accurate  when  the  registrars  of  deaths  do  not  send  us 
notice  of  the  deaths  of  persons  for  six  and  twelve  months. 
They  very  seldom  do  it.  Notifications  of  deaths,  which 
should  CDme  to  us  oirectly  through  them,  we  receive  indi- 
rectly through  other  quarters. 

The  KECiiSTRAit  .>aM  tnat  in  some  instances  the  cocsta- 
Lu'ary  gave  i.oiire.-.  of  dea'lis. 

The  Vice-President:  Our  proper  course  is  to  write  to 
the  KegL-trarGeneral,  pointing  ou!i  that  the  registrars 
throughout  the  country  are  not  acting  in  accordnnce  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  reque-ling 
him  to  call  on  them  to  he  more  vigilant  in  sending  totifica- 
tions  of  deaths  to  us.  I  know,  however,  that  some  of  toem 
are  not  to  blame,  for  many  of  the  registered  chemists  and 
diuggists  call  themselves  merchants.  Last  October  two 
years  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Council  that  a  register 
should  be  termed  of  all  the  persons  in  business,  but  it  has 
never  been  caTied  out.  We  do  not  know  who  is  in  business 
in  any  town  in  Ireland  or  in  how  many  establishments  drugs 
are  sold  or  compounding  canicd  on.  I  feel  thaiiktul  to  Mr. 
Gibson  for  his  having  brought  .his  matter  forward  again. 

It  was  decided  to  send  out  a  circular  asking  for  infor- 
mation. 

Donations  were  then  a  knoivledged. 

The  Hour  op  Meeting. 

A  discussion  then  took  place  as  to  whether  a  belter 
attendance  of  members  at  Council-meetings  cuuld  not  be 
secured,  and  the  convenience  of  country  memoers  betti  r 
met,  than  at  present  by  a  change  in  the  hour  of  meeting  of 
the  Council.  It  was  finally  decided  to  adhere  to  the  present 
hour  of  meeting — viz.,  3  p.m. 

The  Council  then  adjourned.

The  Power  of  the  Retailer 

is  undoubtedly  manifested  iu  this 
tobacco  war.  With  two  vastly  wealthy  combinations  bidding 
against  each  other  for  his  favour,  his  lot  seems  at  the 
moment  to  be  a  happy  one.  But  the  whole  history  re- 
veals a  dangerously  unhealthy  condition  of  modern  business 
method.  Capital — ivild  Vcnncnii — is  aiming  to  secure  all 
the  profits  of  this  and  other  industries  for  itself.  Capital 
is  merciless;  it  has  shown  itself  to  be  so  again  and 
again.  One  side  in  this  contest  has  already  allied 
itself  with  one  powerful  organisation  of  retailers  ;  the  other 
side  may  at  any  moment  plot  another  organisation.  The 
ordinary  retailers  are  mere  pawns  to  these  millionaire  com- 
panies. Gradually  capital  is  invading  all  the  fields  of  in- 
dustry. In  skilled  labour  trade-unions  have  to  a  great  extent 
baffled  capital,  but  ordinary  tradesmen  like  tobacconists  will 
never  have  the  same  chance.  Businesses  which  require 
special  training  can  do  a>t  well  against  the  monster  as  skilled 
artisans;  but  even  qualification  and  brains  are  no  use  against 
millions  until  they  are  welded  into  a  firm  mass. 

The  Government  Defeated 

twice  in  two  weeks  on  ground  of 
its  own  choosing  by  the  audacious  C  D. A.,  is  enough  to  make 
the  victors  tremble.  "  One  more  such  victory  and  we  are 
lost,"  said  the  King  of  Epirus  when  he  had  defeated  the 
Roman  legions  at  Asculum.  Mr.  Atkinson  advises  "  diplo- 
matic methods  rather  than  legal  antagonism  "  in  dealing 
with  the  Juggernaut  of  the  Strand,  and  there  is  assuredly 
much  wisdom  in  that  view  :  up  to  a  point.  It  very  rarely 
pays  the  worm  to  turn  against  its  oppressor. 

The  Commissioners  of  Inlaid  Revenue 

have  admittedly  ad- 
ministered the  Medicine-stamp  Acts  on  the  whole  with  fair- 
ness and  consideration,  but  I  think  they  have  lately  shown  a 
tendency  to  rush  us  a  little  over  them.  Probably  they  have 
themselves  been  hustled  by  Sir  Michael,  but  that  does  not 
justify  straining  the  Act.  Most  of  us,  I  think,  will  back  the 
CD. A.  in  this  contest,  at  least  with  our  cordial  good  wishes 
But  it  may  be  an  expensive  fight,  for  it  is  hardly  likely  that  the 
Board  will  consent  to  take  its  law  from  mere  magistrates. 
The  Brentford  Bench's  condition,  that  if  the  Commissioners 
want  a  case  stated  for  the  High  Court  they  must  undertake 
to  pay  the  costs,  win  or  lose,  is  as  just  as  it  is  chivalric  ;  but. 
that  being  so,  I  am  not  surprised  to  be  told  that  it  is  not  law. 
Still,  it  may  be  remarked  tnat  a  contest  with  the  King  under 
the  Act  is  not  so  risky  as  it  once  was.  By  the  transfer  of  the 
medicine-duty  from  "Stamps"  to  "  Excise  "  some  ten  years 
ago  it  resulted  that  no  appeal  can  be  carried  bsyond  a 
Divisional  King's  Bench  Court. 

Mr.  Leo  Atkinson 

is,  I  am  afraid,  justified  in  remarking  on  the 
ex-catliedrd  tone  of  these  notes.  I  would  gladly  append 
to  every  comment  the  formula,  '•  this  is  merely  my  own 
opinion,"  if  space  allowed.  Will  Mr.  Atkinson  and  other 
friends  kindly  always  take  those  words  as  read  1  Without 
reverting  to  the  points  of  difference  between  us  in  detail. 
Mr.  Atkinson's  letter  suggests  one  important  remark.  He 
says  of  Alpe  that  while  it  is  a  most  excellent  text-book  it  is 
not  a  safe  guide,  because  Somerset  House  refuses  to  recog- 
nise it  as  authoritative,  and  also  because  Mr.  Denniss  says 
it  is  no  authority.   What  counsel  says  is  rather  less  evidence 


than  what  the  soldier  said.  Of  course  Mr.  Alpe's  Handy- 
book  was  not  authoritative  in  the  sense  of  being  final.  But 
neither  is  anything  that  Somerset  Hou^e  may  declare  now. 
Mr.  Denniss,  I  suppose,  spoke  at  Brentford  with  what  might 
be  called  authority  ;  but  the  Magistrates  there  were  even 
more  authoritative  than  he,  and  the  King's  Bench  alone  is 
ultimately  authoritative.  But  Mr.  Alpe's  treatise  is  far  and 
away  the  best  exposition  of  the  Acts  in  print,  and  the  C.  D. 
never  did  a  better  service  to  the  trade  than  in  arranging 
with  him  to  write  it.  ' 

The  New  Medical  Register 

suggests  one  of  those  useless  but 
inevitable  statistical  paragraphs.  How  much  does  each  in- 
habitant of  the  United  Kingdom  spend  per  annum  on 
medicine  and  medical  treatment  ?  There  are  36  912  practi- 
ioners  on  the  Register.  Credit  these  with  average  practices 
of  500Z.  a  year  (as  suggested  on  page  535).  That  gives 
18,456,000Z.  paid  to  the  doctors.  There  are  14  834  names 
on  the  Pharmaceutical  Registers.  Credit  each  with  selling 
annually  lOOZ.  worth  of  physic.  That  only  adds  another 
Ih  million,  and  even  adding  the  patents  and  drugs  sold 
by  hucksters,  the  total  will  not  far  exceed  20  000,000^  ;  one- 
seventh  of  what  we  pay  in  Imperial  taxation,  one  thirty-fifth 
of  the  amount  assessed  for  income-tax,  and,  simplest  way  of 
putting  it,  half  a  sovereign  per  hea  l  per  annum.  For  that 
contemptible  figure  the  whole  vEsoulapian  army  is  at  the 
beck  and  call  of  every  man,  woman,  aod  bat)y  (baby  espe- 
cially) nightandday  ;  the  earth  is  ransacked  for  its  treasures, 
pills  are  sugar-coated,  vacuum  pans  constructed  to  extract 
the  virtues  of  plants,  and  wearisome  examinations  are  passed. 
Then  if  a  single  individual  in  this  vulgarly  ('rom  our  point 
of  view,  indecently)  robust  nation  gets  a  half  per-cent.  too 
little  ethyl  nitrite  in  his  pennyworth  of  spirit  of  nitre,  the 
sword  of  justice  is  unsheathed  and  society  insists  on  ven- 
geance. 

The  Chapter  on  Advertising, 

published  by  the  Vinolia  Com- 
pany last  week  as  an  advertisement,  should  be  read  by 
anyone  thinking  of  launching  out.  It  at  least  emphasises 
the  fact,  which  is  sometimes  overlooked,  that  the  mystery  of 
advertising  has  not  yet  been  fathomed.  We  see  scores  of 
successes,  apparently  the  result  of  almost  reckless  advertising, 
and  we  are  apt  to  conclude  that  advertising  is  a  certainty. 
AVe  do  not  hear  about  the  fadures.  There  is  no  such  thing 
as  chance  or  luck,  say  some  moralists.  This  may  be  true, 
but  if  chance  rules  anything,  if  luck  prevails  anywhere,  it  is, 
I  think,  in  the  region  of  advertising.  I  have  seen  excel  ently 
prepared  advertisements  on  which  real  talent  has  been 
expended,  judiciously  and  lavishly  placed,  utterly  fail  in 
results ;  and  I  have  seen  poor,  stupid  things,  bald  and  flat, 
p  ly  abundantly.  Indeed,  I  have  been  almost  tempted  to 
deduce  the  rule  that  advertising  should  not  be  too  clever  if 
you  want  to  extract  the  shillings  of  the  multitude  who  are 
not  clever.  But  even  thac  rule  would  be  a  risky  one  to  trust 
twice.  The  Vinolia  Company  have  succeeded  with  an 
opposite  method.  They  have  advertised  very  cleverly,  and 
have  spent  hundreds  of  thousands  with  brilliant  results; 
but  after  all  their  experience  they  take  a  page  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  to  tell  us  that  they  know  very 
little  about  the  inner  mysteries  of  an  art  in  which  they  have 
proved  themselves  experts.

Ebftotfal  Comments^ 


Pharmaceutical  Councils. 

Sometimes  the  reports  of  the  meeticgs  of  the  Pbarmaceulical 
Councils  in  Dublin  and  London  fall  into  the  same  numbers 
of  this  journal,  and  whenever  that  happens  we  are  struck  by 
the  conttaj-t  presented  by  the  proceedirgs.    It  is  generally 
in  favour  of  the  Dublin  body,  which  is  energetic  in  promoting 
the  welfare  of  the  licentiates  of  the  Society,  as  is  admirably 
exemplified  in  the  matter  of  compounders  to  Guardians  and 
the  dispensing  of  poisons  in  plain  bottles,  dealt  with  in  this 
issue,    But  the  London  Council  is  this  week  not  a  whit  behind 
he    Dublin   one.     The   proceedings   lasted   thr€e  hours, 
>T  double  the  recent  average  time  taken  to  wipe  the  slate 
•lean.     It  will  be  seen  that  the  contest  for  the  seven 
vacancies  on  the  London  Council  in  May  will  not  be  ex- 
citing.   The  seven  retirirg  members  seek  re-election,  and. 
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besides,  Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin,  of  Cambridge,  Mr.  C.  E.  Pickering 
(President  of  the  Chemists' Assistants"  and  Managers'  Union) 
and  Mr.  Morrison,  of  Cring,  again  come  forward,  The 
members  of  the  iSociety  will  be  thankful  to  these  gentle- 
men for  making  a  contest,  but  the  support  hitheito 
accorded  to  Mr.  Pickering  and  Mr.  Morrison  scarcely 
warrants  hope  of  success  on  this  occasion.  Mr. 
Campkin's  chance  depends  upon  whom  he  might  replace, 
lie  baj  good  experience  as  an  administrator  in  pa'Dlic  and 
corporate  affairs,  aud  the  immediate  success  on  the  C-iuncil 
of  Mr.  R.  A  R>binsoD,  who  has  similar  experience,  suggests 
that  another  administrator  would  be  a  gain  to  the  Council. 
The  retiring  me  nbers  are  Messrs.  Carteighe,  Glyn-Jonesi 
Harrington,  Harrison,  Park,  Southall,  and  Young.  Of  these 
Mr.  Park  is  the  one  who  may  be  unseated,  as  his  record  for 
the  past  three  years  (January  to  December)  is  not  encouraging. 
It  is  as  follows  : — 

1899.— Attended  seven  out  of  the  eleven  monthly  Council- 
meetmga,  and  spoke  once — brielly,  on  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

19C0 — Attended  eight  out  of  the  eleven  meetings.  Spoke 
twice  once  thanking  Mr.  Hills  for  his  work  in  connection  with 
naval  hospital  dispmaers,  and  another  time  he  said,  "  Not  neces- 
sarily," when  someone  abkod  it  Army  dispensers  have  to  be 
qualified. 

1901. — Attended  seven  meetings,  and  never  spoke. 

Of  the  subjects  discussed  at  the  Council-meeting  the 
division  of  the  Minor  examination  and  Dr.  Stevenson's  sug- 
gastioD  in  regard  to  a  curriculum  may  be  considered  together. 
This  journal  is,  we  believe,  responsible  for  promulgating  the 
doctrine  of  division  of  the  Minor  examination.  Steadily 
the  doctrine  hns  won  recognition,  and  there  is  not  a  membsr 
of  the  Council  to-day  who  does  not  approve  of  it  or  re- 
cognise that  the  present  examination  is  too  heavy  for  one 
sitting.  Tie  curriculnmists  have  seized  the  doctrine  as  a 
likely  conveyance  for  their  scheme,  and  so  it  happened  on 
Wednesday  that,  by  a  vote  of  9  to  8  it  was  decided  that  the 
Minor  examination  might  be  divided  when  a  curriculum  is 
established.  This  is  an  illogical  victory,  since  it  is  alleged 
that  a  curriculum  will  better  enable  candidates  to  pass. 
Failures  are  as  much  due  to  the  fact  that  candidates  are 
expected  to  perfect  themselves  in  six  subjects  at  one  time 
as  to  deficient  preparation.  However,  the  Privy  Council  has 
given  the  curriculumists  unlooked-for  support  by  empha- 
sising Dr.  Thomas  Stevenson's  snggestisn  that  Minor  candi- 
dates should  go  through  a  curriculum  of  some  kind.  Their 
Lordships  sugt<est  pharmacy  and  chemistry,  overlooking  the 
fact  that  a  certifi  ;ar,e  of  three  years'  experience  in  dispensing 
medical  prescriptions  is  required  from  each  candidate. 

It  is  obvious  from  their  Lordships'  recommendation  that 
a  collegiate  curriculum  similar  to  that  required  of  medical 
students  is  not  in  their  minds— simply  "  instruction  in  at 
least  chemistry  and  pharmacy."  That  is  as  far  as  the  matter 
need  go,  for  alr^^dy  the  requirements  for  registration  as 
chemist  and  druggist  are  ahead  of  the  examination  for 
assistants,  sppcifind  in  the  Act,  and  it  is  questionable  if  any 
compulsory  curriculum  should  be  imposed  without  restoring 
an  as-is'ants'  examination.  However,  all  this  is  in  the 
future,  ar  d  ulthouiih  the  Council  has  decided  on  a  curri- 
culum, which  requires  fresh  parliamentary  powers,  the 
majority  is  the  narrowest  on  record.  The  only  other  topic  in 
the  proceedings  which  we  can  refer  to  now  is  the  recommenda- 
tion which  will  require  liquid  disinfectants  containing 
poison  to  be  sent  out  in  bottles  rendered  distinguishable  by 
touch  from  ordinary  medicine-bottles.  The  Society  and  the 
Privy  Council  have  to  approve  of  this  before  it  becomes 
operative.  Liquid  disinfectants  are  largely  sent  out  in 
canisters  and  barrels  indistinguishable  from  containers  of 
harmlesj  liquids    Will  the  regulation  apply  in  these  cases  ? 


The  Possessive  Case. 

At  a  recent  meeting  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  stated  that  he  has 
taken  steps  to  test  the  rights  of  chemists  and  druggists  to 
put  on  their  labels  the  ailments  for  which  British  Pharma- 
copceia  preparations  are  useful.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities  will  take  up  the  challenge,  for 
the  matter  interests  more  than  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  and  it  would 
lead  to  a  thorough  forensic  threshing  of  a  little-understood 
exemption-clause  in  the  1812  Stamp  Act.  We  quote  the 
essential  part  of  this  clause,  which  declares  that  there  may 
be  sold  unstamped — 

all  mixtures,  compositions,  or  preparations  whatsoever  mixed  or 
compounded  with  or  prepared  from  medicinal  drugs  .  .  .  which 
shall  be  uttered  or  vended  by  any  surgeon,  apothecary,  chemist, 
or  druggist  .  .  .  the  different  denominations,  i^roperties,  qualities, 
virtues,  and  efficacies  of  which  mixtures,  compositions,  and 
preparations  as  aforesaid  are  known,  admitted,  and  approved  of 
in  the  preservation,  cure,  or  relief  of  any  disorder,  maladj', 
ailment,  or  complaint  incident  to  or  in  anywise  affecting  the 
human  body,  and  wherein  the  person  mixing,  oounpounding,  pre- 
paring, uttering,  or  vending  the  same  hath  not  tior  claims  to 
have  any  occult  secret  or  art  for  the  mixing,  compounding,  or 
preparing  the  same,  nor  hath  nor  claims  to  have  any  exclusive 
rigVit  or  title  to  the  mixing,  compounding,  or  preparing,  or  to  the 
vending  of  the  samo,  and  which  mixtures  .  .  .  have  .  .  .  not  been, 
now  are,  or  shall  hereafter  be  by  any  public  notice,  advertise- 
ment, or  by  any  written  or  printed  papers  or  handbills,  or  by 
any  labels  or  words  written  or  printed,  and  affixed  to  or  delivered 
with  any  such  packet,  box,  bottle,  pot,  phial,  or  other  inclosure 
aforesaid,  held  out  or  recommended  to  the  public  by  the  owners' 
jiroprietors,  makers,  compounders,  original  or  first,  vendors  thereof 
as  nostrums  or  proprietary  medicines,  or  as  specifics,  or  as  bene- 
ficial for  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  any  distemper,  malady, 
ailment,  or  complaint. 

If  this  clause  is  carefully  read  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
are  conditions  under  which  a  chemist  and  drugg'st,  not  being 
the  owner,  proprietor,  maker,  compounder,  or  first  vendor  of 
an  article  may  hold  out  or  reomoaeud  it.  But  the  point 
arising  from  the  clause  to  which  we  now  call  attention  is 
that  it  exen>pts  f(om  stamp-duty  non-secret  medicinal  com- 
pounds which  are  designated  by  a  name  in  the  possessive 
case — supposing  they  come  within  the  geneial  charge  of 
duty,  wnich  is  improbable  in  many  instincts.  This  is  exem- 
plified by  Easton's  syrup,  a  preparation  which  is  not  and 
never  has  been  a  secret  or  proprietary  article.  One  of  our 
subscribers  lias  sent  to  Somerset  Housn  a  label  as  follows  : —

Our  subscriber  is  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  so 
that  he  is  entitled  to  any  exemption  there  may  be  in  the 
clause  quoted.  The  Secretary  to  the  Commis-ioners  of 
Inland  Revenue  did  not  mark  the  label  "liable"  or  "not 
liable,"  but  said  : — 

As  regards  the  label  submitted  in  the  case  of  "  Easton  Syrup," 
I  am  to  explain  that  if  the  syrup  is  one  prepared  according  to  the 
British  Pharmaoopivia,  and  that  fact  is  stated  on  the  label,  there 
would  be  no  liability  to  duty.  The  words  "  Easton  Syrup  "  must 
not,  however,  be  used,  it  being  understood  that  the  formula  syr. 
ferri  phos  c.  quinina  et  strychnin;!  of  the  British  Phaimacopojiaof 
1898,  is  not  a  synonym  of  Easton's  Syrup,  the  latter  being  made 
from  a  different  formula. 

We  quote  this  passage  from  the  letter  with  two  verba) 
corrections  in  the  Latin.  The  hesitation  of  the  authorities 
to  mark  the  label  may  or  may  not  be  based  upon  a  new 
reading  of  the  exempting  clause,  but  it  is  perfectly  well 
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known  thit  hitherto  they  have  considered  the  use  of  the 
possessive  case  t )  be  iast  ground  f  .rthe  enf  ircjment  of  daty, 
excepj  •where  th?  form'ila  for  the  preparation  is  one 
recognised  by  th?  British  Pharmacipce'i  or  sotn3  equal 
anth  )rity.  '•  D;.  G.-egory's  i'jwder"  is  ai  exa-nple  of  the 
kind.  The  le*.ter  indicates  that  if  the  nam?  is  not  in  the 
British  Paarmaoopccla  it  miy  not  be  applied  without 
liibilityto  du^y.  qaestion  this,  and  wonli  point  out 

t'l it  the  exempting;  claase  require?  thit  duty  shill  not  be 
clurged  upon  "  mixtures,  compositions  or  preparations  .  .  • 
vended  by  any  chemist  or  druggist  .  .  .  who  hath  not  any 
occult  secret  or  art  for  ...  or  exclusive  right  to  .  .  .  pre- 
paring the  same."  There  is  no  occult  secret  in  preparing  the 
Pharmacopce; i  representation  for  Easton's  syrup— /c,  syr. 
fe  ri  ph03.  c.  quia,  et  str_v3h  ,  which  is  well  kaowa  to  be 
Eastons  syrup,  although  not  exactly  the  formala  of  Dr. 
Easton,  as  quoted  in  AitSin's  '  Practice  of  Piiysic  "  ;  and  in 
the  sam"  category  we  would  place  other  B  P.  preparations, 
the  popular  names  of  which  are  not  official  synonyms,  c q.  : — 

Donovan':^  Solution  vLi.i.  arsenii  et  hydrarg.  iodidij. 
Hnvhxm'L^  Tiixcture  of  iJark  Tr.  cinchona^  co.). 
Scott's  Ointment  (T'lig.  hydrarg.  co.}. 

A  claim,  as  specified  in  the  clause,  must  appear  on  a  chemist 
and  druggist'!)  label  as  a  prtliminary  to  the  enforcement  of 
duty,  and  the  name,  in  the  possessive  case,  of  the  oiiginator 
of  a  non-seoret  preparation  is  not  such  a  claim,  but  as 
definite  an  indication  as  can  be  given  that  the  denominations, 
virtUfS,  &c  ,  of  the  preparation  are  "known,  admitted,  and 
approved."  'J  here  arc  a  number  of  popular  unofficial  non- 
secret  preparations  which  ought  to  bs  free  from  stamp- 
duty  when  sold  under  tne  popular  names  (those  of  the 
originat  ix^')  by  the  pt  rsons  specified  in  the  exemption  clause. 
The  folio win;^  are  prepar.-  tions  of  the  kind  selected  from 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  '  : —

According  to  the  Inlaod  Revenue  authorities  all  these  titles 
in  the  possessive  case  involve  liability,  but  we  raxintain  that 
they  come  within  the  exemption  clause  ielu  n  tin-  ariidcsarc 
fold  by  cltcmiais  and  drngghtf,  apothecaries,  and  nurgcans.  We 
italicise  a  lii.e  or  two  becaus-e  no  other  vendors  than  those 
mentioned  can  claim  the  exemption.  AVe  may  state,  further, 
tliat  this  is  not  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Glyn-.Tjnes,  but  we 
have  no  objection  to  bis  adding  this  supposed  illegality  to 
his  bid  for  martyrdom.  '\\'e  trast,  however,  that  the 
authorities  will  give  the  exemption  clause  the  consideration 
which  it  deserves,  and  gracefully  acknowledge  that  they 
have  no  ri^ht  to  compel  chemists  and  druggists  to  stamp 
such  articles  as  Scott's  ointment,  Easton's  .syrup,  and 
Christison's  pills. 


Briton  v.  German. 

An  interesting  article  appeared  in  the  Tunes  last  week  on 
British  w'««s  German  trade,  in  which  the  writer  endeavoured 
to  dispel  the  idea  that  the  progress  of  Germany  duriag  recent 
years  has  brought  about  a  retrogression  of  trade  in  this 


country.  It  is  not  optimistic  but  is  soothing.  Taking 
exports  as  the  best  test  of  productive  capacity,  German 
shipments  have  advanced  from  171,000  000/.  in  1895  to 
220,000,000/  in  1900,  while  those  of  the  United  Kingdom 
have  moved  up  from  285,000,030/.  to  354.000,000/.  On  the 
basis  of  population,  the  comparison  is  verv  favourable  to 
British  trade,  the  exports  per  head  in  the  United  Kingdom 
having  advanced  in  the  period  from  6/.  2s  9fZ.  to  11.  2s  <id , 
and  those  of  Germany  from  ZL  lis  6d.  to  3/.  I8s  8d.,  the 
difference  being  in  favour  of  Germany,  though  slight,  and 
"there  is  comfort  in  the  reflection  that,  at  the  rate  of 
respective  progress  during  the  last  five  years,  it  would  take 
Germany  upwards  of  a  century  to  overtake  us  in  export 
trade  y/i'r  ea2>ita."  In  many  directions  we  are  making  far 
less  progress  than  Germany.  This  is  no  ably  the  case  in 
exports  of  cotton  and  woollen  manufactures,  machinery,  iron 
and  steel.  At  what  cost  this  trade  has  been  gained  or  what 
profit  it  bears,  is  a  problem  for  investigation.  TQe  Times 
contributor  considers  that  not  a  little  of  the  German  success 
is  due  to  the  energy  of  the  Etnperor  William,  whom  he 
describes  as  a  "business  Emperor,"  wno,  in  his  perambula- 
tions over  Earope,  and  especially  Turkey,  has  admirably 
played  the  role  of  commercial  traveller.  Moreover,  he  has 
chosen  the  right  men  for  important  posts,  who  have 
fostered  German  trade  in  every  direction,  and  their  efforts 
have  been  well  seconded  by  the  intelligence  and  industry  of 
the  population,  assisted  by  an  excellent  system  of  technical 
and  general  education.  It  is  not,  therefore,  surprising  to 
find  that  Germany's  exports  have  increased  by  80  per  cent, 
during  the  pas*  twenty-five  years,  and  that  the  total  vilue  of 
her  foreign  trade  (imports  and  exports)  has  advanced  from 
300  millions  sterling  to  500  millions  at  the  end  of  1900  The 
causes  which  have  led  up  to  the  success  of  Germany  in 
chemical  industry  are  thus  dealt  with  : — 

Years  ot  research  and  theoretical  training  had  made  the 
German  chemist  facile  jirinceps.  Even  in  Great  Britain,  in 
France,  and  in  the  States  most  leaders  of  the  chemical  trades 
and  most  assistants  are  Germans  by  birth  or  training  ;  of  Ger- 
many the  chemical  trades  are  a  speciality.  And  the  technical 
colleges  had  likewise  bred  a  highly  efficient  army  ot  electrical, 
mHtallurtfical,  and  mining  engineers  who  would  soon  find  ample 
scope  for  their  talents.  In  addition  the  German  mind  has  always 
been  scholarly  by  inclination  and  open  by  habit.  The  selt- 
sutBciency  and  the  indifference  to  foreign  doings,  so  characteristic 
of  the  British  trader,  never  have  been  feitures  of  the  German. 
On  the  contrary,  he  has  always  been  open  to  foreign  influences, 
and  eager  to  adopt  foreign  ways.  His  knowledge  of  languages 
enabled  him  to  follow  and  to  absorb  foreign  thought  with  ease  ; 
and  the  custom  of  giving  young  men  a  few  Watidcrjahre  abroad 
led  to  familiarity  with  and  respect  for  foreign  methods,  and  to  the 
introduction  of  all  foreign  usages  which  it  seemed  advantageous 
to  traft  upon  the  German  stem.  Then  there  were  in  every 
foreign  trading  centre  German  settlements  ready  to  act  as  scouts 
for  German  trade,  ready  also  to  open,  to  maintain,  and  to 
strengthen  commercial  intercourse  with  the  Fatherland,  ready  to 
criticise,  to  instruct,  and  to  inform.  German  ships  were  sent 
to  the  corners  of  the  earth,  and  German  banks  weaned  themselves 
from  the  London  money  market  and  opened  up  their  direct  rela- 
tions everywhere. 

Thei:e  is  some  exaggeration  in  this.  The  leaders  of 
chemical  industry  in  this  country  are  not  Germans,  although 
a  few  are.  British  traders  are  not  universally  indifferent  to 
foreign  doings — the  fact  that  Britain  leads  in  practically 
every  market  in  the  world  is  proof  to  the  contrary,  bat  it 
is  true  to  say  that  some  old-established  British  houses  do 
not  bother  themselves  much  in  regard  to  new  foreign 
customers,  and  that  is  a  disposition  shared  by  every  old- 
established  hou^e  in  Earope.  It  is  the  young  firms  that  are 
enterprising  and  willing  to  adapt  themselves  in  order  to  get 
a  footing,  and  as  most  German  firms  are  yuung  as  regards 
foreign  trade  they  appear  to  be  more  enterprising  than 
British  firms.  One  element  in  German  export-irade,  which 
the  Times  contributor  does  not  touch,  should  not  be  for- 
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gotten — VIZ,  that  much  of  it  is  done  at  a  losa.  It  is 
questionable  whether  the  trade  in  chemical  products  during 
the  past  twelve  months  has  been  profitable.  Values,  with 
few  exceptions,  have  never  been  so  low,  in  consequence  of 
over-production  in  Germany  and  keen  c  Dm  petition  in  foreign 
and  home  markets.  Witness  the  cutting  in  silicylates, 
sulphonal,  lithia  salts,  chloral  hydrate,  acetic  acid,  acetani- 
lide,  and  potash  salts.  It  is  difficult  to  see  from  which 
quarter  relief  is  to  come,  as  new  factories  have  sprung  up 
everywhere  in  Germany,  and  there  is  evidently  not  room  fur 
all.  The  Times  writer  soars  above  such  prosaic  facts  as  the 
industrial  crisis  which  has  befallen  Germany  during  the 
past  eighteen  months,  ani  this  has  specially  inflaenced 
profits  in  the  chemical-trade.  There  are  signs,  however, 
that  the  worst  stage  of  the  depression  is  past,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  Germany  will  take  to  heart  the  severe  lesson  taught 
by  over-speculaiion  and  irresponsible  finance,  which  was 
largely  the  Ciuse  of  the  collapse.  In  summing  up  the  com- 
mercial position  the  Times  correspondent  compares  the  two 
CDantiies  with  two  rival  shopkeepers  in  the  same  district 
He  sajs  : — 

Great  Britain  is  the  "  Universal  Provider,"  with  the  largest 
turnover  and  steadily  expanding  business.  Germany  began  later, 
and  OQ  a  humbler  scale,  and  hag  relatively  had  more  rapid  expan- 
sion, notably  lu  one  or  two  special  lines,  which  it  cultivates  with 
remarkable  assiduity.  But  the  "dit-trict"  in  which  the  two 
operate,  tbe  world's  trade,  is  f»rowing,  and  there  is  room  for  a  new 
concern  now  and  then.  Meanwhile  the  Universal  Provider 
remains  i^aramount  on  the  whole,  although  one  or  two  of  his 
departments  feel  tlie  influence  of  the  rival,  and  although  he  has 
failed  to  add  some  new  articles  for  which  a  demand  has  arisen. 

In  other  words,  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  hold 
our  own,  if  we  do  not  prolong  our  noonday  siesta  while  the 
world  clangs  at  our  do  ir  to  come  to  attend  its  wants.  We 
have  built  up  such  a  snug  business,  and  our  customers  have 
been  so  well  satisfied,  that  both  parties  were  inclined  to  think 
that  better  could  not  be  done.  The  next-door  shopkeeper  is 
going  one  better,  however,  and  whether  it  pays  him  or  cot 
he  caters  for  the  same  customers,  and  if  we  are  to  keep 
them  we  must  look  sharp. 


Experiments  on  Animals. 

In  our  issue  of  December  14,  1901  (page  950),  we  reported 
a  lecture  by  Professor  (Sherrington  to  the  members  of  the 
Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  in  the  course  of  which 
experiments  by  Dr.  Giiinbaum  were  performed  to  demon- 
strate the  action  of  snnke  antitoxin  on  living  rabbits*  The 
alert  Secreiaiy  of  the  National  Anti-Vivisection  Society,  Mr. 
Stephen  Coleiid^e,  forwarded  a  copy  of  fiiE  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  calling  the  attention  of  the  Hume  secretary  to 
tbe  matter,  and  statei  iliat  the  experiments  did  not  seem  to 
have  bf en  "performed  with  a  view  to  the  advancement  by 
nciv  discovery  of  physiological  knowledge,  or  ot  knowledge 
which  will  be  useful  for  saving  or  prolonging  life  or  alleviat- 
ing suflferiog  "  as  required  by  the  Act.  He  pointed  out  also 
that,  accoming  to  the  last  Parliamentary  report.  Dr.  Giiin- 
baum  had  no  certificate  permitting  him  to  perform  experi- 
ments on  living  animals  in  illustration  of  lectures,  nor  had 
he  a  certificate  enabling  him  to  test  former  discoveries.  He 
inquired  wQcther  Dr.  Giiinbaum  held  such  certificates  at  the 
date  of  the  lecture,  and  under  what  section  of  the  Act  a 
licensed  vivisector  is  enabled  legally  to  inoculate  a  rabbit 
with  poison  that  kills  it  in  half  an  hour,  and  to  do  ihis 
without  ai) aesthetics  in  i  lustration  of  a  lecture.  The  reply 
frcm  Whitehall  (dated  February  21)  was  as  follows  :— 

With  reference  to  your  letter  ot  the  17th  December  lust  for- 
warding a  copy  ot  The  CirEMisT  and  Druggist  for  the 
14th  December  last,  which  purported  to  describe  certain -experi- 
ments on  living  animals  performed  by  Dr.  A.  S.  F.  Griiubanm,  I 


am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  in[or::5  joii  thit  he  has 
caused  careful  inquiry  to  be  made  in  the  matter. 

The  experiments  were  performed  under  Certificate  A,  the 
authorities  who  granted  the  certificate  being  no  doubt  of  opinion 
that  such  experiments  tended  "  to  the  advancement,  by  new  dis- 
covery, of  physiological  knowledge,  or  of  knovvledge  which  would 
be  uselul  for  saving  or  prolonging  life  or  alleviating  suffering. 

Dr.  Griinbaum  states  that  the  report  of  the  proceedings  is  some- 
what misleading  m  that  the  experiments  were  not  pbrformed 
until  after  Professor  Sherrington  had  finished  his  address,  and 
that  they  were  not  in  illustration  of  a  lecture.  He  has,  however, 
convejed  an  assurance  to  the  Secretary  ot  State  ihat  Buch  experi- 
ments in  similar  circumstances  will  not  lie  repeated. 

This  interests  us  only  in  so  far  as  our  report  is  concerned. 
When  speaking  of  proteids  Professor  Sherrington  called  upon 
Dr.  Griiabaum  to  demonstrate  the  action  of  snake  antitoxin 
upon  some  rabbits,  and  when  three  experiments  were  per- 
formed the  Professor  explained  what  they  proved.  Whether 
this  demonstration  was  part  of  the  lecture  or  not  is  a  mere 
quibble,  but  we  only  refer  to  it  in  order  to  refute  the 
suggestion  that  our  report  was  incorrect.  While  Dr.  Griln- 
baum's  injections  were  working  Dr.  Macdonald  demonstrated 
the  action  of  chloroform  on  the  nerve  and  muscle  tissue  of 
the  frog;  then  Professor  Sherrington  concluded  his  lecture 
with  remarks  on  the  therapeutics  of  certain  drugs  and  several 
speeches  followed,  all  after  the  rabbits  had  been  dealt  with. 
We  object  to  scientific  gentlemen  trying  to  climb  down  from 
an  untenable  position  at  the  expense  of  reporters ;  hence 
these  remarks. 


"AUTHORITATIVE." 

One  of  the  Stratford  Magistrates  last  week  said  that 
Alpe's  "  Handy  Book  "  cannot  be  authoritative  because  the 
author  is  dead.  This  reminds  us  of  an  incident  that  Mr.  Alpe 
himself  used  to  relate.  He  was  prosecuting  on  behalf  of 
his  department,  and  the  defendant  quoted  the  "  Handy- 
book "  against  Mr.  Alpe's  argument,  whereupon  Mr.  Alpe 
informed  the  Bench  that  the  book  could  not  be  taken  as 
authoritative  as  the  author  was  alive.  The  Inland  Revenue 
Di-partment  itself  can  scarcely  be  considered  authoritative, 
seeing  that  it  has  been  beaten  three  times  on  medicine-stamp 
questions  in  as  many  weeks. 

WISDOM   FOR  PRESCFIBERS. 

Sir  .James  Sawyer,  M  D  ,  of  Birmingaam,  is  one  of  those 
rather  rare  medical  practitioners  who  rise  superior  to  the 
trammels  of  their  calling,  and  when  they  write  about  pro- 
fet-sional  subjects,  succeed  in  doing  it  in  such  a  way  that  the 
non-profi-ssional  man  or  woman  can  read  with  profit.  This 
longish  sentence  embodies  the  thought  that  comes  first  after 
a  pleasatit  two-hours'  reading  of  Sir  James's  "  Contributions 
to  Practical  Medicine."  It  is  only  a  half-crown  book,  con- 
taining nineteen  lectures  and  papers  on  such  common 
maladies  as  insomnia,  gastralgia,  pleurisy,  constipation, 
eczema,  and  piles;  but  what  he  savs  is  so  obviously  the 
result  of  personal  observation,  and  not  a  compilation,  that  one 
gets  fascinated  in  reading  the  book.  We  cordially  commend 
it  to  our  readers.  Doubtless  there  are  some  amongst  them 
who  are  prescribers,  and  they  especially  will  enjoy  the  book 
and  profit  by  it.  It  is  the  third  edition,  and  is  published  by 
Messrs.  Cornish  Brothers,  Birmingham. 

OXFORD   V.  EDINBURGH. 

In  his  will  Mr.  Cecil  Rhodes  mentions  that  South  African 
medical  students,  with  few  exceptions,  go  to  Edinburgh 
University  Medical  School,  and  suggests  that  if  it  had  been 
a  residential  university  he  would  have  given  it  something. 
Therein  Mr.  Rhodes  betrayed  his  ignorance  'if  \\\ft  peculiar 
advantages  of  the  Scotch  universities  over  the  more  ancient 
seats  of  learning  in  Er gland.  The  residential  system 
followed  in  Cambridge  and  Oxford  has  made  these  univer- 
sities until  comparatively  recent  times  accessible  only  to  the 
well-to-do.    Those  of  Scotland   have  for  centuries  been 
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attended  by  the  sons  of  workinc:  men  as  well  as  the  inheritors 
of  wealth  and  position.  Had  the  Scotch  universities  been 
residential  in  the  sense  that  Oxford  University,  is  Scotland 
would  edncationally  have  been  poor  indeed,  and  some  of  Mr. 
Rhodes's  right-hand  men  in  administration  might  never  have 
been  heard  of.  The  non-residential  system  enables  the 
poore.'t  of  students  to  live  as  their  means  permit  without 
inOuencing  their  collesiate  career  in  the  slightest.  Mr. 
Rhodes  gives  each  of  hi.s  Oxford  students  300^.  a  year  That 
is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  CDst  of  the  expen.'^cs  in  an  Oxford 
CoUfge,  bat  it  is  suffi",ient  for  a  three  years'  curriculum  and 
ijond  private  living  in  Edinburgh.  The  younger  universities 
of  England,  in  adopting  the  Scotch  rather  than  the  older 
English  system,  have  realised  tlia*;  their  function  is  not  to 
rival  Cambridge  and  Oxford,  but  to  bring  the  best  cdacation 
within  the  gra^p  even  of  the  proletiriat. 

THE  KING'S  SANATORIA. 
Mr.  J.  Arthur  Gibion,  chemist  and  dra^fgist,  Edinburgh, 
commuaicites  to  the  current  issaeof  the  Wrslmhistcr  It'-vicm 
an  article  on  tin  saiatoria  for  consamption,  which  King 
J^dward  VII  is  promoting  by  means  of  the  200,000/  placed 
at  his  disposal  by  Sir  Ernest  Cdssel.  Mr.  Gibson's  views  in 
•egard  to  the  treatment  of  coasumotion  are  well  known  to 
readers  of  Tub  Ciiejust  and  Druggist,  and  in  his  recent 
book  on  the  subject  he  has  given  sound  reasons  for  avoiding 
expensive  establishments  When  the  King's  intention  was 
made  known,  it  was  suggested  that  a  sanatorium  for  one 
liundred  patients  should  be  erected.  Mr.  Gibson  can  make 
more  with  the  money.  He  would  divide  it  into  two  equal 
parts;  100  COO/,  to  ho  u«ed  for  the  building  of  sanatoria, 
100  000/.  to  be  invested,  and  1h3  interest  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  sanatoria  doctors.  Of  the  first  portion.  80,000/. 
>houn  be  used  for  e<tnlishing  eight  small  sanatoria  in 
different  parts  of  the  three  kingdoms.  Each  of  these  would 
have  accommodation  for  forty  patients,  and  would  cost 
10,000/. — an  ample  sum  to  establish,  furnish,  and  equip  such 
a  sanatorium,  and  provide  a  stock  of  cows,  pigs,  hors°s, 
carriage,  van,  and  all  else  necessary.  Mr.  Gibson  deals  with 
all  the  details,  short  of  the  architectural  scheme,  and  shows 
that  30.S'.  a  week  should  keep  a  patient  well. 

EXAMINATION  FAILURES. 

As  a  comparison  wioh  the  failures  in  ttie  pharmaceutical 
examinations  in  Ijoadin,  dealt  with  in  Dr.  Thomas 
Stevenson's  report  communicated  to  the  Council  on  Wednes- 
day, the  stati-tics  for  Victoria  are  interesting.  The  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  there  in  the  report  for  1901 
gives  the  following  particulars  respecting  the  examination 
of  students  for  the  cerliQcate  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy: —

The  excp'^ional  interest  of  these  figures  lies  in  the  fact  that 
the  candidates,  thon=;h  examined  by  different  examiners  in 
the  two  branches,  suc;eeded  in  passing  in  exictly  the  same 
proportions  in  each.  That  is,  wa  should  think,  an  unpre- 
cedentel  phenomenon.  It;  may  be  su'-mised  that  the  same 
lot  of  students  were  examined  in  chemistry  as  in  materia 
m?dicaani  botany.  Bat  ths  report  says  "  the  total  of  the 
students  who  presented  themselves  .  .  .  was  142,  and  .  .  . 
56  passed  "  From  another  part  of  the  report  we  learn  that 
133  stulents  anteaded  the  school,  inclulmg  35  medical 
students  and  33  dental.  Of  the  rest  31  entered  for 
chemistry  and  32  for  materia  medica  and  botany,  so  that  the 
total  of  pharmacy  students  in  1901  could  not  have  exceeded 
63  (which  compares  badly  with  142),  bat  some  of  the  63, 
may  be  duplicates.  The  college,  we  may  add,  is  highly 
spoken  of  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Technical  Education 


and  as  their  opinion  was  partly  based  on  ••  dettils  quoted  as 
to  th-i  students  who  have  attended  leclure^"  i"^.  wmili  be 
advanf.ageoas  to  clear  up  the  haze  of  fig  ires.  We  turn  to 
the  Ckemut  and  Dri/fff/ist  of  Austra/ana  for  light  on  the 
suhjt>cf.,  out  all  that  is  said  there  is  this  -eat-^me  :  — 

Tlie  report  does  not  state  how  many  individual  students  these 
figures  represent.  Evidently  each  student  entered  for  both 
branches,  and  it  is  probable  that  some  of  the  eigtit  who  failed  to 
pass  in  March  reappeared  at  the  end  of  one  of  the  other  threa 
quarters  of  the  year. 

The  C  )lle=!e  of  PQa'ma^y  in  Melbourne  is  the  only  State- 
aided  one  in  the  British  Empire,  and  it  is  just  possiole  that 
th^  Government  may  hi  more  imp'essed  by  the  figure 
''142  "than  by  the  exa^t  number  of  individual  pharmacy- 
students  in  the  college. 


Sponoc^fi^^bino  tn  tbc  Xcv)ant. 

MR.  G.  BIE  R^V.^DAL,  the  American  Consul  at  Beirut, 
has  written  an  interesting  report  on  the  condition  of 
the  sponge-industry  in  the  Levant,  for  the  benefit  of 
Ameri  can  t-ponge-merchants.  The  report  deals  chinfly  with 
Greek  and  Turkish  sponges,  the  output  of  which  durmg  the 
last  fifteen  years  has  greatly  diminished,  owing  to  the 
introduction  by  Greeks,  in  the  seventies,  of  diving  apparatus 
which  proved  ruinous  to  fishermen  and  fi^hertes  alike.  In 
collecting  the  sponges,  four  methods  are  employed — viz  , 
harpooning,  primitive  diving,  dredging,  and  divir,g  with 
sp  cial  outfit.  The  most  popular  meth  )  !  in  the  Lt-vant  is 
diving  with  no  other  apparatus  than  a  slab  of  stone  as  a 
(■inker,  and  a  cord  to  communicate  with  'he  surface.  Oa 
reaching  the  bottom,  the  diver  hastily  snatches  up  as  many 
good  sponges  as  poi-ible,  and,  after  remaining  under  water 
from  one  to  two  minutes,  tugs  violently  a.  the  cnrd,  and  is 
drawii  to  the  surface.  The  sponges  are  collected  in  a  net 
which  the  diver  carries  round  his  neck.  At  greater  depths, 
particularly  along  the  coasts  of  Asia  Minor,  dredging  is  em- 
ployei,  usually  in  winter,  when  storms  have  torn  up  the 
seaweed  which  covers  the  bottom.  Wit^h  the  harpooning 
method,  one  of  the  chief  difficulties  is  r.o  see  the  bottom 
cle.irly  through  a  troubled  sea.  To  o'lviate  this,  a  wood 
or  zmc-plate  cone,  like  a  water-bucket,  open  at  the  top  and 
with  a  glass  bottom,  is  used.  Oa  lookinij  through  this  water- 
gla-s,  which  is  partly  submerged,  the  bottom  of  the  s^a  may 
be  clearly  studied  even  at  thirty  fathoms,  and  the  proper 
sponges  picked  oat  by  the  harpoonist  To  these  simple 
operations  was  added,  some  twenty-five  jears  ago,  the 
"  skafaader,"  or  diviog-apparatus,  which  enables  the  diver 
in  his  snomarine  dress  to  spend  an  hour  under  water  at  a 
d^pth  of  ten  to  fifteen  fathoms,  Experif-nce  has  shown  that 
this  method  is  a  severe  tax  upon  the  spontce-baoks,  as  every- 
thing in  sight — sponges  large  and  small — is  gathered.  The 
fishermen  who  use  the  skafander  aie  freq'ient.ly  stricken  wit^ 
palsy  of  the  l)wer  extremities  and  other  c  'mMlaiots. 

Cne  abuses  which  so  di-astrously  »ffe  t  the  Levantine 
sp  mge-industry  have  prompted  a  Russian  phila  thropist. 
Professor  Charles  Fie^el,  to  inaugura'C  a  c  mpaign  for  the 
ab  >lir,ion  of  diving-apparatus  in  sponge-  fishing  Throutih 
his  efforts  the  authorities  of  Samos,  Crete,  and  Cyprus  have 
recently  prohibited  the  use  of  the  skaf-inder ;  also  the 
Governments  of  Italy  and  France,  the  latter  ai-ting  on  behalf 
of  Tunis.  Egypt  has  also  banished  the  skafarider,  and 
Greece  and  Turkey  will  also  be  invited  to  follow  theirexample. 
So  far  as  is  known  no  steps  of  impor'ance  have  been  taken 
to  protect  the  sponge  beds  in  Turkish  waters.  A  close 
season  has  been  proposed,  but  has  not  be^n  established  by 
law  The  Government  collects  from  each  boat  using  the 
harpoon  or  the  primitive  diving  system  319  Kold  pi>»st.re.s 
(about  3/.)  a  year.  A  skafander  boat  p^ys  abou'  30/.  per 
Season,  and  its  operations  are  limited  to  ei^ht  mot  ths  in  the 
year  b  'ginning  April  1.  From  the  drag  net  boat  a  licence-fee 
of  about  5/.  is  exacted.  Along  the  Sinai  littoral  the  demand 
of  merchants,  especially  for  white  sp^nii'^s,  exceeds  the 
supply,  and  prices  naturally  have  an  upward  tendency  It  is 
only  occasionally  that  shipments  go  dlr^ct  to  the  United 
St.ates,  the  bulk  being  bought  for  London  and  Pir.TJUs,  but 
the  Consul  hopes  that  with  the  advent  of  regular  direct 
steamship  facilities  a  larger  business  will  be  done.

At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  on  March  26,  Messrs. 
J.  M.  Davis  &  Sons,  English  and  foreign  chemists,  Coventry 
Street,  \V.,  were  s-ummoned  at  the  instance  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Inland  Revenue  for  infringement  of  Section  2 
of  the  Act  by  selling  unstamped  a  preparation  for  the  relief 
or  cure  of  an  ailment.  Mr.  Danman  was  the  presiding 
Magistrate. 

For  the  prosecution  it  was  stated  that  the  article  sold  was 
a  throat-gargle  laballed  as  follows  :  —

Prosecuting  counsel  contended  that  this  label  brought 
the  artic'e  within  the  Act,  as  people  would  understand  it  to 
be  used  for  sore  throats. 

Mr.  J  M.  Divis,  who  appeared  in  his  own  behalf,  submitted 
that  the  yargle  did  not  come  within  the  Act.  There  was 
no  c  aim  of  proprietary  rights,  or  for  the  cure  of  any  ailment. 
The  gargle  was  simply  a  tonic  for  strengthening  the  voice, 
used  by  actors,  clergymen,  barristers,  and  others.  The 
Inland  Revenue  authorities,  whom  he  had  no  wish  to  defraud, 
had  before  now  after  correspondence  been  persuaded  that 
they  were  wrong  in  trying  to  talse  action  against  him,  and 
had  withdrawn  their  claim. 

Mr  Denmin  said  that  he  had  looked  over  the  Act.  It 
was  contended  that  Porto-coca  garele  came  within  the 
description  held  our,  as  beneficial  to  the  prevention  or  relief 
of  a  distemper,  malady,  disorder,  or  complaint  affecting  the 
human  body.  If  the  label  said  that  the  thing  cured  people, 
it  would  be  liable  to  stamp-duty.  But  with  regard  to  what 
was  on  the  lanel  anybody  could  sell  anything  to  gargle  with, 
even  if  it  was  pure  water,  and  he  did  not  thinli  it  was  held 
out  to  be  more  than  an  excellent  stimulant  for  the  voice. 
He  was  of  opinion  that  it  did  not  oome  within  the  section, 
and  accordingly  dismissed  the  summons. 

The  C  D.A.  Wins  Again. 
At  the  Stratford  Petty  Sessional  Court  on  Saturday,  April  15, 
before  Mr.  T  G  Robinson  (in  the  chair)  and  other  Justices, 
William  Gojne  Stevens,  chemist  and  drut;gist,  of  677  Rom- 
ford R)ad,  Manor  Park.  Essex,  was  summoned  by  the  Com- 
«iissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  for  selling  a  box  containing  a 
preparation  used  a=i  a  medicine  and  medicament  for  the  cure 
of  disorders  of  the  human  body,  which  was  not  stamped  as 
required  b»  the  Act. 

Mr.  B.  Hawkins  prosecuted;  Mr.  C.  11.  Kirby  (of  Messrs. 
Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby)  defended  on  behalf  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association. 


Mr.  Hawkins  said  these  proceedings  were  instituted  under 
Section  2  of  the  Act,  against  Mr.  Stevens  for  selling  without 
a  stamp  certain  medicine  which  the  Commis-ioners  con- 
sidered liable  to  stamp-duty.  The  dispute  was  whether 
these  came  within  the  scope  of  the  Act :  there  was  no  nispute 
as  to  facts  On  December  23  an  Inland  Revenue  officer  saw 
in  the  window  of  the  shop  a  card  placed  on  several  boxes 
apparently  containing  lozenges.  This  card  stated  :  "  A  most 
ell  -;ctive  bronchial,  throat,  and  voice  lozenge,  Hyi  "  There 
were  no  other  lozenges  near  these  boxes,  which  were  labelled 
"  Bronchial  troches."  The  olfioer  went  in  and  asked  the 
person  serving  for  a  box  of  bronchial,  throat,  and  voice 
lozenges.  He  was  served  with  one  of  these  boxes  marked 
"  Bronchial  troches,"  and  he  pain  4,y/.  The  box  which  he 
produced  als-o  bore  the  words  "  For  directions  see  bick,"  and 
they  gave  the  defendant's  name  and  address.  On  the  back 
was  the  following  inscription:  "These  trochi-s  contain 
nothing  deleterious,  and  may  be  used  freely  whenever 
required.  Suitable  both  for  children  and  adults.  Dose: 
allow  a  troche  to  dissolve  in  the  mouth  and  repeat  as  often 
as  necessary.''  The  schedule  to  the  Act  specified  a  number 
of  medicines  by  name,  and  among  those  were  a  number  of 
lozenges  Then  at  the  end  of  the  schedule  there  was  a 
general  charge  of  duty  for  all  other  medicine.o,  and  that  part 
of  the  section,  he  maintained,  applied  to  the  present  case. 
The  questi  >n  which  the  Ju-stices  had  to  decide  was  whether 
the  troches  were  held  out  to  the  public  by  the  notice  "  for 
the  prevention,  cure,  and  relief  of  any  distemper,  malady, 
disorder,  adment,  or  complaint  aflEecting  ihe  human  body." 
No  specific  complaint  was  mentioned  on  the  bos,  but  he  held 
that  it  was  not  nece  ssary  that  any  complaint  should  be  actually 
mentioned.  In  the  schedule  "  Pectoral  lozenge^  "  wnre  men- 
tioned, and,  lower  down,  "Church's  pectoral  pills"  and 

Hayward's  stomach-pills,"  specifying  the  part  of  the  body 
relieved.  It  is  a  very  common  practice  to  apply  the  name 
of  the  part  of  the  body  to  the  remedy,  and  that  conveyed  to 
the  purchaser  the  use  for  which  the  remeiy  was  intended. 
Thus  liver  and  stomach-pills  were  very  well  known,  and  so 
was  blood-mixture,  and  he  submitted  that  any  ordinary 
member  of  the  poblic  .'seeing  this  advertisement  stating  "  A 
most  effective  bronchial,  throat,  and  voice  lozenge  '  would 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  chemist  was  lecommending 
this  for  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  complaints  aflEecting 
the  thr^■a^ 

Mr.  Thomas  Jameson,  who  made  the  purchase  on 
December  23,  was  i.hen  called  to  prove  it.  He  saw  Mr. 
Stevens,  and  in  the  terms  of  the  card  a^ked  him  for 
"  bronchial,  throat,  and  voice  lozentres  "  Mr.  S'evers  pro- 
duced the  box,  for  which  he  charged  4^(f  It  bore  no  stamps. 
Asked  if  he  kne«v  their  composition,  witness  stated  he  thought 
they  contained  aniseed  with  other  ingredients. 

Mr.  Stevens:  They  do  not  contain  aniseed. 

The  Magistrate  (to  witness)  :  Are  you  an  expert  ? 

Mr.  Hawkins,  interposing,  said  witness  was  an  I.R  oiEcial 
wiih  many  years'  chemical  experience  in  the  Government 
laboratories. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Kirby,  witness  said  he  had 
never  bought  similar  lozenges  at  a  confectioner's,  and  he 
had  not  analysed  them. 

For  the  defence.  Mr.  Kirby  said  his  friend  had  stated 
exactly  the  points.  First  of  all,  were  th'-se  hzsnges? 
There  was  no  disput?  about  that.  Secondly,  were  they 
medicine  ;  and  thirdly,  were  they  held  out  for  the  "  prev.^ntioD, 
cure,  and  relief  of  any  distemper,  malady,  disorrler,  ailment, 
or  complaint  effecting  the  human  body  "  1  It  was  quite  clear 
that  the  whole  case  rested  upon  the  card  put  up  in  the 
window,  for  in  a  letter  to  the  defendant  the  Inland  Revenue 
said  he  had  made  himself  liable  to  a  stamp-duty  by  reason 
of  recommendation  by  the  card  in  the  window.  Their 
Worships  knew  what  the  term  medicine  in  the  ordinary 
ser  se  meant.  It  s-ignified  something  healing  and  useful  in 
diseases  and  wounds;  it  must  contain  something  of  a  healing 
nature,  but  there  was  nothing  in  this  which  constituted  a 
medicine  or  medicament  at  all.  It  was  perfectly  true  that 
people  might  apply  it  for  purposes  for  which  it  was  not 
intended,  but  that  was  their  look-out.  Champagne  was 
often  advised  for  people  with  influenza,  but  that  did  not 
bring  it  within  this  Act.  A  great  many  lozenges  were  sold 
by  confectioners,  but  it  would  not  be  reasonable  to  say  they 
were  in  any  way  medicines.  Cough-lozenges,  acid  drops, 
and  jujubes,  were  all  in  effect  lozenges,  but  they  were  not 
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medicine-.  As  to  the  question  whetlier  this  was  held  out  or 
recommeuded  he  would  call  attention  to  the  particular 
wording  of  the  section,  which  said  this  naust  be  by  public 
notice  or  advertistmenc  affixed  to  or  delivered  wilti  the 
article  The  Cird  relied  upon  in  this  case  could  not  have 
been  affixed  to  or  delivered  with  these  lozenges.  It  could  be 
seen  from  the  condition  of  the  card  that  it  had  not  been 

affi.Ked  to  anything.    For  what  were  these  recommended  

for  the  preventiuD,  cure,  or  relief  of  what  ?  There  was 
nothing  specilied  orindicated  on  the  box.  It  wasastraining 
of  the  laugu-i^e  of  the  section  against  his  client,  and  it  was 
nece>sary  to  read  in  something  which  was  not  there  to  bring 
this  within  the  statute  at  all.  He  could  be-t  show  what 
this  was  by  comparing  it  with  things  cammonly  sold.  Cjugh- 
lozenges  were  not  in  the  Act.  Mr.  Kirby  proceeded  to  quote 
from  wipe's  "  iUndy-book" — a  text-book  written,  he  taid,  by 
an  official  who  previously  had  charge  of  this  department  a'; 
Somerset  Houf^e. 

'J'ne  Chairman  said  they  conld  not  accept  that  book  as 
the  law  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Kirby  said  a  man  who  was  going  to  make  a  public 
speech  or  contemplated  addressing  the  Justices  at  that 
court  might  use  these  lozenges  before  doing  so,  so  that  there 
was  a  legitimate  reason  lor  the  words  on  the  card  without 
straining  them  to  bring  them  in  the  Act.  He  added  that  he 
was  prepared  to  call  witnesses  to  show  that  these  lozenges 
were  sold  by  confectioners. 

The  CJhairu  an  :  I  do  not  think  that  will  be  necps.«ary. 

Mr.  Kiroy  then  pointed  out  that  the  articles  quoted  from 
the  .-cheduie  all  bore  the  names  of  the  proprieoors  of  the 
medicine.s  in  the  possessive  case,  and  that  made  them  liable 
to  the  stamp-duty. 

Tlie  Chairman:  If  the.se  had  been  called  "Stevens's 
Bronchial  Trcches "  they  would  have  been  liable  to 
duly  ' 

Mr  Kirby  :  Quite  so  ;  we  should  have  made  ourselves  liable. 
In  conctuMou,  I  .-ub.-nit  that  this  is  not  a  medicine  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act;  that  the  recommendation,  if  any, 
was  not  affixed  to  or  delivered  with  the  article  to  which  it 
applied,  and  tti- re  was  no  holding  out  or  a  rccommenda'-ion 
for  the  prevetition,  cure,  or  relief  of  any  distemper  or  dis- 
order. Mr.  Kirby  then  proceeded  to  quote  from  Alpe's 
"  Handy-book,"  when  the  Chairman  intim-ited  that  the  book 
could  not  t)e  accepted  as  the  author  had  long  joined  the 
maj  ority,  but  Mr.  Kirby  replied  that  the  book  was  the  only 
one  on  the  sunject,  and  surely  the  Magistrates  could  not 
ignore  any  law  book  written  by  a  specialist  on  the  subject 
dealt  with.  He  then  pointed  out  that  the  title  "  bronchial 
troches"  was  no  more  a  recommendation  of  the  article  for 
the  cure  of  broDctiiCis,  than  "  muscle-liniment"  would  be  a 
cure  for  rheumatism,  and  ho  submitted  that  such  titles  as 
■'cough-mixtute  "  are  not  liable  to  duty,  as  Alpe  clearly 
showed. 

Mr.  Hawkins  said  he  bad  a  case  in  answer  to  the  point  that 
this  puolic  notice  or  advertisement  was  not  affixed  to  or 
delivered  with  the  article.  The  point  arose  in  the  case  of 
Smith  )•.  M.ison  in  the  High  Courts,  when  Mr.  Justice  Cave 
held  the  words  "delivered  or  affixed"  did  not  apply  to 
"public  notice  or  advertisement,"  but  to  the  label. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  It  would  be  a  straining  of  language  to  call 
this  card  a  public  nor.ice  or  advertisement. 

Mr  Htwkins  .said  they  took  the  meaning  which  the  card 
would  convey  to  any  ordinary  person  going  to  the  s  hop.  As 
far  as  cough-lozenges  *ere  not  liable,  there  was  a  very  good 
reason  for  t.har.  Really  they  were  liable,  but  the  Com- 
missioners took  the  view  that  unless  they  all  )wed  chemists  to 
put  some  distinctive  name  such  as  "cough-mixture"  or 
"  muscle-liniment "  on  their  medicines,  there  would  be  a 
danger  to  thH  public  through  the  possibility  of  swallowing 
the  wrong  thing  by  mis'ake.  If  the  chemist  went  outside 
the  simple  .statement,  they  had  to  draw  a  line  and  demand 
the  payment  of  duty. 

The  Bench  retired  to  consider  the  case,  and  on  their 
return  the  Chaiiman  said  they  had  very  carefully  considered 
the  arguments  and  co/i.,  and  had  come  to  the  unanimous 
decision  th.it  this  was  not  liable  to  the  duty,  and  they  there- 
fore dismi.'-sed  the  case. 

Mr  Hawkins  :  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  what  the 
Commissioners  will  desire  to  do,  but  if  they  decide  to  apply 
to  you  to  S'ate  a  case  

The  Chairman  :  We  will  consider  it.    It  appears  to  us  that 


the  notice  on  the  box  was  very  carefully  compiled,  and  the 
Inland  Revenue  base  their  position  on  the  card. 
Mr.  Hiwkins  :  On  the  box  and  the  card. 


tiigb  Court  Cases. 

Hop  Bittees. 

In  the  ca^e  of  Wheatley  &  Bates  (Limited)  y.  Ellen  Cronk- 
shaw,  heard  on  Tuesday,  April  8,  hy  Mr  Justice  Byrne,  Mr, 
Levett,  K.C.,  said  that  it  was  a  motion  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defend -tnt  from  selling  or  offering  for  sale  hop- 
bitters  not  manufactured  by  the  plaintiSs.  He  understood 
that  Mr.  Buckmaster,  for  the  defendant,  was  prepared  to 
agree  to  an  order.  The  case  was  important  because  of  what 
had  taken  place.  The  defendant  had  had  menu-cards  with 
the  plaintiffs' names  on  them  and  purported  to  shII  other 
hop- bitters  as  theirs.  The  parties  were  both  su.i  j>ir!s,  and 
the  terms  were  that  the  motion  should  be  treated  as  the  trial 
of  the  action,  that  there  should  be  a  perpetual  injunction  in 
the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion,  51.  damages,  and  defendant 
should  pay  the  costs  of  r.be  action.  Mr.  Buckmaster  said 
that  was  so,  and  his  Lordship,  by  consent,  made  an  order  in 
the  terms  mentioned. 

A  Lanoline  L.vwsuit.  j 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  C)art  on  April  8, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Byrne,  Mr.  T.  Terrell,  K.O  ,  siid  that  he 
had  a  motion  in  the  action  Marshall  (Limited)  v  Wright  & 
Co,  and  Lewis  &  Burrows  (Limited),  which  was  for  an  in- 
junction in  regard  to  a  lanoline  preparation.  It  hid  been 
agreed  that  the  case  should  go  into  the  wii  ness-list,  and  the 
Costs  of  the  motion  wc)nld  b3  costs  in  the  actio  >.  Mr.  Justice 
Byrne  thereupon  directed  that  the  action  should  be  set  down 
for  trial,  with  pleadings. 


Antiseptic  Throat=pastilles. 

"Vice-ChAXCELLor  Hall,  si  ting  in  the  Cnmcery  Court  of 
Lauca.-hire  at  Liverpool  on  Tuesday,  April  8,  commenced  the 
hearing  of  an  action  relating  to  the  manufacture  of  throat- 
pastilles  and  the  application  of  the  royalty  paid  by  the 
manufacturers  upon  the  sales.  The  plaintiffs  (for  whom  Mr. 
Maberley  and  Mr.  J  >hn  Rutherford  appeared)  were  Messrs. 
Efans,  cions  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  of  Liverpool  ;  and  the 
defendant  (who  was  represented  by  Mr.  Kitch  and  Mr, 
Stuart  D  aon)  was  Mr.  Wm.  Alfred  Jones,  formerly  em- 
ployed by  the  plaintiffs  as  manager  of  their  export  department., 
The  plaintiffs  sought  to  have  an  agreement  relating  to  the 
manufacture  of  the  pastilles  set  aside,  to  recover  damages,  to. 
obtain  au  account  of  all  moneys  received  by  the  defendant, 
under  the  agreement  and  prior  thereto  in  respect  of  the- 
pastilles,  and  in  particular  such  portion  thereof  as  nas  paid, 
and  entrusted  to  the  defendant  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Liver- 
pool Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat,  Nose,  and  Ear,andtOi 
recover  payment  of  an  amount  which  the  plaintiffs  alleged, 
had  not  been  properly  applied.  The  defence  was  a  denial  o£i 
the  allegations,  and  the  defendant  counterclaimed  lor  a 
declaration  that  plaintiffs  were  no  longer  entitled  to  manu- 
facture and  sell  the  pastilles,  for  the  delivery  up  to  him  of. 
the  formula  and  various  documents,  an  injunction  against, 
the  plaintiffs  for  advertising,  raanufactuving,  or  selling  the. 
pastilles,  and  the  payment  of  220^.  lOi'.  due  to  the  defendant, 
from  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Maberley,  in  his  opening  statement,  mentioned  that, 
the  defendant  had  for  thirty-five  years  been  in  the  employ  of 
the  plaintiffs.  In  1893  the  defendant  consulted  Ur.  Barki 
regardit  p-  an  affection  of  the  throat  from  which  his  wife 
was  suffering.  Dr  Bark  was  at  that  time  identided  with  a 
private  hospital,  started  about  1884,  for  the  treatment  of 
diseases  ot  the  throat,  ear,  and  nose.  Dr.  Bark  ga  e  the 
defendant  some  lozenges  for  his  wife,  and  at  Mr.  J  nes's, 
request  wrote  out  for  him  a  formula  of  a  pastide  quite  as 
efficacious  but  less  costly  to  produce.  This  the  defendant, 
consulted  the  plaintiffs  about,  and  suggested  to  them  that  if  ^ 
they  would  undertake  the  manufacture,  apart  from  the  large ^ 
business  profit  which  must  accrue,  a  substantial  profit  c  >uld 
be  handed  over  for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  in  question,, 
and  of  which  the  defendant  stated  that  he  was  the  Treasurer 
and  Secretary.  An  arrangement  was  arrived  at,  and  -  ubse-, 
quently  it  was  agreed  that  the  sum  to  be  paid  over  as  a, 
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'loyalty  lor  th;  bansfic  of  ths  h)spita,l  was  6(1.  par  lb.  wei;^ht;. 
•The  defeudant  alUiged  that  he  was  entitled  to  ihe  benedt  of 
this  royalty,  while  the  plaintiifs'  case  was  that  he  was  to 
have  no  part  of  it  Various  payments  on  account  of  royalty 
were  maie  to  the  defendant,  the  total  which  he  was  stated 
to  have  received  being  put  down  as  2,393?  18.<.  A  written 
figreement  was  subsequently  entered  into  between  the  parties 
respec'iag  the  pastilles,  the  sale  of  which  had  very  greatly 
increased.  In  April,  1900,  the  defendant  produced  a  letter 
from  Dr.  Bark  in  which  that  gentleman  said  he  had  no  claim 
or  intdi'est  in  the  prescription  Mr.  Jones  got  from  him  some 
years  ago  for  the  throat-pastilles.  The  defendant,  who 
described  himself  as  the  sole  proprietor  of  the  formula, 
followed  this  up  by  offering  in  writing  an  authorisation  to 
;the  plaiutiff-i  to  manufacture  pastilles  for  sale  in  all  parts 
of  tne  w  irld  in  consideration  of  their  paying  to  him  a 
royalty  of  6d  per  lb.  weight.  The  plaintiffs  confirmed  the 
arraogem  mt  by  letter  on  May  9,  adding  that  they  under- 
•stood  ttiat  the  royalty  as  advertised  by  them  was  "  largely 
applied"  by  the  defendant  for  the  benefit  of  the 
hospital.  The  plaintiffs,  counsel  alleged,  subsequently 
ascertained  that  though  the  sales  were  going  up  by  leaps  and 
bounds  the  defendant  was  not  devoting  any  part  of  the 
royalty,  which  now  reachei  800/.  a  year,  to  the  hospital,  and 
the  sum  of  379Z.  bemg  all  that  he  had  piid  over  to  that 
'institution. 

The  case  was  continued  on  Wednesday,  when  Mr.  Maberley 
read  several  letters  which  were  written  by  the  defendant,  as 
from  the  firm  of  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.,  urging  agents  and 
travellers  to  push  the  sale  of  the  pastilles  on  the  ground 
that  the  throat  hospital  was  to  benefit  to  a  considerable 
extent. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  said  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  letters 
real  were  all  one  nay.  They  appeared  to  show  that  the 
defendant  was  working  entirely  in  the  interest  of  the 
hospital,  and  not  in  his  own.  If  he  was  not,  then  he  was  not 
speakini;  the  trui  h  when  he  wrote  those  letters.  Was  that 
Mr.  R  )tch's  cise  1 

Mr  Ro  .ch,  in  reply,  said  that  he  would  show  that  what 
the  defendant  meant  was  that  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  royalty  was  to  be  applied  to  the  hospital. 

His  11  )nour  said  he  could  understand  a  man  lying  for  his 
own  interests,  but  what  he  could  not  understand  was,  why  a 
,man  sh  juld  lie  for  the  benefit  of  a  third  party,  unless  it  was 
for  the  honour  and  glory  of  being  Hon.  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  to  the  hospital. 

Mr.  Maberley  said  all  those  letters  were  written  on  the 
stationery  of  the  firm  and  in  their  business-hours 

His  Honour:  There  is  nothing  to  show  that  he  was 
privately  interested  in  the  royalty. 

Mr  Rotch  hoped  his  Honour  would  read  all  the  letters. 

His  Honour  begged  Mr.  Rotch  to  bs  merciful,  and  not  to 
ask  him  to  wade  through  a  pile  of  useless  letters. 

Mr  Mdberley,  in  conclusion,  said  that  the  defendant  was 
discharged  from  the  position  of  Hon.  Treasurer  to  the 
hospital  in  the  beginning  of  1901,  and  yet  after  that  he  had 
received  from  Messrs.  E^ans  royalties  on  its  behalf,  which 
they  would  not  have  paid  had  they  known  that  he  was  not 
•connected  with  the  hospital.  On  October  10  Jones  wrote  a 
letter  to  one  of  the  plaintiffs'  travellers  in  which  he  stated 
.'that  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  hospiral  management 
the  declaration  which  had  hitherto  appeared  in  the  adver- 
.tisement  to  the  effect  that  a  portion  of  the  profits  on  the 
■pastilles  was  devoted  to  the  hospital  had  been  withdrawn. 
On  thf-  Z6tn  of  the  same  month  the  defendant  was  dis-charged 
'  from  his  employment.  The  action  (said  counsel)  was  brought 
to  vindicate  the  position  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  to  show  that 
the  advertisements  which  stated  that  the  profits  were  to  go 
to  the  hospital  had  been  issued  in  good  faith,  and  to  ensure 
that  the  royalties  in  question  should,  as  agreed,  reach  the 
hospital.  What  the  Court  was  asked  to  do  was  to  make  a 
deelaration  that  defendant  was  liable  to  render  an  account 
of  the  mone\s  recsived  by  him  and  not  applied  for  the  benefit 
of  the  ho-rpital.  and  also  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  retain 
any  pirt  of  those  moneys  for  his  own  benefit.  Th-  defendant 
had  received  a  total  of  1.070/.  dojvn  to  Ma/  9,  1930,  and  of 
that  sum  he  paid  only  312/.  8s  2(1.  to  tbe  hospital,  according 
to  his  own  statement.  Tnat  could  not  be  taken  as,  in  any 
way,  "a  large  proportion  of  the  profits." 

John  James  Evans,  senior  partner  in  the  plaintiffs'  firm, 
was  then  examined  by  Mr.  Maberley.    The  defendant,  who 


had  been  in  their  employment  for  thirty-five  years  down  to 
October  last  as  manager  of  the  export  department,  was 
largely  under  witnesi-'s  supervision.  In  1893  the  defendant 
brought  to  him  a  formula  for  throat-pastill-;s  which  he  said 
had  been  given  to  him  by  Dr.  Ba  k,  and  which  had  proved 
of  great  benefit  to  his  wife.  He  urged  the  firm  to  take  it  up, 
bat  witness  and  his  brothers  thought  little  of  it,  as  they  had 
almost  daily  things  of  the  kind  offered  to  them.  However, 
they  undertook  the  manufacture  of  the  pastilles  (they  con- 
tracted with  a  firm  of  wholesale  confectiooers),  and  it  was 
agreed  that  the  plaintiffs'  firm  should  pay  6d.  per  lb.  out  of 
the  profits  to  the  hospital.  That  was  because  Mr  Jones 
wanted  to  show  his  gratitude  to  Dr.  Bark  and  tne  hospital  for 
what  they  had  done  for  Mrs.  Jones.  The  defendant  undertook 
to  do  everything  he  could  to  introduce  the  pastilles  to  the 
public,  and  they  were  issued  under  ttie  name  of  the  firm. 
Tnere  was  no  reference  to  Mr.  Jones's  salary,  which  was 
400/  a  year,  together  with  some  commission  on  advertise- 
ments, which  amounted  to  100/  or  a  little  over  that  sum. 
Mr.  Jones  said  nothing  at  all  aoout  his  retaining  any  portion 
of  the  6^.  per  lb.  royalty  for  his  o*n  benefit,  aad  neither 
witne-s  nor  any  member  of  his  firm  was  a  party  to  any  such 
arrangement.  It  was  not  until  1893  that  any  payment  on 
account  of  the  royalty  was  made.  Up  to  that  time  ttie  site 
was  inconsiderable.  Dr.  Birk's  name  was  on  the  labels,  but 
at  that  gentleman's  request,  and  on  the  ground  ttiat  it  was 
prejudicial  to  his  professional  status,  ttie  name  was  with- 
drawn, and  the  pastilles  were  labelled,  "  Prepared  only  by 
the  sole  proprietors — Evans,  Sons  &  Co."  Witness  never  saw 
Dr.  Bark  in  reference  to  the  matter  until  after  Mr.  Jones 
had  been  discharged.  Mr.  Jones  said  that  everything  in 
connection  with  the  hospital's  finance  was  left  to  him, 
and  witnpss  had  every  confidence  io  Jones  at  the  time.  In 
April,  1900.  witness  had  a  conversation  with  Mr  Jones,  the 
result  of  which  was  that  he  (Jones)  received  a  lettt;r  from 
Dr.  Bark  stating  that  he  had  no  interest  in  the  pastilles.  As 
a  result  of  that  an  agreement  was  drawn  up  between  Mr. 
Jones  and  the  firm,  arranging  for  the  piyment  of  the  royalty 
to  the  hospital.  At  that  time  he  remarked  ihac  the  hospital 
must  be  getting  very  rich,  owing  to  the  large  amount  it  was 
receiving.  He  asked  Mr.  Jones  distinctly  if  he  received  any 
of  the  royalty  for  himself,  and  Jones  replied,  "  Oh,  the  time 
may  come  when  I  shall  get  some  part  of  it  for  the  benefit  of 
my  children."  That  led  witness  to  infer  that  up  to  that 
moment  he  had  not  got  a  single  penny  for  himself. 

His  Honour  :  Never  mind  what  you  inferred  ;  we  want  to 
know  what  took  place. 

Mr.  Evans:  I  believe  I  said  that,  if  he  got  any  of  it,  he 
ought  to  let  me  know.  I  made  a  note  in  the  private  ledger, 
with  a  view  that  his  salary  should,  in  that  event,  be  revised. 
It  was  only  after  Jones  had  left  the  firm  that  wituess  saw 
Dr.  Bark,  and  learned  from  him  that  the  whole  of  the  royalty 
had  not  b^en  applied  to  the  hospital. 

In  cross-examination  by  Mr,  Rotch,  witness  said  the  gross 
profit  on  the  pistilles  was  l,-?  per  lb.,  from  wbicu  trada 
expenses  had  to  be  deducted,  They  went  into  the  thing  as 
a  matter  of  business,  aod  never  posed  as  benefactors  to  the 
hospital. 

Mr.  Edward  Evans,  jun,,  another  partner  in  the  firm,  said 
he  should  have  considered  it  dishonest  that  their  firm  should 
tike  any  of  the  royalty  under  the  circumstances;  and  while 
he  was  receiving  a  large  salary,  Jones  never  told  h  m  that  he 
had  severed  his  connection  with  the  hospital,  or  that  he  was 
not  applying  the  whole  of  the  royalty  to  the  hospital.  It  was 
a  revelation  to  him  when  he  discovered  that  the  hospital 
was  not  a  public  hospital,  but  a  private  one. 

Mr.  Ro'ch :  If  you  get  this  money,  will  you  hand  it  over 
to  Dr.  Bark  ? 

Witness  :  That  depends  upon  who  the  right  person  is. 

Ati  the  resumption  of  the  hearing  on  Thursday,  Dr.  .John 
Birk  was  examined  for  the  plaintiffs  H^  said  he  gave  a 
prescription  for  pastilles  tD  Mr.  Jones  in  1893  but  he  never 
heard  of  any  such  thing  as  royalty  until  M'.  John  Evans  sent 
for  him  in  November  last.  He  wrote  several  years  previously 
to  Messrs.  Evans  objecting  to  the  use  of  his  name  in  con- 
nection with  pastiUeo.  Mr  Jones  told  him  that  Messrs. 
Evans  intended  giving  a  donation  to  the  hospital,  but 
notning  was  said  about  a  royalty.  ,  He  objected  to  the 
formula  being  treated  as  secret,  when,  in  fact,  the  idea  was 
borrowed  from  another  source  which  was  open.  Mr.  Jones 
had  worked  hard  to  develop  the  hospital.    In  reply  to  Mr. 
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itotch,  witi;ess  said  if  plaintiffs  won  he  would  not  take  the 
money  in  question,  lie  never  agreed  with  Jones  that  the 
formula  should  be  kept  secret. 

The  case  for  plaintiffs  having  closed,  Mr.  Wm.  Alfred 
Jones,  the  detf  n(  ant,  was  examined.  He  said  the  formula 
was  s-uggesied  by  him  in  order  that  a  cheap  pastille  might 
be  brought  out  He  swore  that  the  verbal  agreement  in 
1894  was  that  he  was  to  have  a  royalty,  but  that  he  intended 
givinti  a  proportion  of  it  to  the  hospital.  He  admitted  that 
cheques  were  drawn  in  the  early  period  by  the  plaintiffs  for 
60/.,  payable  to  the  hospital  through  him.  Jo  was  his  inten- 
tion f-till  to  devote  a  portion  of  the  money  to  the  hospital. 

Without  calling  upon  plaintiffs'  counsel  to  cross-examine 
the  witnf  ss. 

The  \'ice-Chancellor  said  he  should  believe  the  case  made 
cut  for  the  plainiiffs,  and  he  accordingly  gave  judgment  for 
them  on  the  claim  and  counterclaim.  He,  however,  had 
some  syropatliy  with  defendant  under  the  circumstances. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Pepper. 

At  Southwark  Police  Court  on  April  9,  John  Appleton,  cf 
53  Long  Lane,  B  irough,  was  fined  40^.,  aud  12i-  6i.  co>ts, 
for  selling  pepper  which  was  aduUerated  with  60  per  cent, 
of  ground  rit  e  and  other  impuritie.''.  The  defendant  said  he 
was  not  aware  ih^t  the  stuff  was  other  than  pure  pepper;  he 
paid  9^(1.  per  lb.  for  it  wholesale. 

At  Stoke-on-Trent  on  April  4,  Thomas  Bardsley  (trading  as 
Banl-lt-y  &  Co.)  druggist  and  drysalter,  115  Liverpool 
Koad,  Jlanche.-ter,  was  fined  20/.  and  costs  forstUing  pepper 
to  a  butcher  at  Stoke,  which  on  analysis  was  found  to 
contain  20  per  cent,  of  rice-flour. 

Salicylic  Acid  in  Ginger-wine. 
At  the  Leyland  (I>inca.shire)  Petty  Sessions  on  April  7,  the 
L.  jland  and  Kanngton  Co-operative  Society  (Limited)  were 
fined  5/.  and  costs  tor  selling  ginger-wine  which  contained 
9  gr.  of  salicylic  acid  per  pint.  The  usual  contradictory 
opiniors  as  to  the  effect  of  salicylic  acid  on  the  health  were 
advai,ced,  and  notice  of  appeal  against  the  conviction  was 
given  by  the  defendants.

V.,  June  20,  1896 
(page  86'^),  for  public  examination,  and  July  18,  1896  (page  77), 
for  statement  of  alTaira].  The  liabilities  to  rank  for  dividend 
were  estimated  at  266/.,  while  the  proofs  admitted  and  probable 
claims  amounted  to  39'/.  The  assets  were  put  at  9i0/.,  whereas 
they  only  realised  105/.  Tlie  stock-in  ttado  was  allowed  to  get  to 
the  lowest  ebb,  and  the  household  furniture,  estimated  at  200/., 
was  sold  by  auction  for  49/.  The  book  debts  were  over  estimated 
and  many  of  theiu  were  set  off  by  larger  contra-accouiits.  The

In 
reply  to  Judge  Sir  W.  L.  Selfe,  debtor  said  he  had  no  prospects 
of  putting  any  money  by.  Discharge  was  suspended  for  two 
years.

The  Official  Receiver's 
observations  state  that  bankrupt  commenced  busineps  as  a  chemisb 
in  1870  at  Norman  Road  with  a  capital  of  about  500/  ;  that  two 
years  later  he  entered  into  partnership  with  a  Mr.  Robinson,  and 
they  bought  the  businesa  and  furniture  at  1  EverBfield  Place; 
the  capital  of  the  partnership  was  3,000/.,  each  partner  bringing 
in  1,500/.,  and  the  whole  amount  was  paid  for  the  business  (2,000/.) 
and  the  furniture  ( 1,000?.  i.  The  partnership  was  dissolved  in 
1882,  when  he  \bankrupt)  paid  Mr.  Robinson  2,200/.  for  his  share 
of  the  business.

it  inadvisable  to  make  public  too  many  details  of  the  com- 
pany's business.  The  results  of  the  year's  working  had 
been  very  satisfactory.  As  to  the  distribution  of  the  net 
profits,  11  883/  17s  IQd.,  it  was  prooosed  to  pay  10  per  cent, 
dividend,  which  would  absorb  5,639/.  12s  Id  ;  to  give  addi- 
tional remuneration  to  the  directors,  in  accor  ^ance  with  the 
articles  of  association,  amounting  to  574/  16,?  3d  ;  to  allo- 
cate 270/  7.9  9^/  as  bonus  to  staff  and  emplo>6-i;  and  carry 
forward  5  399/.  1.S  9fZ.  to  next  account.  D-aliog  with  busi- 
ness prospects,  he  said  that  after  a  considerable  amount  of 
experimenting  they  put  on  the  market  the  standard  ball- 
stoppfired  bottle  for  small  sparklet  bulbs.  This  bottle,  they 
had  found,  could  only  seriously  compete  with  the  aerated- 
water  trade  under  special  circumstances.  The  directors 
have  now  evolved  a  new  pattern,  which  is  more  practical 
and  simpler  than  anv  of  its  predecessors.  It  was  estimated 
that  each  of  the  15  000  000  syphons  at  present  in  use  in  the 
UnitRd  Kingdom  was  refilled  twenty-fivetimes  ayear,  making 
350  000  000  syphons  consumed  annually.  The  consumer 
paid  from  3d  to  6d.  per  syphon,  the  latter  remaining  the 
property  of  and  being  returnable  to  the  manufacturer.  The 
ordinary  syphon-trade,  as  at  present  conducted  through  the 
chemist  and  draugist,  was  looked  upon  as  unprofitable  and 
troublesome ;  the  delivery  and  collection  of  syphon-bottles 
caused  great  incDnvenience.  It  was  the  same  chemist  and 
druggist  who  would  distribute  to  the  public  the  new  syphons 
of  the  company,  and  he  had  viewed  the  sale  and  delivery 
of  the  new  syphons  and  sparklet  bulbs  far  more  favourably, 
as  the  return  of  empties  was  at  once  done  away  with.  The 
profit  realisable  by  the  chemist  on  the  initial  sale  of  the  new 
syphon  would  amply  repay  him  for  the  first  introduction  of 
the  goods,  and  the  subsequent  sale  of  the  sparklet  bulbs 
entailed  no  trouble  whatever.  It  was  expected  that  the  new 
syphons  would  be  available  for  the  public  by  the  beginning 
of  May,  and  orders  already  amounting  to  over  40,000  syphons 
and  some  3  800,000  large  sparklet  bulbs  had  been  received. 
The  bulk  of  these  orders  was  for  this  country,  which  seemed 
to  prove  that  they  had  at  last  got  an  article  suitable  for  the 
home  market.  The  Chairman  then  referred  to  the  "  Maxator" 
apparatus,  which  had  been  put  on  the  market  to  suit  the 
demands  of  large  households  and  country-houses,  &c.  The 
new  factory  at  Edmonton  is  nearly  completed.  The  report 
and  accounts  were  unanimously  adopted.

London  Section.

A  lif.tle  prelitnirnry  basinets  havioa;  been  iii«iposed  of,  the 
(  -lAiRMAN  railed  on  Mr.  E.  Sanger  Shepherd  to  give  his 
paper  on  some  recent 

IMPHOVEMENTS  IN  THE  PlIOTOGRAl'HV jOF  COLOURS. 

The  lecturer  first  referred  to  the  difficulties  which 
eaily  photographers  found  in  rendering  correct  colour- 
values — a  deep-blue  dress  came  out  white  and  a  yellow  dress 
black  in  the  photograph.  This  incorrect  rendering  of  tones 
was  one  of  the  greatest  objections  to  photography,  and 
led  to  the  production  of  plates  and  light- filtf r.-j,  which 
together  rendered  the  colt.urs  of  an  object  translatable  into 
correct  monochrome.  The  important  part  taken  by  aniline 
dyes-,  c>-r  ain  of  which  combined  possess  the  property  of 
causing  light-action  throughout;  the  spectrum,  was  referred 
to.  Some  of  the  dyes  are  a''d<-d  to  the  sensitive  emulsion 
in  the  proces.«  of  making  dry-plates,  and  others  are  ustd  for 
light- filters.  These  latter  are  made  from  optically  worked 
glass:  the  glass  is  coated  with  an  even  film  of  structuroless 
gelatin,  and  then  dipped  in  the  aniline-dye  solution  When 
the  light-filter  is  dry  it  is  .'ppctroscopically  tested.  Two 
plates  of  such  prepared  glass  are  cemented  face  to  face  with 
Canafla  balsam.  It  was  incidentally  mentioned  that  aniline 
dyes  have  the  reputation  for  fu^iitiveness,  but  the  lecturer 
has  found  that  when  sealed  between  glass  plates  they  are 
practically  permanent.  Si.x  thousand  dyes  have  been  tested, 
and  a  good  number  have  proved  suitable  for  making  light- 
filters.  A  large  number  of  lantern-experiments  in  colour 
were  then  shown,  commencing  with  the  familiar  one  of 
combining  red,  green,  and  blue  to  form  white,  and  proceed- 
ing to  the  placing  of  three  separate  colour-slides  on  top  of 
each  other  to  form  a  picture  in  natural  colours — the  one 
shown  being  a  Mellin's  Food  advertisement.  In  practice 
complementary  colours  are  used,  and  not  the  three  primary 
colours.  The  construction  of  relNcting  cameras  for  making 
the  three  negatives  at  the  same  time  was  then  explained. 
By  means  of  mirrors  the  three  negatives  are  taken  through 
the  three  light-filter.*,  each  on  a  specially  colour-sensitised 
plate,  simultaneously,  and  the  exposure  need  not  be  longer, 
in  a  favourable  light,  than  ten  seconds.  The  application  of 
the  principle  to  thrcR-colour-process  work  was  next  touched 
on,  some  fine  examples  of  this  class  of  work  being  handed 
round.  Three  separate  blocks  are  made,  but  it  is  most 
important,  when  the  blocks  are  printed,  that  the  three 
gratings  cross  each  other  at  a  certain  angle  (38^),  or  patterns 
offensive  to  the  eye  will  be  obtained,  which  spoil  the  appear- 
ance of  the  finished  work. 

'J'here  was  not  much  discussion,  but  Mr.  Shepherd 
answered  several  questions  on  matters  of  detail.  F.)r 
instance,  it  appears  that  the  green  print  (in  lantern-work), 
being  the  one  which  generally  has  the  most  detail,  is  printed 
direct  on  to  the  slide,  and  is  formed  on  the  silver  deposited 
by  the  developer  by  treatment  with  potassium  ferricyanide 
and  iron  sulphate.  The  blue  and  red  prints,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  printed  on  celluloid  in  bichromated  gelatin  con- 
taining silver  bromide  in  suspension.  The  prints  yielded  in 
this  way  are  afterwards  stained,  and  in  this  part  of  the  pro- 
cess the  operator  requires  to  exercise  a  considerable  amount 
of  judgment  in  adjusting  the  colours  so  as  to  ge*;  a  true 
result.  It  was  mentioned  also  that  the  most  critical  test  of 
a  colour-process  is  to  photograph  an  object,  such  as  a 
silver  cup,  against  a  grey  background. 

Manchester  Section. 
The  annual  general  meeting  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel, 
on  Friday  evening,  April  4,  Dr.  Grossmann  in  the  chair. 
There  was  a  large  attendance  consequent  on  discussion  in 
relation  to  the  Manchester  Corporation  (General  Powers) 
Bill,  which  deals  with  sewage  questions  that  specially 
interest  chemical-manufacturers.  After  this  was  thoroughly 
discussed,  Mr.  J.  M.  Irving  read  a  paper  on 


AN  ANALYSIS  OF  SNOW 

which  fell  in  Manchester  in  February  last.  He  took  lOO 
square  inches  to  a  depth  of  one  inch  at  Crumpsall,  and  found 
that  over  a  square  mile  three  tons  of  soot  fell  durimj  the  nina 
days  the  snow  remained.  This  would  represent  300  tons  over 
an  area  of  100  square  miles  round  the  Manchester  Town 
Hall.  The  composition  of  the  soot  was  as  follows  :  Carbon, 
48  6 ;  grease  or  oil,  6  9 ;  ash,  44  5  per  cent.  The  proportion 
of  ash  was  very  much  higher  than  in  iheordin:iry  soot,  whicl:^ 
he  attributed  to  the  more  complete  burning  of  the  coal  The, 
grease  w-is  about  the  same  as  in  ordinary  soor.  It  smell» 
like  burning  wood.  The  question  of  dealing  with  soot  would 
have  to  be  seriously  dealt  with  ere  long,  added  the  authon 
A  remo.dy  would  be  in  increasing  the  use  of  coke,  gas,  and' 
electricity,  especially  on  the  part  of  householders,  and  the" 
substitution  of  ga-:-engines  for  steam-boilers.  Gas  should' 
be  sold  at  Is  per  1,000  cubic  feet.  ' 

Di-.  Kkieoht,  whj  had  taken  a  sample  of  snow  in  the 
centre  of  the  cit.y  at  the  same  tune,  gave  the  result  of  hisj 
analysis,  which  showed  that  the  amount  of  soot  and  debris, 
was  greater  than  in  the  suburb-.  There  was  arsenic  ini 
abundance.  •

Wolverhampton  Chemists'  Association. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Star  and  Garter  Hotel,  Victoria 
Street,  on  Monday  evening,  April  7,  there  was  a  strong 
muster  of  local  pharmacists,  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock  gave  an 
account  of  some  experiments  on 

TiNCTURi-;  of  Opium. 

Mr.  Phillips  occupied  the  chair.  The  lecturer  dealt  in 
succession  with  (1)  the  principle  on  which  the  tincture  is 
prepared,  (2)  the  process  of  assay,  and  (3)  obtaining  the 
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morphme  i  a  crystalline  form.  Referiii  g  to  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott's  I 
di.-cov  ry  of  suiphuric  acid  in  opium,  about  twenty  years 
ago,  Mr  Alcock  said  it  is  possible  to  tell  whether  the 
tincture  has  been  ma'ie  properly  or  not  by  determining  the 
amouut  of  sulphate  in  it.  On  the  other  hand,  he  mentioned 
that  the  .sediment  which  forms  in  shop-rounds  of  tr.  opii  con- 
tains sulphate,  no  doubt  of  mineral  origin.  He  suggested 
preparation  of  the  tincture  in  the  cold  wir.h  the  addition  of 
a  small  quantity  of  sulphuric  acid  or  phosphoric  acid  to  the 
ment-truum.  Speaking  of  the  marc,  whicb  has  frequently 
b^en  shown  to  be  rich  in  morphine  and  other  alkaloids,  he 
said  rie  had  examined  samples  from  wholesalers,  and  found 
so  little  morphine  in  them  that  he  was  bound  to  conclude 
that  the  wholesalers  knew  how  to  get  out  the  alkaloids  in 
making  the  tincture.  This,  however,  did  not  universally 
apply,  and  he  gave  an  instanc  to  the  company— 25  lbs.  of 
hard  and  dry  opium,  rich  in  alkaloid,  had  been  used  to  mMke 
liquid  extract;  the  marc  was  rejected,  but  much  morphine 
was  afterwards  obtained  from  it.  The  hard  and  dry  con- 
dition was  tbe  cause  of  the  trouble  in  this  case. 

The  brief  disimssion  which  followed  was  on  complimentary 
lines,  and  the  President,  Messrs.  Gibson  and  Weaver,  and 
others  joined  in  it. 

Glasgow  Assistants'  Association. 

The  closing  meeting  of  the  present  session  was  held  in  the 
room-,  94  West  Regent  Street,  on  Friday  evening,  April  4,  Mr. 
J.  P.  GiLMOUR  presided,  and  introduced  Mr.  J  Lothian, 
who  delivered  a  vividly  descriptive  lecture  on  "  The  Eternal 
City,"  which  comprised  an  account  of  the  historic  landmarks 
of  ancient,  medissval,  and  modern  Rome.

At  the  meeting  on  Tuesday  evening,  April  8,  at  the  Royal 
Hotel,  Bradford,  Mr.  Arthur  Hanson  presiding,  there  was  a 
good  attendance. 

Council  Candidates 

came  up  for  discussion,  but  first  a  motion  by  Mr.  A.  H. 
Waddington,  in  regard  to  the  conduct  and  style  of  the  Pliar- 
maceutical  Journal,  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Waddington  spoke 
at  considerable  length  on  the  matter,  blaming  the  Journal 
Committee  for  cutting  down  the  paper,  which,  he  said, 
should  be  as  valuable  as  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
The  President,  Mr.  Xewboult,  Mr.  Noble,  Mr.  Rogerson, 
Alderman  Dunn,  Mr.  Marshall,  and  Mr.  Wilcock  also 
spoke.  It  appeared  that  one  of  the  chief  grievances  is  that 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  publishes  news  of  the  trade, 
reports  of  meetings,  and  other  matters  in  many  cases  a  week 
ahead,  and  is  altogether  more  interesting  than  the  Journal 
for  which  the  members  of  the  Society  pay  1^.  Is.  The 
motion  agreed  to  was  to  ask  Council  candidates  to  prevent 
curtailment  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  I'liarmaccutical 
Journal,  as  well  as  to  report  the  Council-meetings  more 
fully. 

Alderman  Dunn  suggested  that  the  following  questions  be 
put  to  candidates  : — 

Experience  having  demonstrated  that  the  mere  restriction  to 
qualified  persons  of  distinctive  titles,  along  with  power  to  sell  and 
dispense  such  poisons  as  are  enumerated  in  the  schedule  to  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  has  failed  to  secure  adequate  protection  to  the 
public,  by  reason  of  the  unrestricted  sale  of  potent  drugs  and 
medicines  (other  than  scheduled  poisons)  by  unqualified  persons 
in  the  form  of  companies  and  otherwise,  will  you  introduce  to  the 
Council  or  support  some  scheme  by  which  the  sale  and  dispensing 
ot  drugs  and  medicines,  especially  those  of  a  potent  character, 
shall  be  restricted  to  registered  chemists  ? 

The  keen  competition  of  so-called  drug  stores,  controlled  by  un- 
quahfied  persons,  having  seriously  tended  to  render  the  calling  of 
chemists  and  druggists  unremunerative,  do  you  think  it  proper  at 
the  present  time  to  place  further  difficulties  and  cost  upon  young 
pers0  :S  contemplating  qualifying  for  registration  by  the  institu- 
tion of  a  compulsory  curriculum  or  otherwise,  and  will  you  vote 
for  the  postponement  of  any  proposal  for  the  institution  of  such  a 
curriculum  until  more  adequate  protection  be  secured  for  those 
qualifying  by  examination? 

After  Messrs.  Waddington,  Noble,  Wilcock,  Rogerson 
and  the  President  had  spoken,  the  first  resolution  was 
put  and  carried  unanimously. 


Mr.  Waddington  objected  to  the  second,  but  it  also  was 
carried.

The  President  was  astoni.shed  at  what  Mr.  Brosdhcad 
had  said,  and  Ald^rman  Dunn  rather  pitied  the  Batley 
Demosthenes,  but  Mr.  Waddington  .said  he  had  a  letter 
from  Mi^.  Broanhead,  who  said  the  reports  of  bis  remarks 
were  garbled  and  misleading.  [We  condensed  hut  did  not 
"  garble." — Editor  ]  In  the  course  of  a  discussion  as  to  the 
advantagfes  of  federation,  in  which  Alderman  DUNN  opposed 
the  idea -as  having  no  apparent  need  and  Mr  Waddington 
strongly  supported  it,  Mr.  Marshall  pointed  out  that  .'uch 
an  organisatiim  would  be  u.sefnl  fur  such  purposes  as  the 
election, .and  to  deal  with  questions  liBe  those  which  they 
had  beer^  discussing.

A  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday,  April  8.  at  the  Palatine 
Hotel,  Blackpool,  there  being  present  Messrs.  Turver,  Johnson, 
Ashton,  Keeley,  Buckley,  Richardson,  Moyson,  Greenwood, 
Bailey,  and  J.  Smkey,  Hon.  Sec.  Mr  Turvbr  presided,  and 
opened  a  discussion  on  the  advisability  of  continuing  the 
holiday-afternoon  closing  for  two  weeks  longer  It  was 
unanimously  decided  to  continue  the  closing.  The  Chair- 
man also  commended  the  Benevolent-fund  to  the  members. 
Mr.  Sankey  .'aid  the  majority  of  local  chemists  sub.scribed, 
but  the  present  idea  was  to  invite  all  registered  chemists  in 
the  pailiamentary  division  to  subscribe.  On  the  proposition

Mr.  Buckley  was  to 
have  read  a  pa.jer  on  the  "  Buying  of  Patents,"  but  it  was 
not  ready,  and  was  postponed  until  the  next  meeting  after  a 
general  discussion  on  the  unsatisfactory  business  in  unpro- 
tected patents. 


Exeter  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  April  8, 
under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  E.  Lemmon  The  Hon.  Secre- 
tary (Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd)  presented  the  annual  report, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted.  Mr.  G.  Stocker  was 
elected  President  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  Messrs.  H. 
Wippell  Gadd  and  J.  H.  Lake  were  re-elected  Hon.  Secre- 
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tary  and  Trfa^urer  respectively.  The  retiring  President 
(Mr.  E  Lemmon)  and  the  ofiicers  having  been  thanked  for 
their  past  servic^s',  the  financial  statement  was  presented  by 
Mr.  J.  llinton  Lake,  and  the  committee  was  re-elected,  with 
the  addition  of  Mr.  Harris. 
The  meetii  g  then  discussed  the  subject  of 

Pharmaceutical  Education', 

especially  in  reference  to  Mr.  Paterson's  scheme.  Mr.  Gadd  ex- 
plained that  pharmaceutical  education  should  be  supported 
by  Imperial  or  local  public  money,  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Socle' y,  and  by  local  associations.  He  had  ascertained  from 
the  Town  Clerk  of  Exeter  that  the  College  classes  were 
supported  by  what  was  known  as  whisky-money.  Sume 
years  ago  the  Pnarmaceuiical  Society  gave  a  grant  of  201. 
for  fuini~hin<j  a  materia-medica  cabinet  at  the  local 
Collejie,  whil.st  in  various  ways  the  Association  had  sup- 
ported pharmaceutical  education,  and  the  three  ways  sug- 
gested by  Mr.  Patt-rsnn  had  been  carried  out  in  E.xeter. 

Mr.  J.  HiNTON  Lake  moved  a  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  the  Aspociation  approved  generally  of  Mr.  Paterson's 
scheme.  Mr.  D.  Krid  seconded  the  resolution,  which  wa.s 
carried  unanimously. 

The  meeting  next  discussed  the  question  of 

Piiarjiaceutical  Apprentichsiup, 

Mr.  Mii.TON  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  should  do  more  to  protect  the  interests  of 
chemists  and  druggists. 

Mr.  Lkmmos  agreed.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  he 
.'aid,  could  protect  their  interests  by  a  stricter  enforcement 
of  the  Pharmacy  law.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council 
!-hould  see  that  tverjone  who  performed  the  acts  of  a 
qualified  chemi.st  was  a  qualified  chemist.  If  the  Pharmacy 
Act  was  strictly  enforced  in  all  big  stores  and  cutting 
pharmacies  it  would  stop  a  great  deal  of  mischief. 

Mr.  J.  HiNTON  Lakk  said  a  good  deal  depended  on  the 
members  of  local  associations  giving  information  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  or  to  the  local  Society  of  any  cases 
of  infringement  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Mr.  Tickle,  dealing  with  the  dearth  of  apprentices,  said 
he  was  ill  favour  of  a  very  broad  and  liberal  educition  for 
everybody. 

Mr.  Hkid  was  of  opinion  that  the  raising  of  the  standard 
of  the  Pieliminary  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

Mr.  ViNDEN  mentioned  long  hours  as  an  obstacle  to  enter- 
ing the  trade. 

Mr.  Stock'er  gaid  one  of  the  chief  difBcnlties  was  that 
when  an  apprtntice  was  being  engaged  too  much  was  held 
out  before  him. 

Tlie  discuss'onl  was  continued  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Lake  and  Mr. 
H.  W.  Gadd,  and  was  adjourned  in  order  that  Mr.  Clayden 
might  have  an  opportunity  of  expressing  his  views. 


Cardiff  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  MEETING  of  the  members  of  the  above  Association  was 
held  at  St.  John's  (  afc  on  Monday  evening.  Mr.  A. 
Baruington  Sparrow  presided,  and  announced  that  through 
the  kindly  influence  of  Mr.  Robert  Drane  the  whole  of  the 
chemists  in  the  centre  of  the  town  had  consented  to  close 
their  shops  at  2  o'clock  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  Mr. 
Drane  was  thanked.  It  was  decided  to  form  an  Association 
cricket  club,  and  Mr.  J.  Ferrier  was  appointed  captain,  Mr. 
I).  Morgan  vice-captain,  Mr.  H.  L.  Francis  secretary,  and 
Messrs.  A.  Barrington  Sparrow,  T.  H.  Davies,  and  Bullock, 
members  of  the  committee.  The  President  stated  that  Dr. 
Williams,  medical  officer  of  health  to  the  Glamorgan  County 
(  ouncil,  had  con.-ented  to  read  a  paper  on  food  and  drugs. 


Cannot  Investigate. — The  Massachusetts  State  Board 
of  Health  has  decided  that  it  cannot  make  an  investigation 
into  the  properties  of  alum,  as  ordered  by  the  General  Court. 
The  order  was  that  it  study  and  report  on  the  healtbf  ulness 
of  baking-powders,  and  whether  the  introduction  into  food 
of  an  ordinarily  harmless  article  in  small  quantities  would 
eventually  undermine  thesj'stem  of  a  person  in  feeble  health 
or  dietetically  disordered.  The  Board  states  its  inability  to 
carry  out  the  order  of  the  General  Court,  owing  to  the  very 
great  difficulties  which  such  an  examination  presents.

Parliament  Eeassembles. 

The  House  of  Commons  met  again  on  Monday,  April  7,  but; 
until  the  middle  of  the  week  the  attendance  of  members 
was  very  small.  Nearly  all  the  victims  of  influenza  have 
now  recovered.  With  the  exception  of  the  Chairman  of 
"\Vay.«  and  Means,  who  still  lingers  in  a  suunier  climate,  all 
the  official  members  who  were  indisposed  have  returned  to 
their  pjsts.  During  the  recess  the  House  has  been 
thoroughly  cleaned,  and  any  microbes  which  may  still  be 
lurking  about  the  green  benches  must  have  more  robusU 
constitutions  than  members,  for  the  measures  that  have  been 
taken  to  extirpate  them  have  been  relentless. 

Lead  Pills.  ' 

Mr.  Coghill  has  called  the  attention  of  the  Home  Secretary 
to  an  imjuest  held  by  the  Coroner  for  Norlh-West  Stafford- 
shire on  March  18,  on  a  married  woman  residing  at  Porchil), 
when  the  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  stated  that  it  appeared 
that  the  deceased  was  a  milliner,  and  had  never  been  em- 
ployed in  tbe  lead-trade,  and  consequently  could  not  hav© 
got  lead-poisoning  in  the  course  ot  her  trade  ;  that  it  could 
not  be  difficult  to  tind  out  where  this  lead  wa?  obtained  :  and 
that  if  this  had  been  done,  and  the  per.>on  who  supplied  it> 
knew  for  what  purpose,  he  would  find  himself  charged  with 
manslaughter  at  least.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  jury 
returned  a  veroict  to  the  effect  that  the  death  was  due  to 
lead-pjisonicg,  brought  about  by  the  deceased  taking  lead 
pills  for  a  certain  purpose,  the  hon.  member  asked  Mr. 
Ritchie  whether  he  would  cause  inquiries  to  be  instituted  as 
to  the  source  of  supply.  In  answer,  Mr.  Ritchie  stated  he 
understood  that  active  inquiries  had  been  made,  but  that  no 
clue  had  been  obtained  to  trace  the  person  who  supplied  the 
pills.  Thereupon  Mr.  Coghill  inquired  whether  the  right> 
hon.  gentleman  had  been  able  to  asceitain  whether  the 
practice  of  using  the  pills  was  common.  To  this  Mr.  Ritchie 
replied  that  the  course  of  the  inquiry  had  not  been  directed 
to  that  abstract  question,  bat  to  find  out  where  the  particular 
pills  were  bought. 

Surgical  Instruments  for  India. 

One  of  the  small  items  of  information  which  Mr.  Galloway 
Weir  picked  up  in  India  during  the  recess  was  that  in  some 
of  the  military  hospitals  there  surgical  instruments  with 
wooden  handles  are  used.  Soon  after  he  returned  he  gave 
notice  of  a  question  on  the  subject  to  Lord  George  Hamilton. 
The  noble  lord  has  made  inquiries  and  learned  that  all 
instruments  sent  to  India  in  rejent  years  have  metal  handles. 
He,  however,  proposes  to  go  more  fully  into  the  matter,  and 
it  there  is  any  reason  to  suppose  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  surgical  instruments  now  in  use  in  India  are  not  of  the 
most  approved  pattern,  the  Government  will  be  anxious  to 
replace  them  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

What  an  Epidbmic  Costs. 
It  will  surprise  most  people  to  learn  that  the  smallpox 
epidemic  involved  an  expenditure  of  about  280,000^.  on  the 
part  of  the  managers  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylum  District 
during  the  halt-year  to  the  end  of  March.  This  amount 
includes  a  sum  of  225,000/.  in  respect  of  special  e.vpenditure 
in  connection  with  smallpox  accommodation  and  transport, 
but  it  does  not  cover  the  amounts  expended  by  Boards  of 
Guardians  and  other  local  authorities. 

Monkey  Lymph. 
Before  the  Eastjr  adjournment  we  heard  a  good  deal 
about  the  lymph  obtained  by  Dr.  Copeman  from  tbe  inocula- 
tion of  smallpox  on  monkeys.  It  has  now  been  stated 
that  the  lymph  was  passed  through  calves  and  properly 
glycerinated  before  it  was  used  for  the  vaccination  of 
human  beings.  Mr.  Long  understands  that  the  medical  merv 
using  the  lymph  thus  derived  were  made  aware  of  the 
circumstances  connected  with  it,  but  he  cannot  say  whether 
the  parents  of  the  children  vaccinated  knew  them.  He  is 
informed,  however,  that  the  amount  manufactured  was  but 
small,  and  that  whatever  remained  in  stock  was  destroyed 
nearly  two  years  ago. 
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The  Supply  op  Government  Lymph. 

A  question  of  t,omo  importance  to  chemists  and  druggists 
was  put  on  Tuesday  by  Mr.  Bartiey.  It  was  whether  the 
President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  could  state  what 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  supply  of  Government  lymph  ; 
whether  the  L  cat  Government  Board  has  been  able  to  over  - 
take the  demand  for  it ;  and  whether  any  arraugements 
have  jet  been  made  to  supply  private  practitioners  as  well 
as  the  public  vaccinators  with  Government  lymph  for  primary 
and  secondaiy  vaccination  at  about  cost- price.  Mr.  Lon^ 
replied  :  "  I  am  jiJar!  to  say  that  since  the  eatly  part  of  last 
month  I  have  been  able  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  by 
public  vaccinators  for  lymph,  not  only  for  primary  vaccina- 
tions, bat  also  for  revaccinations.  As  regards  the  last  pare 
of  the  question  I  have  carefully  considered  the  matter,  but 
I  regret  tbat  I  have  not  seen  my  way  at  present  to  comply 
with  the  suggestion  of  my  honourable  fiiend."

It  is  a  useful  comViination  for  the  treat- 
ment of  chronic  bronchitis  and  any  other  affection  of  the 
respiratory  organs  in  which  the  stimulating  properties  of 
apomorphine  are  indicat»-d,  the  ammonium  chloride  being 
in  this  instance  as  beneficial  as  the  iodide  without  its 
depressing  properties.  The  tabloids  are  put  up  in  bottles 
of  25  and  100.

logical  activity  that  reported  upon  by  Professors  Dunstan 
and  Cash  to  the  Pioyal  Society.

One  is  called  Tri/vrrin  It  is  a  tasteless,  pale- 
brown  powder  containing  22  per  cent,  of  iron  as  para- 
nucleir  ate  It  thus  combines  the  advantages  of  the  nuclein 
treatment  (which  has  been  found  of  great  service  in 
cases  where  at  Kmia  is  due  to  toxins)  and  appears  to  us  to 
be  an  ideil  remedy  in  many  respects,  especially  for  the 
greatly  debilitated  suffering  from  ana;  nia,  or  convalescent 
from  severe  illnesses.  The  dose  is  5  (jr.  The  s^C' nd  pre- 
paration is  ca'led  Pnrgatin.  It  givfs  the  pharmacist  rather 
a  shock  to  think  that  the  synthetic,  chemist  has  bfi-n  able 
to  produce  an  article  possessing  the  therapeutic  properties 
of  such  drugs  as  aloes,  ca?cara  sagrarfa.  rhubarb,  and  senna. 
That  is  what  purgatin  is.  It  is  an  i  xyanthraquin'  ne  deri- 
vative and  in  appearance  resembles  powdered  rhubarb,  but 
differs  from  the  natural  drugs  in  being  of  invariable  composi- 
tion and  activity.  Clinical  experiments  made  with  it  in 
Berlin  anrt  elsewhere  in  doses  of  5  to  15  gr,  have  proved  it 
tn  be  an  efficient  laxative,  but  it  may  be  given  in  doses  up  to 
30  gr.  in  more  obstinate  cases.

A  woHic  of  this  size  on  skin-diseases  has  been  a 
desideratum.  The  author  is  a  diligent  student  of  Dr.  Unna 
and  Dr.  Allan  Jamieson,  and  Is  "  up "  in  the  most  modern 
methods  of  treatment,  as  well  as  the  causation  of  the  many 
maladies  to  which  the  skin  is  liable.  He  writes  concisely, 
and  illustrates  the  texli  well,  many  of  the  illustrations  being 
photographs  of  the  living  subjects.  The  bjok  is  rich  in 
prescriptions. 

The  Chcinidrij  of  Piymcnta.  By  Ernest  J.  Parry,  B.Sc, 
F.l  0.,  and  John  H.  Coste  F.I  C.  Demy  8vo.  Pp.  285. 
\Qs.  6d.    London  :  Scott,  Greenwood  &  Co. 

An  exceedingly  interfsting  volume.  It  does  not  profess 
to  be  a  manufacturer's  recipe-book — nevertheless,  the  authors 
succeed  in  giving  a  great  deal  of  usable  information 
regarding  inorganic  and  organic  pigments.  To  analysts  it 
is  particularly  useful,  because  the  chemistry  is  reliable,  and 
the  analytical  processes  have  been  used  by  the  authors  in 
the  valuation  of  commercial  pigments.  The  book  is  divided 
into  four  chapters.  The  first  is  on  light  and  colour 
phenomena  (theorttical  mainly),  the  second  on  the  applica- 
tion of  pigments  (a  most  interesting  and  largely  historical 
chapter),  and  th?.  third  and  fourth  deal  with  the  preparation, 
composition,  use,  and  analysis  of  inorganic  and  organic 
pigments.

This  is  the  twentieth  volume  of  this  most  useful  annual, 
and  in  many  respects  it  is  ahead  of  the  nineteen  which  have 
preceded  it.  It  does  not  profess  to  be  an  epitome  of  every 
contribution  to  medical  literature  made  during  the  past  year, 
for,  owing  to  the  fact  that  more  than  a  score  of  specialists 
are  contributors,  the  volume  comprises  their  selection  of 
what  is  best  of  the  literature  ;  thus  the  reader  has  the 
benefit  of  not  requiring  to  toil  through  quantities  of  com- 
paratively ephemeral  material  The  most  striking  features 
of  the  1902  Annual  are  the  coloured  illustrations,  an 
excellent  epitome  of  the  arsenical-beer  poisoning  literature, 
a  good  chapter  on  vision-testing,  and  concise  abstracts  of 
the  legal  decisions  in  1901  which  have  a  medical  bearing. 
The  book  is  excellent  value  for  the  three  half-crowns  which 
it  costs.

The  importance  of  the  appeal  to  the  trade  is 
beyond  dispute  You  state  in  the  note  referred  to  than  yru 
wait  isome  declaration  from  our  Association  on  the  matter. 
The  whole  qufstion  is  under  consideration,  and  I  hope  to  be 
able  to  write  to  yon  at  an  early  date  stating  what  action,  if 
any,  our  Association  proposes  to  take.

Sir, — In  the  Stamp  Act  case  decided  in  our  favour  at  tlie 
Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  [see  this  issue,  page  671] 
Mr  J.  M.  Davis  pointed  out  to  the  Magistrate  that  for  years 
the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  had  attempted  to  extend  the 
scope  of  the  Act  beyond  the  intention  of  the  framers,  who 
intended  it  only  for  preparations  which  the  makers  claim 
the  exclusive  right  of  making,  and  who,  either  by  label  or 
advertisement,  profess  to  possess  the  secret  of  its  prepara- 
tion. If  the  contention  of  the  Inland  Revenue  was  correct 
— viz.,  that  the  word  "tonic"  implied  a  cure — other  words, 
suoh  as  "aperient,"  "laxative,"  and  "diuretic,"  would 
naturally,  if  used  on  a  label,  render  the  article  liable  to 
stamp-duty,  If  that  were  tlie  case  it  would  be  inioossible 
for  a  chemist  to  label  any  compound  preparation  sufficiently 
to  indicate  its  use  unless  stamped. 

We  would  advise  chemists,  when  they  have  good- reasons 
to  consider  a  label  not  liable  to  stamp-duty,  not  to  pay  the 
mitigated  fine  imposed  on  them  conditionally  to  non-prose- 
cution, but  to  contest  the  case  as  we  have  in  this  and  other 
cases  successfully,  and  thus  defeat  the  attempt  of  the 
Inland  Revenue  to  extend  unduly  the  powers  of  the  Stamp 
Act.  This  is  by  no  means  the  first  time  we  have  succeeded 
in  convincing  a  magistrate  that  the  Inland  Revenue  officers 
are  not  infallible.  Also  in  other  cases,  after  a  long  corre- 
spondence, the  Inland  Revenue  oliicials  have  thought  it  wise 
to  withdraw  their  threats  and  retreated  under  cover  of  a 
polite  letter  suggesting  that  we  should  make  some  slight 
alteration  in  our  label.  Yours  faithfully,

Emulsion-making. 

Sir, — A  correspondent  has  found  fault  with  me  for  not 
having  cautioned  a  young  dispenser  against  untidy  habits  and 
damaged  drugs.  I  have  done  my  bast  to  guide  the  first 
steps  of  a  beginner,  while  giving  him  always  credit  for  the 
possession  of  ordinary  common  sense.  I  laave  come  into 
daily  personal  contact  with  very  many  dispensing  students, 
and  have  never  yet  seen  one  who  would  endeavour  to  get  a 
cream-coloured  emulsion  out  of  a  dirty  mortar,  or  who 
would  hope  for  success  by  the  use  of  rancid  oil.  I  would 
ask  the  opinion  of  our  great  London  dispensing-houses  if 
they  consider  that  the  purification  of  the  mortar  carried 
almost  to  the  point  of  sterilisation  by  repeated  washings 
and  drying  is  a  necessity  in  the  general  course  of  business, 
and  whether  during  the  London  season  it  would  be  possible 
to  adopt  such  an  arrangement  ?  I  agree  with  the  statement 
that  "  all  the  Inces  on  earth  cannot  make  a  good  emulsion 
from  the  intensely  acid,  acrid,  and  rancid  oil  which  is  a 
couple  of  years  old."  They  would  scarcely  be  so  idiotic  as 
to  try.

She  took  the  advice  given,  and 
during  all  these  months  has  not  had  a  turn  of  her  complaint. 
Those  of  our  craft  who  know  that  ol.  succini  is  used  in  chest 
complaints,  and  has  been  for  generations  back,  will  see  some 
connection  in  the  matter.

Sir, — When  making  this  tincture  in  my  early  pharma- 
ceutical days,  I  used  sometimes  to  find  lh«  storax,  notwith- 
standing vigorous  occasional  shakings,  partially  undii-solvtd. 
rhis  may  have  happened  to  some  of  the  persons  who  have 
been  summoned  because  of  the  tincture  ni.t  satisfying  the 
analysts.  I  overcame  the  difficulty,  and  often  made  the 
tincture  in  twenty-four  hours  thus:  Wh<-n  I  received  the 
storax  I  used  to  liquefy  it  with  a  gentle  heat,  and  siir  into 
it  one-fourth  its  weight  of  rec'ified  spirit,  and  added  this 
proportionally  to  the  other  ingredients.  Then,  with  much 
less  shaking,  I  had  the  tincture  completely  ready  for 
filtration  in  from  twenty-four  to  forty-eitiht  hours.  This 
suggestion  I  make  feeling  sure  that  it  will  save  time  and 
trouble.

Dosage  of  Drugs. 

Sir,— In  prescribing  remedies  the  physician  has  to  recog- 
nise many  particulars  in  the  ptculiar  constitution  of  his 
patient — (1)  idiosyncrasy,  (2)  temperament,  (3)  age  and  sex, 
(4)  habit.s  of  life  and  avocation.  The  address  given  by  Dr. 
Gordon  Sharp  is  full  of  valuable  suggestions  on  this  most 
important  subject,  attention  to  which  would  be  of  vast 
assistance  both  to  the  prescriber  and  the  dispenser,  for  as 
every  bullet  has  its  billet  so  a  single  dose  may  prove  weal  or 
woe  to  the  subservient  patient.  The  physician  should  be  a 
man  possessed  of  very  active  perceptive  qualities,  added  to 
extensive  experience,  or  he  will  much  resemble  many  ardent 
young  men  who  have  di.^tinguished  themselves  by  bad  pre- 
eminence in  the  disastrous  wars  in  which  our  nation  is 
engaged.  Opium  and  mercury  may  be  considered  as  typical 
agents  in  the  treatment  of  disease  Dr.  Pereira  has  given 
instances  in  which  almost  fabulous  doses  of  opium  have 
been  taken,  whilst  calomel  has  proved  fatal  in  ordinary 
doses.  A  medical  man  in  Manchester  astonished  me  one 
morning  by  saying,  I  have  killed  two  children  with  a  grain 
of  calomel  each."  He  became  so  alarmed  that  he  turned 
homcEopath,  saying,  "  It  would  be  safer  to  let  people  die 
than  to  kill  tliem  outright."  It  is  only  fair  to  acknowledge 
he  succeeded  remarkably  well.  His  dictum  was,  "It  is  a 
good  thirg  to  know  when  not  to  give  physic."  Another  man, 
who  had  been  an  army  surgeon  in  India,  tried  the  Eastern 
practice  upon  English  snbiects,  giving  large  doses  of  opium, 
quinine,  and  mercury.  When  he  began  to  repeat  at  home 
the  doses  he  gave  abroad  he  lost  many  patients.  The  late 
Dr.  Radford,  of  Manchester,  found  fault  with  some  cough- 
lozenges.  "  What  do  you  put  ipecacuanha  in  your  lozenges 
for?"  "Only  J  gr.  in  each,"  was  the  reply.  "If  it  was 
Jy,  gr.  I  should  have  known  it.  When  I  was  an  apprentice  I 
tiad  to  pound  ipecac,  and  it  brought  on  an  attack  of 
dyspncea,  and  I  have  been  sensitive  to  its  action  ever  since." 
Still  ijiore  sensitive  was  Mr.  William  Wilkinson  to  arnica ; 
merely  handling  the  flowers  caused  erysipelas  a  second  time 
after  a  year's  interval.  An  old  lady  asked  for  some  mild 
aperient  pills,  "  But  do  not  put  any  rhubarb  in  them.  '  I 
disregarded  the  injunction.  Nest  day  she  complained  of 
the  effects — causing  her  tongue  to  swell,  with  a  sensation  of 
choking.  Such  instances  of  idiosyncrasy  must  come  under 
the  notice  of  the  ordinary  pharmacist  now  and  then,  and 
"  when  found  should  be  made  a  note  of  "  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  all  parties  concerned.

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The  Poisons  Bill. 
Sir — You  have  fevfral  times  commented  on  the  apathy  of 
chemists  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Poisons  Commission, 
but  I  believe  that  apathy  is  moic  apparent  than  real.  So 
far,  chemists  have  been  practically  helpless.    There  is  reallv 
no  way  in  which  they  can  influence  the  deliberations  of  a 
commission  of  inquiry,  unless  they  are  to  adopt  the  tactics 
of  the  enemy,  and  resort  to  the  newspaper  Press.    It  is 
doubtful  whether  chf mists,  even  if  they  were  willing  to 
adopt  these  tactics,  wruld  meet  with  fo  much  sympathy  a* 
the  enemy  has  met  with,  for  nothing  has  injured  iib^rmacy 
so  much  in  this  country  as  the  ignorance  and  prejudice  con- 
stantly exhibited,  almost  without  exception,  by  writ/Crs  in 
the  newspaoers.    We  are  hampered,  too,  on  this  question  by 
the  carb 'lie-acid  regulations.    In  accepting  these  regula- 
tions the  Pharmaceutical  Council  practically  accepted  the 
principle  for  which  Mr  Cross  and  his  friends  are  fighting; 
and   al'hough  I  am  quite  persuaded  that  this  principle 
applied  to  such  poisons  as  weed-killers  and  poisonous  sheep- 
dips  will  prove  disastrous  to  the  public  interests,  to  argue  nn 
this  head,  in  view  of  the  carbolic-acid  regulations,  is  like 
trying  to  lever  a  heavy  body  without  a  fulcrum.    I  think, 
too,  that  the  Pharrr  aceutical  Council  should  have  made  an 
effort  to  find  out  those  chemists  who  really  had  important 
evidence  to  give  on  this  subject,  and  put  them  forward  at 
the  Commission     It  can  be  seen  at  a  glance  that  chemists 
in  bu.viness  in  large  towns  must  be  less  able  to  give  evidence 
regarding  agricultural  poisons  than  cliemists  in  business  in 
agricultural  districts,  and  in  view  of  this  chemists  in  large 
towns,  unless  in  exceptional  cases,  ought  to  have  been 
pa,ssed  over.    Even  in  agricultural  districts  local  secretaries 
ought  to  have  been  asked  to  find  out  men  who  were  in  a 
position  to  give  really  useful  evidence.     There  are  any 
number  of  chemists  who  could  have  done  so,  but  even  when 
they  arc  found  there  is  the  further  difCculty  of  getting  thpm 
to  tell  what  they  know.    The  enemy  has  brought  forward  no 
real  solid  evidence  to  suppo  rt  his  position.    His  evidence  is 
entirely   corapos(d   of  the   theoretical,   built   up   on  an 
imaginary  public  g  ricvance.    Chemists  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  could,  if  they  liked,  bring  forward  real  evidence 
regarding  the  manner  in  which  seedsmen  and  others  handle 
these  deadly  articles,  and  cases  could  be  instanced  by  the 
score,  any  one  of  which  would  entirely  turn  the  tables  on 
these  men.    Most  of  the  weed-killers  and  sheep-dips  are 
already  being  sold  by  seedsmen  and  ironmongers,  and  there 
are  every  season  many  serious  accidents  as  a  result  of  this, 
which  could  easily  be  avoided  were  these  articles  confined 
to  the  hands  of  those  who  know  what  they  are  about.  As 
there  generally  exist,  however,  agreements  between  seeds- 
men and  chemists,  it  is  dillicult  to  get  anybody  to  give 
evidence  from  either  side.    In  most  cases  chemists  who 
have  entered  into  these  agreements  have  no  power  at  all  to 
protect  the  people.    If  the  chemist  is  a  wholesaler  he  knows 
that  the  position  of  the  seedsman  or  ironmonger  is  illegal. 
The  weak  appearance  made  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
before  this  Commission  may,  therefore,  be  as  much  due  to 
the  natural  inclination  of  chemists  to  keep  silence  as  it  is 
due  to  the  even  more  natural  inclination  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council  to  bring  forward  men  who  arc  well  known  in 
pharmacy,  rather  than  search  for  men  who  have  valuable 
evidence  to  give.    Another  point  which  must  not  be  over- 
looked is  that  chemists  are  probably  sick  of  the  more  or  less 
illegal,  and  altogether  profitless  and  irksome,  system  of 
agreements  with  unqualified  men.    I  sympathise  with  this. 
The  system  is  a  bad  one — it  could  hardly  be  worse.  Although 
in  regard  to  the  public  interest  I  think  it  would  be  a  back- 
ward step,  rather  than  continue  this  system  I  would  urge  the 
legalising  of  the  position  of  the  seedsman  and  ironmonger, 
were  it  not  that  other  interests  are  at  stake.    We  can  hardly 
say  that  such  a  course  would  be  cutting  away  the  founda- 
tions of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  because  they  are  cut  away 
already,  and  we  have  practically  no  Act ;  but  it  would  be 
cutting  away  the  rockbed  on  which  all  future  pharmaceu- 
tical legislation  must  be  built  up,  and  that  is  very  important. 
Pharmacy  in  this  country  has  for  years  been,  mostly  through 
maladministration  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  drifting  into  a 
condition  in  which  fresh  legislation  cannot  be  avoided,  and 
we  have  now  reached  a  point  at  which  even  outsiders 
see  that  the  matter  is  urgent.    It  is  for  us  to  see  that 
the  ground  is  not  cut  away  before  we  are  allowed  to  begin 
building.    I  would,  therefore,  urge  on  all  chemists  through- 


out the  country  to  relax  nothing  of  their  vigilance  The 
Poisons  Bill  must  come  up  before  long  in  the  House  of 
Commons.  It  will  be  discussed  at  some  Unijtb.  I  think 
chemists  ought  to  adopt  the  methods  they  havt-  adopted  with 
success  before— ?'(  .,  educate  members  of  Parliamt-nt.  You, 
Sir,  might  publish,  for  circulation  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
a  broadside  giving  information  on  the  matter,  which 
chemists  who  cannot  fee  members  personally  might  forward  ; 
hut  I  believe  a  personal  interview  is  very  impnr'arit.  I  have 
no  doubt  if  this  system  is  adopted  Mr.  Cross  and  his  friends 
will  be  defeated,  ju.^t  as  many  others  who  have  tackled 
pharmacy  in  the  House  of  Commons  have  been  defeated 
before  them.

The  interesting  features  this  week  include  an 
advance  in  British  and  German  quinine  and  a  further  rise  in 
cod-liver  oil,  but  with  buyers  still  holding  off.  Crude 
Japanese  camphor  is  better,  with  more  business  doing. 
Shellac  has  been  in  more  active  demand  at  fluctuating 
prices.  Menthol  is  a  shade  ea'ier,  so  is  castor  oil,  while  oil 
of  lemon  is  offered  very  cheaply.  Golden  seal  (hydrastis)  i.s 
firmer.  Japanese  wax  is  higher.  Sweet-almond  oil  has  been 
advanced,  and  caraway  oil  will  probably  be  dearer.  Saffron 
is  inclined  to  higher  prices,  and  buchu-leaves  have  been  in 
good  export  demand.

A  Quarter's  Trade. 

The  Board  ot  Trade  returns  issued  this  week  show  that  the 
imports  last  month  amounted  to  40,897,861/.,  a  decrease  as  com- 
pared with  March  last  jear  of  5,528,095^  For  the  first  three 
months  of  this  year,  as  compared  with  the  same  period  last  year, 
the  imports  show  an  increase  of  572,818/.  The  exports  last  month 
were  22,217,238?.,  a  decrease  compared  with  March,  1901,  of 
2,801,055?.  For  the  three  months  ending  March  31,  as  compared 
with  the  first  throe  months  of  last  jear,  the  exports  show  a 
decrease  of  3,013,591/.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the 
Easter  holidays  took  place  in  March  this  year,  while  in  1901  they 
fell  in  April,  whicli  fact  accounts  to  a  great  extent  for  the 
decrease.  Also  the  exports  of  new  ships  declined  by  2,167,000/. 
last  month,  so  that,  taken  altogether,  figures  are  fairly  satisfac- 
tory. Imports  of  chemicals  decreased  by  114,186/.  for  the  quarter, 
and  the  exports  also  decreased  by  199,009/.  Medicines  and 
medicinal  preparations  to  the  value  of  328,212/.  were  exported 
during  the  quarter,  against  322,398/.  and  300,025/.  for  the  corre- 
sponding quarters  of  1901  and  1900.  Soda-compounds  were  also 
better  by  102,000  cwt. ;  bleachiiig-powder  dropped  by  10,000  cwt., 
and  sulphate  of  copper  by  6,U00  cwt.  The  figures  regarding
